TY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
DIRECTORS OF THE AMERICAN CON- 
GREGATIONAL ASSOCIATION 



For three years before this last year — an unusual if not an 
unprecedented period — our annual gathering was unclouded by 
the loss of any who were active in the work of the Associa- 
tion. But this single year has taken from us three whom we 
greatly miss. It was noted in the last report that the shadow of 
death was then resting upon our Auditor, Mr. Alonzo C. Tenney, 
and upon Miss Mary £. Stone, for so long a period the chief 
Assistant Librarian. Mr. Tenney passed away almost immedi- 
ately afterward, on the second day of June. For twenty-seven 
years he had regularly inspected the accounts of the Association, 
and on his retirement, early in 1907, the Directors gave tangible 
expression to their appreciation of these services. Miss Stone 
lingered on, amid the kind ministries of faithful friends, and with 
little physical suffering, until the eighth day of the present month, 
when her mortal life faded gently away. From the winter of 
1864, when she entered on the work of the Library, to the summer 
of 1906, when illness compelled her to lay it down, is a period of 
forty-one and a half years, exactly half of her fourscore years 
and three. 

A more unexpected bereavement befell the Association, in the 
midst of the year, in the loss of its honored and beloved Secre- 
tary, Rev. Joshua Coit, who was called away from his many 
important activities on the fifteenth day of December. The 
resolutions adopted by the Directors in memory of Mr. Coit and 
Miss Stone will be printed in connection with this report. 

The present membership of the Association is 432. It is a 
fair question whether we ought to go on electing new members 
from year to year unless we can have the assurance that their 
membership will be actual. Special attention was given to this 
matter last year by a committee who took the trouble to send a 
personal note to each member elected, and yet, out of forty to 
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whom these communications were sent, less than half accepted 
membership. But without a constant infusion of new blood, our 
enterprise would soon become fixed in a formal routine; and 
hence arises the necessity for line upon line and precept upon 
precept. Certainly the reasons why good Congregationalists 
should join forces with this organization are as strong as ever. 

The first ten years of the life of the present Congregational 
House will have ended a few weeks hence. They have been 
marked by great peace and prosperity. Every one of the twelve 
benevolent societies has always been prompt and full in the pay- 
ment of the rentals due. On our own side, it deserves to be 
emphasized that the Association does not exist for the purpose 
of making money, but for the good of the general cause. We 
constantly endeavor to approximate to the ideal of a central home 
for the various branches of Congregational activity. It should 
be stated, for the benefit of those who are wont to reckon our 
missionary societies as numbering six rather than twelve, that 
in addition to the six commonly called the National Societies, we 
furnish headquarters for the Woman's Board of Missions, now 
a full-fledged society on its own basis, the Woman's Home 
Missionary Association, the National Council, the Congregational 
Board of Pastoral Supply, the Boston City Missionary Society, 
and the Boston Seaman's Friend Society. With each and all of 
the twelve, our relations have ever been cordial and cooperative. 
The fellowship of these various bodies, including our own, is not 
a chain from which one link can be removed with no damage 
to the rest; it is an organism, where every part is both the means 
and the end of the whole. It would require very cogent reason- 
ing to persuade us that the withdrawal of any one member from 
this circle of fellowship could be otherwise than injurious to all 
parties concerned. 

With the gradual reduction of the mortgage, the material 
benefits of this cooperation will be increasingly manifest. The 
financial stringency of the past year affected this Association 
to only a slight degree; the mortgage, expiring August i6, was 
renewed for three years at the rate of four and one-fourth per 
cent, instead of four per cent as before. On the other hand, the 
debt has been reduced by $8,000, bringing it down from $154,000 
to $146,000, so that the payments for interest are a trifle less 



than last year. About a third of the debt with which we started 
ten years ago has already been canceled, almost wholly by the 
income from rentals. But this is one of the exceptional years 
when we have received a legacy.* While some of our more for- 
tunate neighbors may smile at even the mention of so small a 
bequest as $i,ooo, we are grateful to know that the name and 
the work of the Association find place in the thoughts of any 
who are planning for the wisest use of their earthly goods. 
This suggests a word of counsel to those good people who some- 
times ask what membership in this Association amounts to. Quite 
a number of our members, perhaps a majority, have some influ- 
ence with those who have money to give or to leave. Why not 
use that influence, this coming year, by bringing to bear upon 
them the unanswerable arg^tunents which prove that the money 
will benefit the missionary societies mtich more when applied to 
canceling the debt of this Association than when given directly 
to the societies themselves? To avoid vain repetitions, we refer 
to previous reports, in which these arguments have been sufficiently 
set forth. 

Under the prudent oversight of Superintendent Linscott, an 
important economy is being effected which will work benefit 
to all our societies. Next August the ten-year contract with 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company expires. The com- 
pany sent us timely notice of their intention to raise rates on the 
next contract by a very heavy percentage. Instead of accepting 
these terms, the Directors have voted to install an electric light 
plant, to be owned and operated by the Association. Until the 
experiment has been tried for a year, it is impossible to announce 
the exact amount of the saving, but it is safe to predict that it 
will form a very welcome addition to our resources. 

During the year the rooms have all been rented, and for the 
most part the rents have been paid when due. Certain undesirable 
citizens who were hopelessly in arrears have been replaced by 
tenants who act more promptly. One of the rooms thus vacated 
is now occupied by the New England Grenfell Association, which, 
though not a Congregational society, is one that enlists the hearty

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sympathy of all Christian folk who are acquainted with its work 
on the Labrador. 

As already stated, the debt is now $146,000. The next reduc- 
tion will bring it down to the point where it stood when we sold 
the old Congregational House. But two men may stand together 
on the slope of a hill, although one is going up and the other 
going down. In the old building we were going down every 
year; until at last, what with noise and confusion, obstruction of 
light, penetration of rain, and infestation of rats, the position 
became untenable. The fact that the debt stands at the same 
figure does not show that we have been marking time for ten 
or a dozen years. This is not true even financially, much less 
from the proper point of view, namely, the object for which the 
Association exists. With ampler and better facilities in every 
respect, the present Congregational House counts for much more 
in the kingdom of God than did its predecessor. And yet it does 
not become us to rest content with the measure of present achieve- 
ment. The House should be freed speedily from every incum- 
brance, so that it may be entirely the property of the Association 
in deed as well as in name. The mortgage having been renewed 
for the short period of three years, there are but two years from 
next August in which to reach this consummation devoutly to be 
wished. Where there is a will there is a way. A million dollars 
does not look as large to us as it did to our fathers, and one- 
seventh part of that sum would set the Association free from 
debt. This is not a matter which interests Boston, or even New 
England, only; the inspiration of such a success would encourage 
the whole denominational zone. While waiting for the time 
when a substantial addition to the Congregational House can be 
built, the logical preparation for such a step lies before us in 
strengthening our hold upon the things that remain.

IN MEMORY OF MISS STONE 

After more than eighty-three years of a devoted life, the last 
half of which was spent in the service of this Association, Miss 
Mary Eliza Stone has been called home to her rest. The Directors 
bear grateful testimony to the value of this continuous service, 
and especially to the single-hearted consecration which gathered 
all the energies of her being around one worthy object, the best 
development of the Congregational Library. Before the present 
Congregational House was built, our Library had three homes, 
at 23 Chauncy Street, 40 Winter Street, and i Somerset Street, 
and in each of them Miss Stone was the chief home-maker and 
care-taker. From small beginnings, in the 4,500 voltunes arranged 
on rude shelves in that first home, up to the well-appointed col- 
lection of more than 50,000 volumes, now rated among the impor- 
tant libraries of the world — all this growth she saw and much 
of it she shaped. Meanwhile, her eyes were keen to discern 
what was needed at this or that point; her ears were open to the 
multiform demands upon the resources of the Library; her hands 
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and her feet were patient, even though wearied, in ministering 
to all classes and conditions of readers. 

Such fidelity is not bought for a price, nor compensated by 
weekly payments; it springs alone from the absorbing passion 
of a life, and it finds ample reward in its own joyous exercise. 
It sounds a clear call to us, and to all whose lives she touched, 
that we be not slothful, but followers of those who through faith

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FIFTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
CONGREGATIONAL LIBRARY 



Accessions for the year are as follows : books, 891 ; pamphlets, 
530 ; unbound numbers of periodicals, 1,253. Total in the Library, 
excluding duplicates: books, 55,868; pamphlets, 53,384; periodicals, 
50,334. Besides these are manuscripts, maps, pictures, relics, and 
other objects of interest. Ten years ago, when we removed from 
the old building, the space reserved for the Library was thought 
to be sufficient for many years to come, but already it is filling 
up rapidly. There is a very good reason why this result came 
sooner than was anticipated, namely, the acquisition of the Stubbs 
collection, a whole library in itself, containing more than 6,000 
volumes, of which an unusual proportion consists of large folios 
and quartos. It is probable that the space remaining will suffice 
until the time comes for the enlargement of the building, as has 
all along been contemplated. 

Bishop Stubbs's library deserves to be better known; the 
students of history who examine it express admiration at the rich- 
ness of its contents, and great gratification that it has become 
accessible to American scholars. In this connection it may be 
worth while to record an amusing instance of insular pre-judgment 
which occurred a few months ago. While traveling in England, 
one of our local booksellers was conversing with an English 
dealer, who happened to mention the library of Bishop Stubbs. 
"Do you know where it is now?" asked the Bostonian. The 
other failed to remember. When assured that it was in Boston, 
not Boston in Lincolnshire but Boston in Massachusetts, he con- 
tradicted his informant flatly. "You are mistaken," said he; 
"that library is in England, but I have forgotten who bought it." 
It is sometimes possible to forget (as well as to remember) things 
that never happened. 

So far as books are concerned, the regular additions to the 
Library may be divided into two parts, one of which comes from 
gifts, the other from purchases. But pamphlets, with rare ex- 
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ceptions, are given rather than bought; and yet they form a 
feature of distinct value, and that value enhances year by year. 
It is probably an underestimate to say that nine-tenths of our 
readers, and three-fourths even of those who make researches 
on solid topics of study, ask for books and periodicals, but not 
for pamphlets, whereas the information they seek is often hidden 
away in those neglected brochures. There are two reasons for 
this, and they are closely connected. The first is that an author 
who has anything important to say usually writes a volume, or 
else finds a ready hearing in one of a multitude of magazines. 
The other is that these voltmies and periodicals are regularly 
catalogued in reference books, and so are made accessible to the 
public, while that is not the case with pamphlets. But it deserves 
to be noted that this convenient indexical arrangement is a very 
recent affair. In former days, discussions, and especially contro- 
versies, were carried on through pamphlets, whose importance 
every historical scholar recognizes; and no greater benefaction 
could be conferred by some future Poole than to execute the 
herculean task of bringing this material into the light of day. 
Our veteran historian and librarian, Hon. Samuel A. Green, of 
the Massachusetts Historical Society, has been putting in practice 
for many years his own theory that anything ever worth printing 
is worth preserving and will some time be worth reading. By 
consequence, the library of that society is a thesaurus of valuable 
pamphlets. Duplicates from that collection are often sent here 
to enrich our own, a favor acknowledged in each annual report. 
Though far inferior to that of the Historical Society, our Library 
contains already more than 53,000 pamphlets, which might as 
well be literal lumber unless they are made available to readers. 
We have the satisfaction, however, above most libraries, of being 
able to report that our pamphlets are catalogued as carefully as 
the books. 

For the purchase of books and periodicals we have two funds : 
an annual appropriation of $1,250 and the income of two small 
bequests, which adds about five hundred dollars more; total this 
year, $1,789.82. The judicious expenditure of that amount is a 
matter of some diflficulty. On the one hand, the desire for the 
freshest and most popular books is strong in the majority of 
those who look to us for literary pabulum, while those who make 
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studious use of the relics of past ages can easily be counted on 
the fingers. Yet, on the other hand, it is this latter class of books 
which our Library was founded to secure and preserve, and those 
not already obtained are in danger of becoming unprocurable. 
We call special attention to an item in the latest catalogue of 
Americana issued by Dodd, Mead & Company, namely, the first 
edition of the Cambridge platform, 1649, for which they ask 
$1,000; our copy, purchased in 1879, cost us $52.50. 

Now it is clearly one of our obligations to be on the watch 
for such material, which at present is more likely to be offered, 
on terms within our means, across the Atlantic than on this side. 
Thus we secured, a short time ago, from a dealer in Edinburgh, 
Increase Mather's very rare book, "Angelographia" (Boston, 
1696), for $20.75. With this may be named Samuel Mather's 
"Figures or Types of the Old Testament," also obtained this 
year. But our constitution, like that of the United States, has 
a "general welfare" clause, "to do whatever else . . . shall 
serve to promote the general interests of the Congregational 
churches," and under this we do well to invest in recent as well 
as ancient literature. Among the noteworthy accessions of the 
year, besides Richardson's massive bibliography, "Periodical 
Articles on Religion," a few series may be mentioned, as "The 
History of North America," now complete in twenty large vol- 
umes, written by a company of specialists, under the editorship 
of Guy Carleton Lee. Equally important is the "Cambridge 
Modem History," also a composite work, which was suggested 
by the late Lord Acton; nine voltunes have appeared. The in- 
valuable "American Bibliography," by Charles Evans, and 
Dexter's Yale Biographies have each advanced to a fourth 
volume; and while it might be said of the Murray English Dic- 
tionary, begun in 1857, ^^^^ ^^ ^^^^^ drags its slow length along, 
we could hardly keep house without it. We have been cautious 
in deciding among the conflicting claims of new cyclopedias, but 
have now added the Americana, issued in sixteen voltmies by 
the Scientific American Company. The first and only translation 
into English of the Babylonian Talmud, in ten volumes, throws 
light on the obscure subject of Judaism. Of a lighter character 
are the fine sets of Thackeray and Mrs. Austen, added to the 
department of Literature, a class which visitors find well worth 
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their attention. Two books by Congregational ministers are of 
signal merit: "Ancient Jerusalem," by Selah Merrill, so many 
years consul there; and "The Pilgrims," by Frederic A. Noble. 
A goodly record of donations fills the closing pages of this report. 
The Massachusetts Historical Society, the American Board, and 
The Congregationalist have been liberal, as ever, and twenty-six 
autograph letters to Dr. Bennett Tyler have been sent by Mrs. 
W. H. Woodbridge. An exchange on a large scale is in process, 
which will remove some hundreds of government doctunents 
seldom consulted, and bring in others more useful here. 

Besides books, a beautiful desk, perhaps a century old, for 
most of this period the property of Rev. Asa Bullard, and later 
of Rev. Edward Abbott, has been presented by Mrs. Abbott; a 
bust of Alpheus Hardy, the work of an Italian sculptor in i860, 
came from his son, Alpheus H. Hardy; and one of Prof. Leonard 
Woods, first teacher of theology at Andover Seminary, is to be 
credited to his granddaughter, Mrs. Anna L. Nims. 

The circulation of the Library is growing, and it is pleasant 
to add that the petty thieving lamented in the last report seems 
to have ceased. Young people in the church are learning the 
value of our Library for missionary and other meetings. The 
Pratt collection of Bibles and objects illustrating the Bible con- 
tinues to attract the attention of visitors, and loans from it are 
made occasionally to Sunday schools. 

The valuable statistical labors carried on here almost daily 
for a few years past by Rev. H. W. Stebbins have been suspended, 
but their results ought to be given to the world in permanent 
form. 

The three assistants in the Library have been so diligent in 
business, and so energetic in their respective fields of service, 
that it has not been necessary to add to the Library force during 
Miss Stone's illness. 

On the whole, the Library reports a prosperous year, though 
still fulfilling the Scriptural injunction to covet earnestly the 
best gifts.

An Act to incorpcnate the Congregational LitMrary Assodation, jU Boston 

Be U enacted by the Senate and House of Re^resetUatwes, in General Court assombUdf and by 

the authority of the samOf €u follows : 

Section 1. Rufus Andmon, Joseph S. CUrk, Jolios A. Palmer^ their associates and snc- 
cessors, are hereby made a corporation by the name of the Congregational Library Association, 
at Boston, for the purpose of establishing and peipetaatine a library of the religions histoi^ and 
literature of New England, and for the erection of a snitaue building for the accommodation of 
the same, and for the use of charitable societies, with all the powers and privileges, and subject 
to all the duties, restrictions, and liabilities set forth in the torty-^ourth chapter of the Revised 
Statutes. 

Sbc. 2. Said corporation may hold real or personal estate, necessary and convenient for the 
puiposes aforesaid, to an amount not exceeding, in the whole, one hundred and fifty thousand 
doluurs, the income whereof shall be devoted to the aforesaid purposes. [Approved by the Gov- 
ernor, April 12, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Sbction 1. The Congregational Library Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in additicm 
to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold ; provided that no part of 
said amount shall be invested in real estate, except in the purchase at a suitable site, and the 
erection or preparation of a suitable building, to be used for the purposes of said corporation, 
as set forth in the Act of Incorporation passed April twelfth, in the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. [Approved by the Governor, 
AprU 24, 1856.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Sbction 1. The Congregatioiul Library Assodation is hereby authorized to change its 
name, and to take the name of the American Congregational Assodation. 

Sbc. 2. In addition to the powers heretofore granted said corporation, it is hereby author- 
ized to do such acts as ma]r promote the interest of Congregational churches — by publi^ing 
works ; by furnishing libraries and pecuniary aid to parishes, churches, and Sablxitn-schools ; 
promoting friendly intercourse and cooperatiiHi amon^; Con^;regational ministers and churches, 
and with other denominations ; and by collecting and disbursmg funds for the above object. 

Sbc. 3. This act shall take effect on its passage. [Approv^ by the Governor, May 10, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc,, as follows : 

Sbction 1. The American Congregational Assodation, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of four hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addi- 
tion to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved by the Governor, Febru- 
ary 24, 1871.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Sbction 1. The American Congregational Association is hereby authorized to increase its 
capital stock by adding thereto a sum not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, and to invest 
such portion thereof in real and personal estate as may be necessary and convenient for the pur- 
poses for which it was incorporated. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved, February 21, 1803.]

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CONSTITUTION 

Articlb I . The name of this body shall be the Ambricam Cokgrbgational Assoa ATioif . 

Art. II. The object of this Association shall be to secure the maintenance, in the city 
of Boston, of a Congrbgational Housb, for the meetings of the body, the accommoda- 
tion of its library, and for the furtherance of its general purposes : to found and perpetuate 
a library of books, pamphlets, and manuscripts, and a collection of portraits and relics of the 
past; and to do whatever else — within the limits of its charter — shall serve to illustrate Con- 
gregational history and promote the general interests of the Congregational chiuxhes. 

Art. III. This Association shall be composed of Orthodox Congregationalists. who, hav- 
ing been nominated by the Board of Directors, shall have been admitted to membership by 
ballot at any annual meeting, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present and voting, on 
signing the Constitution or otherwise accepting membership in writing. There shall be two 
classes of membership, Life and Annual. Annual members shall pay an annual assessment of 
one dollar each, payable on the first day of May ; and any one ne^ecting to pay the annna! 
assessment for a period of three months shall cease to be a member. 

The payment of ten dollars at any one time by any member shall constitute him a Life 
member, and he shall thereafter be exempt from the annual assessment. All moneys received 
under the provisions of this article shall oe applied exclusively to the increase of the Library. 

Art. IV. The officers of this Association — who shall be chosen by ballot from its mem- 
bers at the annual meetins, and who shall serve for the year, and until their successors be 
chosen — shall be a President; two Vice-Presidents; a Corresponding and Recording Secre- 
tary—who shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties, and also act as Secretary 
of the Board of Directors ; a Librarian ; a Treasurer : an Assistant Treasurer ; and an Auditor 
— all of whom shall perform the duties usual to their offices — and a Board of Directors con- 
sisting of thirty members, of which the Secretary and Treasurer shall be members ex officio. 
Ten members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Snould 
anv vacancv occur in the list of officers and Directors at any time during the year, either by 
failure to elect or by reason of resignation or otherwise, die Board of Directors may fill the 
vacancy by ballot at any meeting called for the purpose. 

Art. V. The annual meeting for the choice of officers, and for other business appropriate 
to such meetings, shall be held in Boston on the fourth Monday, or on such other day in May 
as the Directors may determine. The Secretary shall call special meetings whenever ordered by 
the President, either orally or in writing, so to do, or at the written request of ten members 
of the Association, or whenever directed by vote of the Board of Directors. The annual and 
all special meetings shall be called by published notice in the Orthodox Congregational weekly 
newspapers of Boston, at least one week before the meeting, or by such other method as the 
Board of Directors may deem proper. All calls for special meetings of the Association shall 
state the specific object of such meetings, and no other business than that for which a special 
meeting was called shall be considered or transacted at any such meeting. In the absence or 
inability of the Secretary to act, notices under this article may be issuM by the President. 
Twenty members shall be necessary to a quorum at any meeting. 

Art. VI. This Constitution may be altered at any annual meetins by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present, public notice having been given of the nature of the proposed alteratioa 
in the call for the meeting.

(2) Reports of Directors and 
other officers, and action thereon. (8) Election of officers. (4) And such other business as may 
legally come before the meeting. 

II. Directors. The first meeting of the Directors shall be held in the Congregational 
House within fourteen days from the annual meeting on the call of the Secretary. 

At this meeting they shall choose, by ballot a Chairman and a Finance Committee and a 
Library Committee, each of three members, and a House Committee of five members, to serve 
for the year and until their successors shall be elected. The Directors shall hold regular quarterly 
meetings. Special meeting shall be called by the Secretary, upon the written or oral order of the 
Chairman, or upon the written rec|uest of three members of the Board. In the absence or in- 
ability of the Secretary to act, notices under this Bv-Law may be issued by the President. The 
Finance Committee, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors, shall have the control and 
disposal of all moneys oelonging to the Association. The Library Committee, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, shall appoint the Librarian's assistants, fix the salaries of 
the Librarian and assistants, and make such rules and regulations with reference to the use and 
care of the Library as they may deem proper, and shall nave general charge and supervision of 
the Library. The House Committee shall have general charge and supervision of the Congre- 

fational House, induding the letting and leasing thereof, and shall appoint a Custodian or 
anitor, and such other employees as they shall deem necessary, and, subject to the approval 
of the Finance Committee, shall fix the amount of their compensation and of the rentals to be 
charged to the tenants. These committees shall report to the Association at the annual meeting. 

III. The Librarian. The Librarian, under the direction of the Librarv Committee,8hall 
have charge of the Library, and shall be responsible for its care, condition, and order. 

IV. Amendments to By-Laws. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual meeting 
of the Association by a vote of two-thirds of the members present and voting.

nFTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 

THE DIRECTORS 

In the middle of our year, November 29, 1908, occurred the 
death of Mr. S. S. Rogers, of Chicago, one of the Vice-Presidents 
of the Association, a man highly honored and beloved in his own 
city, and in a wide circle beyond it. He was business manager 
of the Chicago Daily News, and formerly president of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers' Association. His connection with 
our own Association was merely nominal, for the choice of a 
Western Vice-President is the survival of an early custom which 
attempted to emphasize the national scope of our body by the 
selection of twenty or more titular officers from different parts 
of the Congregational field. The custom would seem to be more 
honored in the breach than in the observance, and for several 
years we have had only two Vice-Presidents. 

Of the thirty Directors we have lost one during the year, 
Mr. Mortimer B. Mason, of Boston, who died February 6, 1909. 
About twenty years ago he was elected to the Board, in accord- 
ance with the policy then adopted of enlarging the directorate 
from seventeen members to thirty, and of inviting a greater pro- 
portion of active business men to aid in shaping its counsels. 
Among others chosen at the same time were William O. Blaney, 
Samuel B. Capen, William H. Emerson, and Samuel Johnson. 
Results have proved the wisdom of this policy. Almost immedi- 
ately afterward, the agitation for a new Congregational House 
began. Mr. Mason had a part in these discussions, and accepted 
for some years a position on the Finance Committee, and later 
on the Building Conmiittee of the present Congregational House, 
services which we remember with gratitude. 

The American Congregational Association plays no unim- 
portant part in the complicated enginery through which our 
denomination strives to uplift America and other lands. It might 
be termed the hoop which binds the staves together; or if the 
seven Societies are the spokes of a wheel whose circumference 
is the world, the Association is the hub in which they meet and 
cohere. Recent events are emphasizing this organic tmity and 
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are leading us to look backward and forward. It is true that at 
the outset the prominent thought of the founders of the Associa- 
tion was to rescue from perishing the memorials of the Pilgrims 
and Puritans, rather than to build a central home for their mis- 
sionary movements. It is just sixty-five years since the first 
public suggestion of our enterprise was made, toward the close 
of an impassioned discourse by Professor Park before a great 
assembly here in Boston. "Let us establish," he said, "in this 
city of the Pilgrims, a Pilgrim Hall, that shall contain the writings, 
of our fathers and of our brethren and of our successors, and 
let its walls preserve the portraits of our Cottons and our Mathers 
and our Hookers and our Emmonses and our Paysons and our 
Hallocks and our Beechers." 

Professor Park and his colleague. Prof. B. B. Edwards, had 
been much impressed by the Red Cross Library in London, other- 
wise called the Dr. Williams Library, which contains the books, 
manuscripts, and portraits of many of the old Nonconformist 
divines. It was not until 1851 that the first step was taken in 
carrying out this design, through the meeting of a company of 
kindred spirits in Professor Park's study at Andover. They 
gathered a few books and took the name of the Congregational 
Library Association. For two years they met from time to time 
and discussed themes of theology and polity. The society was 
literary and scholastic; it had no connection with the denomina- 
tion as a whole. But in 1853 our own Association was born, in 
a large and enthusiastic popular assembly of Congregational min- 
isters and laymen convened in the Old South Chapel on Spring 
Lane, during Anniversary Week. They desired very earnestly 
to unify the scattered Congregational forces, to build a house 
for general headquarters as well as for a library. Professor Park 
and his associates immediately welcomed this larger movement, 
dissolved their own body, and made over its little collection of 
books to the new Congregational Library Association. Under that 
name, a year later, "Rufus Anderson, Joseph S. Clark, Julius A. 
Palmer, their associates and successors" were incorporated for 
the double purpose above indicated. Ten years afterward, in 
1864, the enlarged program was matched by the new name, borne 
ever since, the American Congregational Association. In fact, 
so far as the charter is concerned, it would be constitutional for 



us to do almost everything now done by the seven Societies and 
the National Council, including cooperation with other denomina- 
tions. Practically, however, there is no overlapping; it is our 
aim to secure to the several arms of Congregational work the 
greatest efficiency with the least friction. 

In 1870, Dr. Dexter, one of the original members of this 
Association, was the first to suggest that the two hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the coming of the Pilgrims would be 
worthily celebrated by attempting certain definite things in our 
Pilgrim churches, among them the securing of a Congregational 
House. The proposal was very widely supported, in the West 
as well as the East; and as a result the Library and all the 
Societies, including for the first time the American Board, were 
brought together in 1873-74, in what we now remember as the 
old Congregational House. Not to pursue the familiar history 
further, let us turn from the past to the future. Another period 
of fifty years is soon to elapse; the thought of its commemora- 
tion in 1920, in various appropriate or inappropriate ways, is in 
the air. What duty rests upon our own Association in connec- 
tion with this design? It is evident that a new expansion will 
be called for, if we would aid rather than check the growth of 
the denomination's enterprises. In the natural course of events, 
it is likely that a favorable opportunity for enlarging the Con- 
gregational House will offer itself before 1920. But an important 
prerequisite to any such enlargement is the clearing off of the 
present incumbrance of debt, amounting to $146,000. This is not 
a good year to press that matter, for the comity and cooperation 
which we seek to illustrate demand that a clear field be left for 
the "together" movement, which seeks to provide a solid financial 
basis for the leading missionary societies. After that object is 
achieved, our Association should have the right of way, for its 
prosperity is intimately linked with that of all the rest. 

For the first time in ten years we seem to have stood still 
instead of moving forward; not a dollar has been paid on the 
debt during the last twelvemonth. But this is only an appear- 
ance; we have been sowing seed for a harvest in the immediate 
future. As foreshadowed a year ago, the Association has cut 
loose from dependence on the Edison Company, has put in an 
independent plant, and is furnishing its tenants with electric light 
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of the same quality and intensity as they had before, at the same 
cost to them, and with a ig^eat saving to the resources of the 
Association. The expense of this plant included the outlay for 
a fine electrical engine, room for which in the sub-basement was 
gained by the sale of a large and superfluous pump that had been 
an elephant on our hands for many years. Another electrical 
engine has been installed, a much smaller one, for night work, 
and this will prove an additional saving. Numerous readjust- 
ments were required; in steam-fitting, plumbing, and flooring, for 
example. The whole has been carried on under the constant and 
careful oversight of Mr. Linscott, who is an expert electrician 
and practical engineer, as well as a most faithful Superintendent 
of all the interests of the building. To carry this plan through 
successfully, he has labored literally in season and out of season. 
Within the past week, also, he has executed a contract to supply 
steam heat from this building to adjoining estates, thereby add- 
ing many hundreds of dollars a year to our funds. The Asso- 
ciation is fortunate in being served by his shrewd common sense 
and business talents. The total expenditure during the year for 
construction and repairs of all sorts has been a trifle over ten 
thousand dollars. Moreover, in accordance with the proverb that 
it never rains but it pours, an unusual outlay for insurance on 
the building has been incurred. This falls due only once in five 
years, and 1909 happens to be one of those dates. A further 
expenditure, and one impossible to foresee, occurred last Decem- 
ber. It illustrates the cordial and organic relations between the 
Association and the Societies. A leak in a steam pipe, occurring 
on Sunday, when the bookstore was unoccupied, damaged more 
than a thousand dollars' worth of property there. Although it 
appeared that no legal obligation was incurred, it was a clear 
case of noblesse oblige, and the Directors voted to make the loss 
good, the exact sum being $1,179.31. 

With all these outlays to report, it is certainly a cause for 
mutual congratulation that we come to this anniversary with 
$6,600 in the treasury. The rentals have passed the $50,000 mark 
for the first time, thus fulfilling the accurate prediction which 
Mr. Emerson, chairman of the Building Committee, made when 
this House was dedicated, that its rentals would reach nearly or 
quite $50,000. It is practically certain that a substantial reduc- 
tion in the debt can be effected during the coming year. 



FIFTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
CONGREGATIONAL UBRARY 

Books added, 1,015; previous year, 891. Pamphlets added, 
573; previous year, 530. Unbound numbers of periodicals added, 
1,421; previous year, 1,253. Total in the Library: books, 56,880; 
pamphlets, 53,957; periodicals, 51,755. 

It is pleasant to clothe the dry bones of these figures with 
the fact that the Library is constantly augmenting its usefulness. 
We make no attempt to increase its circulation; in fact, it does 
not profess to be a circulating library, but rather a library of 
reference. Persons coming from a distance to consult it would 
naturally be annoyed if the objects of their search had been 
loaned. They can reasonably expect to find two classes of its 
books accessible: the old, rare volumes and the newest accessions. 
Between these extremes, the librarian has a discretionary power 
of lending books, a power which is exercised somewhat freely, 
especially just before days of public observance, like Memorial 
Day, Thanksgiving Day, Forefathers' Day, when appropriate 
addresses are in the making. 

To the uninitiated, it might seem that a library which makes 
little of circulation would be a place of inglorious ease; and as 
we are often asked in what the work of the Library consists, 
it may be well to give a partial answer, in summary fashion. It 
will be seen that in our own library there is no danger that 
the librarian and his three assistants will suffer from lack of 
occupation. 

Since bound magazines are reckoned as books, the Library 
consists mainly of books and pamphlets. The subject of pam- 
phlets was treated in last year's report. As to books, the first 
point is to catch your hare; and while that seems easy, because 
books are continually pressed on the attention by publishers and 
agents whose name is legion, it is this very ease which forms 
the main difficulty. The severe labor of selection belongs to the 
head librarian, and no one is wise enough to accomplish it per- 
fectly. It involves the choice of books which, firstly, are worth 
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while in themselves; secondly, are not only congruous but most 
congruous to our particular library; and thirdly, come within 
the amount appropriated for additions to the same. The present 
incumlHrnt can only exercise his best judgment, falling back, in 
cases of doubt, ui)on the omniscience of the Library Committee. 

When the l)ooks have been chosen and procured, their adapta- 
tion to library use has only beg^n. In the life of books, as of 
children, much depends on their proper handling in infancy. 
This work, and that of collation, which includes the verifying 
of pages, signatures, plates, etc., devolves upon Miss Cobb. Cata- 
loguing, which is more or less full according to circumstances, 
but which commonly requires three descriptive cards for each 
accession, falls to the lot of Miss White. The head librarian 
then classifies the new recruits — and great are the mysteries of 
classification. Mr. Jackson attends to the embossing, labeling, 
and storing. Many other duties belong to the four. A single 
specimen for each may suffice. Miss White presides at the de- 
livery desk, giving out books for hall or home use, and answer- 
ing the varied and sometimes inane questions of visitors. Miss 
Cobb takes charge of the periodicals which are given or pur- 
chased; a full list of these appears at the close of this report. 
For the clean and orderly appearance of the volumes in the stack, 
upon which visitors often remark, Mr. Jackson is responsible. 
The head librarian acts as assistant treasurer, not only of the 
Library's finances, but of the Association's as well. 

The Library is becoming more and more consulted for bio- 
graphical, genealogical, and statistical information. The lapse of 
time, that converts some other kinds of books into mere lumber, 
only enhances the worth of these departments. Several pains- 
taking and accurate scholars are ever transforming this raw 
material, and thereby adding to its value. Chief among them is 
Rev. C. C. Carpenter, who has just brought to a successful termi- 
nation his labor of many years on the descriptive catalogue of 
Andover Seminary Alumni, a work of which every Congrega- 
tionalist ought to be proud, whether or not he is an Andover 
man. 

It has been a productive year for Congregational authors. 
I will mention a few others, to show the great variety of interests 
represented. 
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Mr. Herbert K. Job has written on "The Sport of Bird 
Study"; Mr. Rudd, of Dedham, on the landmarks of that ancient 
town. Mr. Mowry, of Hyde Park, has given "Recollections of 
an Educator," and Mr. Gerald Stanley Lee has prophesied of 
"Inspired Millionaires." We have also Secretary Barton, with 
his timely book on "Daybreak in Turkey," and Dr. Griffis, the 
interpreter of Holland and Japan ("New Netherland," "The 
Firefly's Lovers"). Pres. H. C. King discourses on the "Laws 
of Friendship," Prof. Waldo S. Pratt on "Musical Ministries in 
the Church," and Prof. Williston Walker on "Great Men in the 
Christian Church." Just in time for this year's record appears 
an excellent family history, the story of the Todds and the 
Wheelers, compiled by our own Thomas Todd, and bearing his 
imprint, a double guaranty of accuracy and animation. 

Among other accessions of the year are the Alvord, Brewster, 
Hooper, Lobdell, and Nye genealogfies (from the Lang^orthy 
fund), and the earliest parts of the American Catalogue, com- 
pleting that important bibliographical tool. Also the scarcer 
volumes of the Bampton Lectures, of which we h^ve now a full 
set from 1780 to the present time; the first volume of a masterly 
work by Professor Hartranft on the Schwenckf elders (early 
dissenters, much like our Pilgrim Fathers), and the first four 
volumes of another great series by eminent Southern historians, 
"The South in the Building of the Nation." A very precious gift 
is the well-worn and interleaved pocket Bible which Dr. Grenfell 
has carried about for many a year, and which is literally filled 
with his notes and comments, the spontaneous testimonies of a 
consecrated soul. 

In July we received, by bequest of the late Mr. George H. 
Gilbert, of Winchester, an early copy of the g^eat painting by 
Rubens, "Christ at Emmaus." The original is in a palace in 
Madrid. According to tradition, this copy was executed by a pupil 
of Rubens. At all events, its independence in some points of 
detail forms an interesting study. 

We have received, also, a marble bas-relief of Mrs. Henry 
Champion, mother of George Champion, one of the pioneer mis- 
sionaries to the Zulus. The donor is Mrs. Sarah Champion, of 
New Haven. Our associate. Rev. Morton Dexter, has given the 
Library 152 autograph letters sent to his honored father by various

correspondents, many of whom were men of distinction. Thus 
the gift possesses historical as well as pei;^nal interest. 

In the sentence from Professor Park, quoted in the other part 
of this report, the "Beecher" whom he had especially in mind 
was Lyman, whose full-length portrait is the most conspicuous 
object in our reading room. Lyman Beecher's more eminent son 
had not risen above the horizon in 1844. It is with peculiar 
pleasure that we report the acceptance by the Directors today 
of a large framed photograph of Henry Ward Beecher, presented 
by Lyman Abbott. May the Cottons and the Mathers and the 
Hookers find their way hither at no distant day.

An Act to incorporate the Congregational Library Association, at Boston 

Bs it enacted b^ the Senate and House of Representative* ^ in General Court assembled^ and by 

the authority of the same, eu follows : 

Sbction 1. Kufus Anderson, Joseph S. Clark, Julius A. Palmer, their associates and suc- 
cessors, are hereby made a corporation by the name of the Congregational Library Association, 
at Boston, for the purpose of establishing and perpetuating a library of the religious history and 
literature of New England, and for the erection of a suitable building for the accommodation of 
the same, and for the use of charitable societies, with all the powers and privileges, and subject 
to all the duties, restrictions, and liabilities set forth in the forty-fourth chapter of the Revised 
Statutes. 

Sue. 2. Said corporation may hold real or personal estate, necessary and convenient for the 
purposes aforesaid, to an amount not exceeding, in the whole, one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, the income whereof shall be devoted to the aforesaid purposes. [Approved by die Got- 
emor, April 12. 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Sbction 1. The Congregational Library Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addition 
to the amount that said corporation is now autliorized by law to hold ; provided that no part of 
said amount shall be invested in real estate, except in the purchase of a suitable site, and the 
erection or preparation of a suitable building, to be used for the purposes of said corporation, 
as set forth m the Act of Incorporation passed April twelfth, in the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four. 

Src. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. [Approved by the Governor, 
April 24, 18M.] 



Be it enacted, etc., a* follows : 

Sbction 1. The Congregational Library Association is hereby authorized to change its 
name, and to take the name of the American Congregational Association. 

Sbc. 2. In addition to the powers heretofore granted said corporation, it is hereby author- 
ized to do such acts as ma^ promote the interest of Congregational churdies — by publi^ing 
works ; by furnishing libraries and pecuniary aid to parishes, churches, and Sabliatn-schools ; 
promoting friendly intercourse and cooperation amon^ Conjgregational ministers and churches, 
and with other denominations ; and by collecting and disbursmg funds for the above object. 

Sbc. 3. This act shall take effect on its passage. [Approved by the Governor, May 10, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Sbction 1. The American Congregational Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the^ amount of four hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addi- 
tion to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved by the Governor, Febru- 
ary 24, 1871.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Sbction 1. The American Congregational Association is hereby authorized to increase its 
capital stock by adding thereto a sum not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, and to hiveat 
such portion thereof in real and personal estate as may be necessary and convenient for the par- 
poses for which it was inciorporated. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved, February 21, 1803.] 
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CONSTITUTION 

Article I . The name of this body shall be the Ambricam Congrbgational Assocx atioh . 

Art. II. The object of this Association sliall b.*^ to secure the maintenance, in the city 
of Boston, of a Congrbgational Housb, for the meetings of the body, the accommoda« 
tion of its library, and for the furtherance of its general purposes : to found and perpetuate 
a library of books, pamphlets, and manuscripts, and a collection of portraits and relics of the 
past; and to do whatever else — within the limits of its charter — shall serve to illustrate Con- 
gregational history and promote the general interests of the Congregational churches. 

Art. III. This Association shall be composed of Orthodox Congregationalists. who, hav- 
ing been nominated by the Board of Directors, shall have been admitted to membership by 
baulot at any annual meeting, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present and voting, on 
signing the Constitution or otherwise accepting membership in writing. There shall be two 
classes of membership, Life and Annual. Annual members shall pay an annual assessment of 
one dollar each, payable on the first day of May ; and any one neglecting to pay the annual 
assessment for a period of three months shall cease to be a member. 

The pa3mient of ten dollars at any one time by any member shall constitute him a Life 
member, and he shall thereafter be exempt from the annual assessment. All moneys received 
under the provisions of this article shall be applied exclusively to the increase of the Library. 

Art. IV. The officers of this Association — who shall be chosen by ballot from its mem- 
bers at the annual meetine, and who shall serve for the year, and until their successors be 
chosen — shall be a President; two Vice-Presidents; a Corresponding and Recording Secre- 
tary — who shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his outies, and also act as Secretary 
of the Board of Directors ; a Librarian ; a Treasurer : an Assistant Treasurer ; and an Auditor 
— all of whom shall perform the duties usual to their offices — and a Board of Directors con- 
sisting of thirty members, of which the Secretary and Treasurer shall be members ex officio. 
Ten members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should 
any vacancy occur in the list of officers and Directors at any time during the year, either by 
failure to elect or by reason of resignation or otherwise, the Board of Directors may fill the 
vacancy by ballot at any meeting called for the purpose. 

Art. V. The annual meeting for the choice of officers, and for other business appropriate 
to such meetings, shall be held in Boston on the fourth Monday, or on such other day in Afay 
as the Directors may determine. The Secretary shall call special meetings whenever ordered by 
Uie President, either orally or in writing, so to do, or at the written request of ten members 
of the Association, or whenever directed by vote of the Board of Directors. The annual and 
all special meetings shall be called by published notice in the Orthodox Coneregational weekly 
newspapers of Boston, at least one week before the meeting, or by such other method as the 
Board of Directors may deem proper. All calls for special meetings of the Association shall 
state the specific object of such meetings, and no other business than that for which a special 
.meeting was called shall be considered or transacted at any such meeting. In the absence or 
inability of the Secretary to act, notices under this article may be issu^ by the President. 
Twenty members shall be necessary to a quorum at any meeting. 

Art. VI. This Constitution may be altered at any annual meeting by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present, public notice naving been given of the nature en the proposed alteration 
in the call for the meeting. 



BY-LAVS 



I. Annual Mbbting. The exerdses shall be : (1) Prayer. (X) Reports of Directors and 
other officers, and action thereon. (3) Election of officers. (4) And such other business as may 
legally come before the meeting. 

II. DiRBCTORS. The first meeting of the Directors shall be held in the Congregational 
House within fourteen days from the annual meeting on the call of the Secretary. 

At this meeting they shall choose by ballot a Chairman and a Finance Committee and a 
Library Committee, each of three members, and a House Committee of five members, to serve 
for the ]rear and until their successors shall be elected. The Directors shall hold regular quarterly 
meetings. Special meeting shall be called by the Secretary, upon the written or oral order of the 
Chairman, or upon the written request of three members of uie Board. In the absence or in- 
ability of the Secretary to act, notices under this Br-Law may be issued by the President. The 
Finance Committee, subject to the approval of the Board of l3irectors, shall have the control and 
disposal of all moneys belonging to the Association. The Library Committee, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, shall appoint the Librarian's assistants, fix the salaries of 
ue Librarian and assistants, and make such rules and regulations with reference to the use and 
care of the Library as they may deem proper, and shall nave general charge and supervision of 
the Library. The House Committee snail have general charge and supervision of the Congre- 

5ational House, including the letting and leasing thereof, and shall appoint a Custodian or 
anitor, and such other employees as they shall deem necessary, and, subject to the approval 
of the Finance Committee, shaul fix the amount of their compensation and of the rentals to be 
charged to the tenants. These committees ^hall report to the Association at the annual meeting. 

III. Thb Librarian. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Committee, shall 
have charge of the Library, and shall be responsible for its care, condition, and order. 

IV. Ambndmbnts TO By-Laws. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual meeting 
of the Association by a vote of two-thirds of the membera present and voting.

FIFTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 

THE DIRECTORS 

During the year one of the Directors has passed away, 
Mr. Henry P. Emerson. Though he was among the youngest 
members of the Board in point of service, we had hoped to receive 
great benefit from his experience and his interest in the work. 
The resolutions adopted by the Directors and expressing their 
sense of this loss are printed herewith. 

In a few weeks it will be twelve years since the Association 
migrated from the old to the new Congregational House, from 
dark and noisy surroundings to a light and quiet situation, such 
as one seldom finds in the heart of a great city. The stage of 
experiment is passed; with gratitude to the Providence that has 
led us hitherto we set up another stone of remembrance, and 
report a prosperous year. 

Throughout these twelve years we have been favored with 
the service of one President, Mr. Blaney; one Chairman of the 
Board of Directors, Mr. Todd; and one Superintendent of the 
Building, Mr. Linscott. The fact that we occupy our present 
coign of vantage is largely due to the hearty cooperation of these 
three directing heads. When the first quarter of that period had 
passed, in 1901, the outcome of the enterprise was still problem- 
atical; the debt was above $200,000, there were twelve vacant 
rooms, and the taxes on the building had been greatly increased. 
But after another three years there were no vacant rooms, and 
there have been none since 1904. In 1908, and again in 1909, the 
Directors ventured on new experiments, with the double object 
of reducing outgo and increasing income. In the first case, an 
entire electrical plant was put in; the House now manufactures 
and distributes its own electricity. In the second case, the steam- 
heating equipment in the sub-basement was put into connection 
with the three estates which come next to this building on the 
west, and a contract for ten years was executed, whereby we 
supply heat and power to these new parties. The approximate cost, 
to the Association, of the electrical plant was $10,000; that of the 
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new heating facilities was $2,000. On account of these heavy 
expenditures we were obliged to report, a year ago, that no 
reduction of the debt on the building had been possible. Today 
there is a different tale to be told. The debt is reduced by 
$8,000, bringing it down from $146,000 to $138,000, which is the 
lowest point is has touched for nearly forty years. The asses- 
sors* valuation of the property is about four and a half times 
the amount of the mortgage that rests on it. A year ago the 
balance in the treasury, in round numbers, was $6,000; now it 
is $8,000, of which $5,000 is to be applied on the next interest 
day to reduce the debt still further. We are happy to be able 
to report also that the profit resulting from these recent outlays 
has fully equaled our anticipations. A liberal deduction might 
be made for wear and tear of machinery and for unforeseen 
contingencies, and still we should be able to show a fair gain. 
There seems to be nothing visible on the horizon of the near 
future which should prevent the paying off of the mortgage at 
a still more rapid rate. Notwithstanding repeated increases dur- 
ing these twelve years in the valuation of this building, the rentals 
of its tenants have not been increased. The Association does 
not exist to make money, but to further the large benevolent 
projects of the Congregational churches. So far as their mis- 
sionary societies are concerned, they are bound with us in a 
cooperative covenant, and they share in any prosperity that may 
visit us. This fraternal spirit is of great value in the interest 
of the common work of our churches, which is surely one 
branch of the work of God's kingdom. That spirit has been 
emphasized during the past year by the success of the "Together 
Campaign" and by the wonderful La3mien'8 Missionary Move- 
ment. The Congregational House has had a part to play in the 
development of these enterprises. Suppose, for instance, the 
committees of our various Boards had been obliged to travel over 
Boston to get together! It is one of the functions of this House 
to reduce friction to a minimum. 

But, after all, the reduction of inconvenience to its lowest 
terms, and even the canceling of debts, whether those of the 
Association or of missionary societies, are only negative matters. 
The positive blessings that spring from the Congregational House 
are perennial, manifold, and powerful. On an anniversary 



occasion like this it is good for us to open the eyes of our under- 
standing, that we may comprehend in some measure these multi- 
form means of grace. In their full measure, only the onmiscient 
eye can follow the subtle lines of influence flowing from the 
pages of our books, periodicals, pamphlets, and leaflets; from 
the myriads of letters that bring cheer to distant laborers; from 
the personal touch of the various secretaries and the corps of 
faithful laymen and women, reaching thousands every week, 
in the city, the state, the nation, and the wide world. It is in- 
spiring to be numbered even among the least of those who have 
part in a movement so broad, so deep, and so beneficial. 



MINUTE ON MR. HENRY P. EMERSON 

In the unexpected death, October ii, 1909, of Henry P. 
Emerson, one of our recently elected Directors, this Association 
desires to put on record the following words of appreciation. 
Mr. Emerson was a keen business man of marked ability, and 
untiring in his work. He was fair-minded, charitable, magnan- 
imous and faithful in his relations to his fellowmen. He was 
helpful and generous in the Young Men's Christian Association, 
the Sunday School, and the Church, and his sympathies included 
the world-wide interests of the Kingdom. His Christianity was not 
formal. Often he taught classes of Bible students in different 
cities during his business trips. He carried brightness wherever 
he went. His faith was full of sunshine and manly strength. He 
loved his home devotedly. We regret that he was not spared 
to give us of his counsel on this Board of Directors. We extend 
to the bereaved wife and family our heartfelt sympathy. 



FIFTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
CONGREGATIONAL LIBRARY 

This important department of the Association's life continues 
to grow in extent and influence. The last annual report gave 
some account of the many-sided activities which make up the 
regular routine of the Library. That this ever expanding work 
has maintained a high standard, even since the number of assist- 
ants was reduced from four to three by the loss of Miss Stone, 
speaks well for their energy and efl&ciency. 

The number of volumes now in the Library is 57,672; added 
last year, 792. There are 54,552 pamphlets, of which 595 were 
added last year. We do not reckon as pamphlets the unbound 
numbers of periodicals; of these there are 55,219; added last 
year, 3,464. 

Libraries differ, like individuals, in their characteristic features. 
Human nature is one in essence, and all men look alike at a 
distance. Even so, a considerable fraction of most libraries con- 
sists of books common to them all. But the distinctive value of 
any library rests in the success with which it maintains its own 
points of excellence. There may be no single book or series of 
books which cannot be found elsewhere; but the skillful propor- 
tion in which different classes of books are emphasized forms 
the measure of that individuality which gives to this or that 
collection its chief excuse for being. What is known as the 
science of library economy is of recent growth. The old idea 
of a library was that of a mere depository where literary treas- 
ures were kept safe; the new idea adds the element of a distrib- 
uting center, with the motto, "Let there be light." One of the 
latest developments of the new way is in a cooperative under- 
taking, under the auspices of the national government, to publish 
for the general benefit statements concerning special collections 
in the various libraries of our country. When this plan is carried 
out, what will be reported from the Congregational Library? 

First, of course, the distinctively Congregational matter; the 
rare books and pamphlets embodying the religious history and 
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literature of New England, with their roots in Old England. 
Twenty-five years ago the Library contained perhaps two hundred 
volumes of this sort from the seventeenth century, with scarcely 
a volume older. Now we have, on the English side alone, 115 
volumes from the sixteenth century, including the earliest Mar- 
prelate tracts and Robert Browne's great work, which lies at the 
basis of the Congregational order; also, from the seventeenth 
century, 650 volumes, notably the chief works of John Robinson 
and his opponents. On the American side there are 160 volumes 
by members of the Mather family, the majority by Cotton Mather 
(among them his MS. Diary for the years 1715-16), and 140 
volumes by other New England divines of early day, like John 
Cotton and Thomas Hooker. 

One might suppose that it would have been wise to specialize 
the Library still more, and to restrict the purchase of books almost 
wholly to Pilgrim and Puritan religious literature. But in the 
first place, throughout the larger part of these fifty-seven years 
we had no funds to spend for books; the Library grew by the 
gifts of friends, especially by Dr. Langworthy's vigorous efforts, 
as he preached here and there throughout New England and 
gathered spoil from many a dusty attic. The result was, of course, 
a miscellaneous collection. And in the next place, a library re- 
stricted in that fashion would attract only a select few, instead 
of feeding the wants of its present large constituency; interest in 
it would die out, and we should kill the goose that laid the golden 
^gg' Ours is a library for Congregationalists as well as of 
Congregationalism. 

Dr. Langworthy himself, however, had certain particular lines 
of research that engaged him, and accordingly half the income 
of his bequest is expended, according to his direction, in town 
histories and genealogies. The Library now contains 2,000 books 
in these departments: 1,300 town histories, principally of New 
England towns, and 700 volumes relating to genealogy, preference 
being given to New England names. 

From Dr. Langworthy our thoughts turn naturally to his 
friend and associate, Mr. S. Brainard Pratt. The beautiful Bible 
Room, numbered 208 in this building, perpetuates his generous 
gift, comprising not only 400 volumes, but also other objects of 
interest and usefulness, all illustrating the Bible and its study. 
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Closely related is the Tyler Critical Collection, bequeathed to us 
by Mr. Arthur Wellington Tyler. Here are 204 volumes of New 
Testament literature, including 22 codices and nearly all the 
critical texts of the Greek Testament, from Erasmus, 1570, to 
Westcott and Hort, 1882. 

By far the largest of our special collections is the library of 
Bishop Stubbs, numbering 6,000 voliunes, which has been men- 
tioned so often in these reports that it may be suflficient to allude 
to its main branches, theology and history, and to its unique value 
as a thesaurus for students of early English history. 

Did time permit, we might dwell on other special collections, 
instead of mentioning them merely by way of pretermission; for 
instance, the eight priceless volumes of what are called Incunabula, 
published before the year 1500; the rare old Election Sermons 
of Massachusetts and other states; the 2,100 church manuals, 
with a still larger number of local church pamphlets of a his- 
torical nature; the 700 pamphlets on Slavery and Anti-Slavery, 
an unusually full and valuable collection; the 500 Bibles outside 
those presented by Mr. Pratt, among them a nearly perfect 
Eliot Indian Bible; the 830 volumes of Hymnology, including 
166 from the legacy of the late Rev. James H. Ross; and finally 
the 2,300 volumes issued by our own Congregational Publishing 
Society ajid its predecessors. 

The accessions of the last year make but a small showing 
relatively, but they serve to. prove that we are still adding books 
hy Congregationalists, like Dr. Cary's great work on Christianity 
in Japan ; and books of Congregationalism, like Pierce's Historical 
Introduction to the Marprelate Tracts ; while with regard to books 
for Congregationalists, that description would apply to most of 
the books added. 

To conclude: the Library forms one of a group of agencies 
in the Congregational House which are related to one another 
like the organs of the body, each supporting each, and all work- 
ing together for the common good. It is our constant aim to 
make the Library worthier to fill its true place in this united 
ministry.

An Act to incorporate the Congregational Library Association, at Boston 

Bt it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives ^ in General Court assembled^ and 6y 

the authority of the satne, as follows : 

Section 1. Kufus Anderson, Joseph S. Clark, Julius A. Palmer^ their associates and suc- 
cessors, are hereby made a corporation by the name of the Congregational Library Association, 
at Boston, for the purpose of establishing and perpetuating a library of the religious hbtoi^ and 
literature of New England, and for the erection of a suita^e building for the accommodation of 
the same, and for the use of charitable societies, with all the powers and privileges, and subject 
to all the duties, restrictions, and liabilities set forth in the forty-fourth chapter of tihe Revised 
Statutes. 

Sbc. 2. Said corporation may hold real or personal estate, necessary and convenient for the 

Surposes aforesaid, to an amount not exceeding, in the whole, one hundred and fifty thousand 
ollars, the income whereof shall be devoted to the aforesaid purposes. [Approved by the Gov- 
ernor, April 12, 1854.] 



Be it enactedy etc.^ as follows z 

Sbction 1. The Congregational Library Association, at Boston, is herebv authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addition 
to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold ; provided that no part of 
said amount shall be invested in real estate, except in the purchase of a suitable site, and the 
erection or preparation of a suitable building, to be used for the purposes of said corporation, 
as. set forth m the Act of Incorporation passed April twelfth, in the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. [Approved by the Governor, 
April 24, 1856.]

Section 1. The Congregational Library Association is hereby authorized to change its 
name, and to take the name of the American Congregational Association. 

Sec. 2. In addition to the powers heretofore granted said corporation, it is hereby author- 
ized to do such acts as majr promote the interest of Congregational churches — by publishing 
works ; by furnishing libraries and pecimiary aid to parishes, churches, and SablKitn-schools ; 
promoting friendly intercourse and cooperation amon^ Con^^gational ministers and churches, 
and with other denominations ; and by collecting and disbursmg funds for the above object. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect on its passage. [Approved by the Governor, May 10, 1864.] 



Be it enacted^ etc.y as follows : 

Section 1. The American Congregational Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of four hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addi- 
tion to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved by the Governor, Febm- 
ary24, 1871.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The American Congregational Association is hereby authorized to increase its 
capital stock by adding thereto a sum not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, and to invest 
such portion thereof in real and personal estate as may be necessary and convenient for the pur- 
poses for which it was incorporated. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved, February 21, 1803.] 
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ARTicxjt I. The name of this body shall be the Ambrxcan Congsbgational AssoaATiON . 

Art. II. The object of this Association shall b* to secure the maintenance, in the city 
of Boston, of a Congrbgational House, for the meetings of the body, the accommoda- 
tion of its library, and for the furtherance of its genend purposes : to found and perpetuate 
a library of books, pamphlets, and manuscripts, and a collection of portraits and relics of the 
past; and to do whatever else — within the limits of its charter — shall serve to illustrate Con- 
gregational history and promote the general interests of the Congregational churches. 

Art. III. This Association shall be composed of Orthodox Congregationalists. who. hav- 
ing been nominated by the Board of Directors, shall have been admitted to membership by 
ballot at any annual meeting, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present and voting, on 
signing the Constitution or otherwise accepting membership in writing. There shall be two 
classes of membership, Life and Annual. Annual members shall pay an annual assessment of 
one dollar each, payable on the first day of May ; and any one neglecting to pay the annual 
assessment for a period of three months shall cease to be a member. 

The payment of ten dollars at any one time by any member shall constitute him a Life 
member, and he shall thereafter be exempt from the annual assessment. All moneys received 
under the provisions of this article shall oe applied exclusively to the increase of the Library. 

Art. IV. The officers of this Association — who shall be chosen by ballot from its mem- 
bers at the annual meeting, and who shall serve for the year, and until their successors be 
chosen — shall be a President; two Vice-Presidents; a Corresponding and Recording Secre- 
tary — who shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his auties, and also act as Secretary 
of the Board of Directors; a Librarian ; a Treasurer: an Assistant Treasurer; and an Auditor 
— all of whom shall perform the duties usual to their offices — and a Board of Directors con- 
sisting of thirty members, of which the Secretary and Treasurer shall be members ex officio. 
Ten members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should 
any vacancy occur in the list of officers and Directors at any time during the year, either by 
foiiure to elect or by reason of resignation or otherwise, the Board of Directors may fill the 
vacancy by ballot at any meeting od^d for the purpose. 

Art. V. The annual meeting for the choice of officers, and for other business appropriate 
to such meetings, shall be held in Boston on the fourth Monday, or on such other oay in Afay 
as the Directors may determine. The Secretary shall call special meetings whenever ordered by 
the President, either orally or in writing, so to do, or at the written request of ten members 
of the Association, or whenever directed by vote of the Board of Directors. The annual and 
all special meetings shall be called by published notice in the Orthodox Congregational weekly 
newspapers of Boston, at least one week before the meeting, or by such other method as the 
Board of Directors may deem proper. All calls for special meetings of the Association shall 
state the specific object of such meetings, and no other business than that for which a special 
meeting was called shall be considered or transacted at any such meeting. In the absence or 
inability of the Secretary to act, notices under this article may be issued by the President. 
Twenty members shall be necessary to a quorum at any meeting. 

Art. VI. This Constitution may be altered at any annual meeting by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present, public notice having been given of the nature of the proposed alteration 
in the call for the meeting. 



BY-LAWS 



I. Annual Mbbting. The exercises shall be : (1) Praver. (2) Reports of Directors and 
other officers, and action thereon. (3) Election of officers. (4) And such other business as may 
legally come before the meeting. 

II. DiRBCTORS. The first meeting of the Directors shall be held in the Congregational 
House within fourteen days from the annual meeting on the call of the Secretary. 

At this meeting they shall choose by ballot a Chairman and a Finance Committee and a 
Library Committee, each of three members, and a House Committee of five members, to serve 
for the year and until their successors shall be elected. The Directors shall hold regular quarterly 
meetings. Special meetings shall be called by the Secretary, upon the written or oral order of the 
Chairman, or upon the written request of three members of the Board. In the absence or in- 
ability of the Secretary to act, notices under this By-Law may be issued by the President. The 
Finance Committee, subject to the approval of the Board of l5irectors, shall have the control and 
disposal of all moneys oelonging to the Association. The Library Committee, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, shall appoint the Librarian's assistants, fix the salaries of 
the Librarian and assistants, and make such niles and regulations with reference to the use and 
care of die Library as they may deem proper, and shall nave general charge and supervision of 
the Library. The House Committee shall have general charge and supervision of the Congre- 

fational House, including the letting and leasing thereof, and shall appoint a Custodian or 
anitor, and such other employees as they shall deem necessary, and, subject to the approval 
of the Finance Committee, shsOl fix the amount of their compensation and of the rentals to be 
charged to the tenants. These committees shall report to the Association at the annual meeting. 

III. The Librarian. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Committee, shall 
have charge of the Library, and shall be responsible for its care, condition, and order. 

IV. Amendments to By-Laws. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual meeting 
of the Association by a vote of two-thirds of the members present and voting.

FIFTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 

THE DIRECTORS 

During the latter half of the year we have felt keenly the 
loss of our efficient and beloved President, Mr. William O. Blaney, 
whose death occurred on the 12th of November. Mr. Blaney 's 
name is one of those inscribed on a tablet in the entrance of 
this building, and against it might well appear the four eloquent 
words which celebrate in St. Paul's the name of Sir Christopher 
Wren; for even as the old Congregational House, that served 
its generation for twenty-five years, was Dr. Langworthy's 
monument, so is the present house Mr. Blaney's. Nor did his 
practical interest in it cease when he could no longer visit it. 
His generous bequest of a thousand dollars will help to remove 
the incumbrance on the property and to hasten the day when the 
chief home of Congregational work will be owned in fee simple 
by this Association. 

Equally generous was the legacy to a department of the 
Association, the Congregational Library, by another Director, 
Rev. Morton Dexter, whose death preceded Mr. Blaney's by a 
fortnight. The gift consisted of a valuable collection of books, 
pamphlets, and manuscripts, partly inherited from his father, 
one of the founders of this Association, and partly acquired 
by Mr. Dexter himself. A more particular notice of this col- 
lection is given in the report of the Congregational Library, 
presented herewith. The Directors have expressed their esteem 
and affection for both Mr. Blaney and Mr. Dexter in resolutions 
which are also made a part of this report. 

Our Association might be described in brief as that organ- 
ization of Congregationalists which helps all the others. This 
is true in several ways. When one contrasts with the present 
offices of the various missionary societies the dimly lighted and 
noisy rooms which they occupied previously, his confidence is 
strengthened in the still better outlook for the near future. More 
rapidly than ever before the debt on the Congregational House 
is diminishing. It is now $128,000, $10,000 having been paid 
this year. Since the Association exists, not to get but to help, 
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it ought to be possible before long to carry further the paternal 
policy which guides it, and thus to heed the persistent cries of 
its growing children for more room in which to exercise them- 
selves. The present situation induces hope as well as patience; 
for within two years, if prosperity continues, we shall have 
paid off a full half of the original debt of $212,000, which will 
leave us with a property valued by the Assessors at six times 
the amount of the mortgage. Last year the dividends accruing 
to the missionary societies were larger than ever before; this 
year they are larger still. 

Last autumn, when the National Council met in Boston with 
the American Board, the convenience, one might almost say the 
practical necessity, of our headquarters was demonstrated. 
Within its walls was carried out most of the preparation for 
this double event, and during the ten days of the session it 
furnished for the multitude a hospitable rallying point. Visitors 
were hearty in their praise, and the spirit of the old home week 
was in constant evidence. 

One good service which each of us can render is to help 
dispel the strangely persistent popular ignorance as to the mean- 
ing and value of the Association. When one looks up at the 
Congregational House and asks in Websterian tone, "What is 
all this worth?" the proper answer is not "$630,000." Let us 
tell him rather that the building has part and lot in the making 
of a better Boston; a Boston not self-centered but world-centered; 
a city that is learning not to be ministered unto but to minister 
Let us so present the matter to our friends that they will be 
sure to tell their friends that this House is the focus of world- 
wide endeavors. 

Forty years ago, in the great awakening of denominational 
consciousness that gave birth to the National Council, our place 
and work were better understood, and gifts from all parts of 
the country, and even from foreign lands, flowed in upon this 
Association, emphasizing its inclusive and catholic spirit. It is 
still true that many Congregational churches at a distance from 
this city take an honorable pride in being affiliated with the 
great brotherhood of Congregational interests, though nearly all 
of them seem to have formed the habit of ignoring the page 
in the Year-Book that tells the story of our own work. No 
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doubt it would be unwise to seek a place for this Association 
in the regular offerings of its constituent churches. On the other 
hand, there is true wisdom in appealing to individuals to put the 
Congregational House at once and forever on a secure basis, 
by clearing away its indebtedness, and thus presenting the whole 
House as an offering to God for the worthy purposes to which 
it was dedicated. 

Word has been received this very month of a bequest of 
$2,000 from an estate in Connecticut; a renewed and gratifying 
evidence of the fact that interest in the Association is not limited 
to the environs of Boston. We who have the welfare of this 
enterprise most especially at heart should be persuaded that 
whatever we can do to stimulate such g^fts means the speedier 
enlargement and the more efficient deployment of those forces 
making for righteousness for which we are primarily responsible. 

The last four weeks have been instructing our own public 
(on a tiny scale, in merest epitome) as to the kind and quality 
of work for the Master which is in constant operation on a 
great scale, taking its rise and receiving its maintenance in such 
Houses as this, but reaching its objective in the remotest parts 
of our own and other nations. The world has come to Boston 
to preach that Boston must go to the world. When the vast 
influences for good thus set in motion are garnered up, it will 
be found that this Association has borne no mean part in enabling 
the far off and the near to proclaim the wonderful works of 
God. 



MINUTE ON MR. WILLIAM O. BLANEY 

The men who have led in giving permanent shape to the 
work of this Association are fast passing away. The death of 
President Blaney, on the 12th of November, was a loss most 
deeply felt, and in some respects unprecedented. In the nearly 
sixty years' life of the Association it has had but six Presidents, 
all of whom rendered important services, both in and out of 
office. Mr. Blaney alone continued to the last in the active 
work of the Association as a Director and as Chairman of the 
Finance Committee. His membership covered two decades, in

the first of which the Association was occupied mainly in grap- 
pling with the problem of a new Congregational House. In all 
the plans for that enterprise, and in its happy consummation, 
Mr. Blaney*s influence was paramount. The Building Committee, 
of which he was a leading member, derived the greatest benefit 
from his wisdom, experience, and soundness of judgment, which 
were like a sheet anchor amid the conflicting waves of a multitude 
of outside counselors. 

But also throughout the last decade, the ten years of his 
presidency, Mr. Blaney constantly evinced the liveliest practical 
interest in all that concerned the House, and was never too busy 
to give its affairs his intelligent counsel. At the annual meet- 
ings he presided with dignity and modesty. We shall miss his 
invaluable aid in the conduct of the Association, but we sorrow 
most of all that we shall see his kindly face no more; and our 
hearts go out to the family of our brother in sincerest sympathy. 



MINUTE ON REV. MORTON DEXTER 

Rev. Morton Dexter, a member of the Board of Directors 
of this Association for more than twenty years, died October 29. 
From 1888 to 1895 he was the Secretary of the Board, its records 
during that period having been entered in his own handwriting. 
From 1891 to 1901 he was a member of the Library Committee. 
His service to the Association in these and other ways was 
rendered with characteristic fidelity and sustained interest. His 
devotion to the Association and his estimate of its usefulness 
are indicated by the fact that he bequeathed to the Congrega- 
tional Library his own considerable collection of valuable books 
and the larger collection left by his father, the late Dr. Henry 
M. Dexter, who for many years was one of the most devoted 
guides and promoters of the work of the Association. Mr. Dexter 
is held in deserved honor in our denomination because of his 
contributions of permanent value to its history in its beginnings, 
the results of many years of thorough and patient research in 
our own country and in Europe. 

This Association mourns his death as a loss to the churches 
whose interests he has long served as an editor of The Congre- 
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gationalist and as an author, and not less as a loss to our 
immediate fellowship, in which he has been beloved as a Chris- 
tian gentleman and a loyal friend. We extend to his wife and 
family our sympathy, and would express to them for their com- 
fort and ours our confidence that he has passed into a larger 
and unending sphere of usefulness and joy. 



FIFTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
CONGREGATIONAL UBRARY 

Added last year: books, 1,176; pamphlets, 818; periodicals 
(unbound numbers), 1,976. Total in the Library: books, 58,848; 
pamphlets, 55,370; periodicals, 57,195. Besides these are many 
uncounted items, as newspapers, manuscripts, leaflets, maps, 
portraits, etc. 

The indexing, cataloguing, and care of all this material 
presents a series of problems, familiar to the library profession, 
but quite outside the scope of the lay mind. Suffice it to say 
that library work resembles woman's work in being never done, 
and that if the state of the finances would justify the expendi- 
ture the present energetic force of assistants might well be 
increased. A word of praise is due to Mr. William A. Jackson 
(who, among other duties, labels and shelves the books in the 
stack) for the uniformly neat appearance which they present to 
all visitors, and which often evokes their expressions of pleasure. 

A gratifying feature to report is the increase in the number 
of pamphlets added; we have to go back twenty years to find 
that record equaled. The value of these fugitive publications 
is readily granted by all who try to reproduce with vividness a 
bygone period; it is a value that time enhances. This is illus- 
trated in the aid which our Library g^ves to churches that are 
studying their past life in view of centennial or other anni- 
versaries. Repeated and gratifying assurances come to us that 
the material found here has been found nowhere else. In this 
particular, however, we are conscious of painful deficiencies, 
due to the failure of many church clerks to send hither all local 
church publications that possess any historical interest. A good 
example was set recently by Rev. R. B. Tobey, a member of this 
Association, who prepared and presented to the I-ibrary several 
scrapbooks covering the various activities of Berkeley Temple 
for a series of years. A few churches, in and out of New 
England, send us at the end of each year bound copies of the 
weekly calendar, and still others send the weekly or monthly 
church paper as it appears. The list of gifts published at the 
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end of this report is well worth studying, especially if it suggests 
to the reader — after the manner of what preachers used to call 
the improvement — the personal question, "Haven't we something 
that ought to be sent?" It gives us pleasure to add that the 
current list includes the names of twenty-three members of 
the Association. 

A large share of the Library work is done by mail. For 
instance, an excellent historical biography has just been issued 
by Professor Kirkpatrick, of Topeka, Kansas. It describes the 
career of Rev. Timothy Flint, a pioneer home missionary in 
the Far West about a century ago. The author, being unable 
to prosecute his researches in Boston, opened correspondence 
with us, and then received and safely returned some installments 
of our valuable books and pamphlets, whose contents are distilled 
in the biography and duly acknowledged in its preface. 

Another case in point is a correspondent in Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia, for whom we copied an extract from one of the choicest 
of the Library's treasures, the Eliot Indian Bible. This leads 
to the remark that the fine collection of Bibles presented by 
Mr. Pratt, as well as the Bibles otherwise acquired, have been 
much prized by ministers in connection with the tercentennial 
celebration of the King James Version. Some of these books, 
with similar matter, have been on exhibition at The World in 
Boston. 

It is a natural corollary from what has just been said that 
although the Congregational Library, in the reports of the Com- 
missioner of Education, is classed with reference rather than with 
circulating libraries, the distinction is not maintained rigidly. 
Loans from its shelves are somewhat frequent, though books 
likely for any reason to be in special demand, and books too 
choice to be lent with safety, are kept at home. It is a growing 
custom, and a good one, to reprint rare books and pamphlets, 
thus securing the greatest good of the greatest number. Our 
own Library once gave to the world in that way the extremely 
scarce tract by Robert Browne, "Reformation without Tarrying 
for Any." Among accessions of this class, last year, is one of 
the Wheelock narratives connected with the founding of Dart- 
mouth College; it will be possible to loan such reprints, whereas 
the originals are kept under lock and key. In this connection 
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should be named a book just added to Everyman's Library, "The 
Chronicles of the Pilgrim Fathers," comprising "New England's 
Trials," "Winslow's Relation," and other ancient documents. 
Our large collection relating to peace and war has received 
considerable additions this year, ranging in date from "A Solemn 
Appeal to Christians" (Boston, 1836) to the latest issues of 
Mr. Ginn's World Peace Foundation. 

Notable among the accessions to the missionary department 
are the nine volumes reporting the World's Missionary Confer- 
ence at Edinburgh, and the "Story of the American Board," by 
Editor Strong of the Missionary Herald. In the restricted field 
of early Pilgrim literature, new facts about John Robinson have 
been gathered by Messrs. Burrage and Burgess. We have 
also acquired thirteen more of the rare Puritan tracts of the 
seventeenth century, such as are listed in Dr. Dexter's great 
bibliography. 

The mention of Dr. Dexter brings to mind the liberal legacy 
of his son, our late associate. Rev. Morton Dexter. By the 
terms of his will the members of his family selected whatever 
books they chose to retain; but the residue, which came to us, 
comprised more than 1,600 volumes, although these are not in- 
cluded in the statistics herewith given, since they have not yet 
been catalogued. Only a few of the many books in this collec- 
tion which are worthy of special mention can be designated here. 
Among these is the original edition of the Harleian Miscellany 
(1744-46), embracing reprints of six or seven hundred rare and 
curious pamphlets, nearly all from the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries, the very formative period of modern Congregation- 
alism. There are full sets of the Records of Pl3rmouth and 
Massachusetts Bay Colonies, also (more or less complete) the 
Collections of the Parker Society, the Collections and Proceed- 
ings of the Massachusetts Historical Society, the Publications 
of the American Antiquarian Society, the Essex Institute, the 
Narragansett Qub, the Colonial Society of Massachusetts, and 
a large number of town histories and genealogies. There is a 
profusely annotated set of Savage's Grenealog^cal Dictionary; 
and one of the three copies of Dr. Dexter's "Congregationalism 
as Seen in its Literature" has also his own copious manuscript 
notes. It is gratifying to find included in the collection twenty- 
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six pamphlet cases filled with hundreds of Results of Councils, 
some in original manuscript, some printed, and some in manu- 
script copies, covering a period ranging from 1629 to 1885, and 
so well supplementing our previous extensive assortment of 
similar matter as to make the Congregational Library hereafter 
a principal source for this branch of ecclesiastical research. 

And so we are brought back to the chief value of our Library, 
which must ever consist in its careful specialization; in the 
gathering, from every available source, of whatsoever tends to 
the realizing of the life and work of the Congregational fellow- 
ship, whether near or remote, whether past, present, or to come.

FIFTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 

THE DIRECTORS 

This numeral adjective reminds us that the Association is 
now entering the sixtieth year of its continual youth and vigor. 
Those of us who are permitted to attend the next anniversary will 
naturally survey the threescore years with mutual congratulation, 
and with gratitude to the Providence that guides us as well as 
our fathers; but today we will merely glance at the last fourth 
of that period before reviewing the past year. 

Dividing the fifteen years into three groups of five each, we 
begin with 1897, a notable epoch. During that year, the winter 
of our discontent with the poor old building on Somerset Street 
became glorious summer as we watched the beginnings of the new 
Congregational House. The first five years in this building marked 
a critical period. There was a heavy debt of $212,000 to carry; 
as the House began to fill up with tenants, expenses of mainte- 
nance increased and taxes were doubled. In 1902 six rooms were 
still vacant, the debt was $196,000, and the outlook was not espe- 
cially rosy. But by 1907 we had turned the corner; the whole 
building was occupied, and though taxes had gone up fifty per cent 
more, the debt had gone down to $154,000. The steady and wel- 
come reduction still goes on; the mortgage now amounts to 
$115,000. This might seem to indicate a slightly lower rate of 
prosperity for the last five-year period, but that is not really the 
case. For in the middle year of that period, $10,000 was put into 
a new electric plant instead of into the mortgage; and this ex- 
penditure, like pouring water down a pump, is yielding steady 
returns. 

So we come to the year just closing, which has cut off a larger 
slice from the debt than any other year — $13,000, of which $2,000 
was from the legacy mentioned in the last annual report. This 
leads to a question often asked and hard to answer: Why do so 
few Congregational ists remember this Association in their wills? 
All such bequests in the last dozen years can be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, and the total amount of these five legacies 
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is but $8,000. And yet it is plain that the qualities most desider- 
ated by the average business man who is disposing of his property 
are combined in our enterprise — security, productiveness, im- 
partiality. There must be some hearers of this report — and many 
readers — who will have the opportunity, either personally or 
through their friends, to give this Association that place in testa- 
mentary gifts which better corresponds to its merits. 

Let no one suppose that we are past the need of such support. 
The work of each one of the missionary societies is a growing 
work, and the accommodations provided here are already pain- 
fully inadequate. The present Congregational House was erected 
with a distinct view to enlargement; the time is not far ctistant 
when the restrictions that limit its present size will disappear; 
but where is the money for the proposed addition to come from? 
It is impossible to save so large an amount from the annual 
rentals ; the money must either be given or borrowed. In the latter 
case,' we are down in the old rut, and at the mercy of every wind 
of financial disturbance. Even at the best, our successors are sure 
to have problems enough of their own ; they ought not to be saddled 
with a responsibility which the present generation can and should 
assume. The Congregational House links its own prosperity with 
that of the twelve societies represented under its roof, not only 
by furnishing them a conmion center, but by contributing annually 
to their various treasuries in proportion to the rentals they pay. 
Thus the whole denomination is vitally concerned in this Associa- 
tion. Even in Boston and vicinity, there are hundreds of loyal 
Congregationalists who ought to think this subject through and 
realize its proper bearings. 

It is a commendable fact that, through the efforts of the 
Nominating Committee, many of these men are seeing a new 
light; no less than sixty members have joined the Association 
since the last annual meeting, and a large number are to be pro- 
posed today. Inspired by so excellent an example, we may well 
form ourselves into a committee of the whole for expansion. 
Herein lies our hope for the future ; to this Association, as to any 
organism, standing still is a virtual retreat. It is an exceptional 
mercy when we can meet, as we meet today, with no vacancy 
caused by death among the officers elected a year ago.

As the new Congregational House grows older, it requires, 
of course, a larger outlay to maintain it at its best condition. In 
this, as in other respects, we are constantly indebted to the watch- 
fulness of the House Committee and to the fidelity, economy, and 
good sense of Superintendent Linscott. A dangerous condition 
at the front entrance of the House was remedied last year at an 
expense of $900, and nearly $1,700 in addition has been spent for 
painting and other necessary repairs; also the unusually hard 
winter has inflated the coal bills. In spite of all this, the net pro- 
ceeds of the year, which we share with the twelve societies, are 
as large as ever before, except last year. We are enjoying the 
fruits of cooperation, and bearing at least an indirect share in 
the great and varied missionary work to which the Congregational 
House is devoted, by helping the laborers to do more readily and 
efficiently the work of their high calling. 



HFTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
CONGREGATIONAL UBRARY 

The number of volumes is now 60,136; added last year, 1,288. 
There are 56,268 pamphlets, of which 898 are new accessions. 
Unbound periodicals are kept distinct from pamphlets and num- 
bered separately. These are growing much faster than any other 
class; we have already 63,182, of which 5,987 came in last year. 
A good share of this last addition was contained in a large dona- 
tion from the Essex Institute in Salem, and that donation also 
increased our department of hymnology and our collections relat- 
ing to the Society of Friends. The Congregational Library has 
a hospitable outlook towards all denominations, and already makes 
a reputable showing in this regard, especially in the matter of 
ecclesiastical statistics. Scarcely a day passes when its resources 
are not utilized to impart information relating to branches of the 
church other than the Congregational. 

Some welcome economies have been effected in the course of 
the year. Several important sales of duplicate books were made; 
not at public auction, but by competition among leading dealers. 
The results enabled the Library to dispense with a full fourth part 
of its usual appropriation. Great praise is due to the three assist- 
ant librarians for their executive ability in the conduct of the 
Library, and also for economy of administration, during the 
absence of the librarian, who has enjoyed a delightful tour to 
the near East. 

In previous years, the work in the cataloguing room has been 
much hampered by the antiquated drawers and other heavy furni- 
ture, survivals from the fashions of forty years ago. Last Decem- 
ber the Directors voted an appropriation for a new catalogue cas,e. 
The result is a thing of beauty, which, if not a joy forever, gives 
daily pleasure to all who handle the light and elegant trays, and 
these bid fair to continue their usefulness through another gener- 
ation. Simultaneously came a further cause for gratitude in the 
installation of new electric lights, which make a happy contrast 
with our former estate, wherein the light was as darkness. Minor 
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improvements have been furnished in new magazine binders and 
letter files. These files are sufficiently capacious and convenient 
to put our entire correspondence, past and current, at the imme- 
diate service of the Library force. 

The three chief elements in determining the value of any 
library are its scope, its contents, and its use. We may be confi- 
dent that the future historian will condemn the typical library of 
our day for giving so large a share of its scope to current fiction, 
which is literally ephemeral, of the day. On the other hand, he 
will praise the aim of such collections as center about a period 
of time, or a class of literature, and strive to represent it worthily. 
But while the scope of our own Pilgrim and Puritan library is 
thus commendable, its contents leave much to be desired, partly 
because other enterprises were before us in the field, partly because 
books of our sort are eagerly caught up by wealthy collectors, 
and so are very difficult to procure. However, though we do not 
profess to have attained, we follow after, and each year brings 
us nearer the goal. Among notable accessions of the last twelve- 
month may be mentioned the opening volume of that colossal work, 
"Historical Digest of the Provincial Press," the second volume 
in the Schwenckfelder Series, Pierce's Marprelate Tracts, and the 
ten volumes of the unrivaled "Photographic History of the Civil 
War.'' An unusual multitude of unpretentious church manuals 
and year-books should not be overlooked. If we are unable to 
purchase the rarest of the so-called Americana, we take comfort 
in the thought that the statistical, educational, and ecclesiastical 
pamphlets pertaining to the work of our churches from Maine to 
Hawaii will some day be greatly prized. In fact, they are prized 
even now ; for as to the third point named, the use of the Library, 
we take for our motto the monosyllable "Help," which works it- 
self out in the greatest variety of forms. Testimonies to the value 
of this service are abundant and hearty, and they come from 
near and far. Scores of readers in the region round about would 
miss something out of their lives if our beautiful reading room 
were less accessible, and the resources of the stack are often 
drawn upon by neighboring colleges and similar institutions. 
Much matter for the volume of Yale Biographies which Pro- 
fessor Dexter published during the year was gathered from our 



shelves ; and across the continent, as well as in New England, the 
Congregational Library is honored as a valuable source of his- 
torical and religious information. Nearly all of our manuscript 
material is still unpublished; but the Diary of Cotton Mather, of 
which we have one section (1716-17), has just been given to the 
world under the auspices of the Massachusetts Historical Society, 
due credit being awarded us in the Preface. 

There was recently published by the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington a large octavo volume entitled, "Inventory of Un- 
published Material for American Religious History in Protestant 
Church Archives and Other Repositories." Eight of its pages 
are filled with a list of manuscripts in the Congregational Library, 
and thereby hangs a, tale of unusual interest. Just a year ago a 
letter of inquiry was received from Mr. Martin Griffin, the well- 
known historical author and publisher. He desired to purchase, 
for the American Catholic Historical Society, a copy of a manu- 
script noted in the Carnegie volume, containing a correspondence, 
of the years 1748-53, between Rev. Jonathan Ashley, pastor of 
Deerfield Congregational church, and Rev. Jean Baptiste de St. Pe, 
Superior of the Jesuit College in Quebec. The correspondence is 
in Latin, and much of the manuscript is scarcely legible ; but after 
long study of it, the librarian succeeded in deciphering, transcrib- 
ing, and translating the whole, which covers sixty-seven written 
pages. The period was that of the colonial wars, and the priest 
had become acquainted with some captives from the Puritan's 
parish. But these are barely referred to ; the interest of the docu- 
ments is theological rather than historical, while perhaps the 
human interest is the greatest of all. These letters, indeed, give a 
capital example of the polemics which passed between Catholic 
and Protestant in the middle of the eighteenth century, with a 
gratifying absence of the hostile and bitter tone which such con- 
troversy usually exhibited. Nothing could be more urbane than 
the temper of these friendly combatants, and their respective Celtic 
and Saxon traits come out amusingly. We have found as yet no 
record of the manner in which this correspondence came into pos- 
session of the Library, but it was manifestly from the Deerfield 
rather than from the Canadian side. Mr. Ashley copied only the 
first of his own letters; but since this is largely reproduced by 
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verbatim citations in the reply, we may be confident that similar 
extracts in St. Pe's later letters are given with equal fidelity, and 
thus that both sides of the controversy are well represented. Early 
in November, Mr. Griffin sent a remittance for the copy which 
had been sent him, and which he proposed to publish in the next 
number of the American Catholic Historical Researches; but only 
a few days later he was suddenly stricken with paralysis, and 
he passed away on the loth of November. When the quarterly 
appeared, it contained, with a notice of his death, the announce- 
ment that a mass of material designed for its pages would be 
published in later issues; so it is probable that the correspondence 
in question will soon be accessible in printed form. At all events, 
it is fortunate that this particular aspect of intellectual life in 
colonial days has been preserved to our own time.

An Act to incorporate the Congregational Library Association, at Boston 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives ^ in General Court assembled, and by 

the authority of the same, as follows : 

Sbction 1. Rufus Anderson, Joseph S. Clark, Julius A. Palmer, their associates and suc- 
cessors, are hereby made a corporation by the name of the Congregational Library Association, 
at Boston, for the purpose of establishing and perpetuating a library of the religious history ana 
literature of New England, and for the erection of a suitable building for the accommodation of 
the same, and for the use of charitable societies, with all the powers and privileges, and subject 
to all the duties, restrictions, and liabilities set forth in the forty-fourth chapter of tibe Revised 
Statutes. 

Sbc. 2. Said corporation may hold real or personal estate, necessary and convenient for the 

Surposes aforesaid, to an amount not exceeding, in the whole, one hundred and fifty thousand 
olLars, the income whereof shall be devoted to the aforesaid purposes. [Approved by the Gov- 
ernor, April 12, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Sbction 1. The Congregational Libranr Association, at Boston, is herebv authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addition 
to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold ; provided that no part of 
said amount shall be invested in real estate, except in the purchase of a suitable site, and the 
erection or preparation of a suitable building, to be used for the purposes of said corporation. 
as set forth m the Act of Incorporation passed April twelfth, in the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. [Approved by the Governor, 
April 24, 1856.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows .* 

Sbction 1. The Congregational Library Association is hereby authorized to change its 
name, and to take the name of the American Congregational Association. 

Sbc. 2. In addition to the powers heretofore granted said corporation, it is hereby author- 
ized to do such acts as ma^ promote the interest of Congregational churches — by publishing 
works ; by furnishing libraries and pecuniary aid to parishes, churches, and Sabbatn-schools ; 
promoting friendly intercourse and co5peration amon|; Con^;regational ministers and churches, 
and with other denominations ; and by collecting and disbursmg tunds for the above object. 

Sbc. 3. This act shall take effect on its passage. [Approved by the Governor, May 10, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Sbction 1. The American Congregational Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of four hundred and fifty tiiousand dollars in addi- 
tion to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved by the Governor, Febru- 
ary 24. 1871.] 



Be it enacted, etc., tu follows I 

Sbction 1. The American Congregational Association is hereby authorized to increase its 
capital stock by adding thereto a sum not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, and to invest 
such portion thereof in real and personal estate as may be necessary and convenient for the pur- 
poses for whidi it was incorporated. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved, February 21, 1803.] 
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CONSTITUTION 

Articlb I . The name of this body shall be the Ambrxcan Con gkbgational Associ atxoh . 

Art. II. The object of this Association sliall b? to secure the maintenance, in the city 
of Boston, of a Congrbgational Housb, for the meetings of the body, the accommoda- 
tion of its library, and for the furtherance of its general purposes : to found and perpetuate 
a library of books, pamphlets, and manuscripts, and a collection of portraits and relics of the 
past; and to do whatever else — within the limits of its charter — shall serve to illustrate Con- 
gregational history and promote the general interests of the Congregational churches. 

Art. III. This Association shall be composed of Orthodox Congregationalists, who, hav- 
ing been nominated by the Board of Directors, shall have been admitted to membership by 
bsulot at any annual meeting, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present and voting, on 
signing the Constitution or otherwise accepting membership in writing. ^ There shall be two 
classes of membership, Life and Annual. Annual members shall pay an annual assessment of 
one dollar each, payable on the first day of May ; and any one neglecting to pay the annual 
assessment for a period of three months shall cease to be a member. 

The payment of ten dollars at any one time by any member shall constitute him a Life 
member, and he shall thereafter be exempt from the annual assessment. All moneys received 
under tlie provisions of this article shall be applied exclusively to the increase of the Library. 

Art. IV. The officers of this Association — who shall be chosen by ballot from its mem- 
bers at the annual meeting, and who shall serve for the year, and until their successors be 
chosen — shall be a President; two Vice-Presidents; a Corresponding and Recording Secre- 
tary — who shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties, and also act as Secretary 
of the Board of Directors; a Librarian; a Treasurer; an Assistant Treasurer; and an Auditor 
— all of whom shall perform the duties usual to their offices — and a Board of Directors con- 
sisting of thirty members, of which the Secretary and Treasurer shall be members ex officio. 
Ten members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should 
any vacancy occur in the list of officers and Directors at any time during the year, either by 
£ailure to elect or by reason of resignation or otherwise, the Board of Directors may fill the 
vacancy by ballot at any meeting called for the purpose. 

Art, V. Tlie annual meeting for the choice of officers, and for other business appropriate 
to such meetings, shall be held in Boston on the founh Monday, or on such other day in May 
as the Directors may determine. The Secretary shall call special meetings whenever ordered by 
the President, either orally or in writing, so to do, or at the written request of ten members 
of the Association, or whenever directed by vote of the Board of Directors. The annual and 
all special meetings shall be called by published notice in the Orthodox Congregational weekly 
newspapers of Boston, at least one week before the meeting, or by such other method as the 
Board of Directors may deem proper. All calls for special meetings of the Association shall 
state the specific object of such meetings, and no other business than that for which a special 
meeting was called shall be considered or transacted at any such meeting. In the absence or 
inability of the Secretary to act, notices under this article may be issued by the President. 
Twenty members shall be necessary to a quorum at any meeting. 

Art. VI. This Constitution may be altered at any annual meetine by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present, public notice naving been given of the nature of the proposed alteration 
in the call for the meeting. 



BY-LAWS 



I. Annual Meeting. The exercises shall be : (1) Prayer. (2) Reports of Directors and 
other officers, and action thereon. (3) Election of officers. (4) And such other business as may 
legally come before the meeting. 

II. Directors. The first meeting of the Directors shall be held in the Congregational 
House within fourteen days from the annual meeting on the call of the Secretary. 

At this meeting they shall choose by ballot a Chairman and a Finance Committee and a 
Library Committee, each of three members, and a House Committee of five members, to serve 
for the year and until their successors shall be elected. The Directors shall hold regular quarterly 
meetings. Special meetings shall be called by the Secretary, upon the written or oral order of the 
Chairman, or upon the written re(]uest of three members of the Board. In the absence or in- 
ability of the Secretary to act, notices under this Bv-Law may be issued by the President. The 
Finance Committee, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors, shall have the control and 
disposal of all moneys belonging to the Association. The Library Committee, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, shall appoint the Librarian's assistants, fix the salaries of 
the Librarian and assistants, and make such rules and regulations with reference to the use and 
care of the Library as they may deem proper, and shall have general charge and supervision of 
the Library. The House Committee shall have general charge and supervision of the Congre- 

fational House, including the letting and leasing thereof, and shall appoint a Custodian or 
anitor, and such other employees as they shall deem necessary, and, subject to the approval 
of the Finance Committee, shall fix the amount of their compensation and of the rentals to be 
charged to the tenants. These committees shall report to the Association at the annual meeting. 

III. The Librarian. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Committee, shall 
have charge of the Library, and shall be responsible for its care, condition, and order. 

IV. Amendments to By-Laws. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual meeting 
of the Association by a vote of two-thurds of the members present and voting.

The President spoke of the work of the Association and what 
had been accomplished. 

Letters were read from the Boston Athenaeum, stating that that 
Society was to alter its building and that the alterations would 
necessitate the closing of all windows on the east side of our build- 
ing between the wellway and the burying ground.

It was voted to print a pamphlet on the work of the 
Association, for the use of the Committee on New Members. 

The oath of office was administered to the Secretary. Dis- 
solved.

SIXTIETH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 

DIRECTORS 

The days of our years are threescore years; we do not call 
them labor and sorrow, for through a kind Providence, in whose 
name we set up our Ebenezer, and through the labor and sorrow 
of honored predecessors, we have entered on an inheritance of 
labor and peace. 

The sixty years fall naturally into three unequal divisions of 
twenty, twenty-five, and fifteen. At the end of the first, in 1873, 
we had a Congregational House; at the end of the second, in 1898, 
we had this Congregational House. The first period might be 
likened to Israel's wandering in the wilderness; the Association 
was constantly pitching camp and breaking up. The second period 
reminds us of Israel's struggle for existence under Joshua and the 
Judges; more than once it looked as though all that had been 
gained by great toil and sacrifice would be swept away to satisfy 
the just demands of creditors. It is only in the third period, em- 
bracing the last fifteen years, that we can compare ourselves to 
Israel when it had occupied the land and dwelt under its own vine 
and fig tree. 

Once a decade, if not oftener, we do well to recall the early 
history of this enterprise, the day of small things, when it lacked 
a local habitation, and stood in unstable equilibrium. 

In 1853, Congregationalism throughout our country had no head- 
quarters ; but the Albany Convention of 1852 had dropped fruitful 
seeds into the minds of a few leaders, both in Boston and in New 
York. Each group, without the knowledge of the other, invented 
a society whose motto might have been, "Get together for work." 
Each had similar objects and even hit upon the same name. The 
American Congregational Union. Our metropolitan friends were 
wont to be a few days earlier than we in their anniversary gath- 
erings; so on the nth of May, 1853, there was born in Broadway 
Tabernacle the American Congregational Union, now the Congre- 
gational Church Building Society. The former name being 
thus preempted, the Congregational Library Association, now the 
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American Congregational Association, was bom in Old South 
Chapel just a fortnight later. There was no rivalry between the 
two bodies, but the heartiest cooperation ; in fact, they afterwards 
came very close to a merger, as will presently appear. 

Some of the points of contrast between sixty years ago and 
now are not altogether to our credit. At the end of the first year 
nearly six hundred members had been enrolled ; at the end of two 
years, nearly a thousand. Our present membership, so far as we 
are able to trace it, numbers 327. To make the comparison fair, 
however, two things should be noted: first, that in the early days 
life membership was obtained for a dollar and no election was 
necessary; second, that through the energetic efforts of our 
present Nominating Committee the membership is being steadily 
enlarged. It has sometimes been difficult, in recent years, to as- 
semble at our anniversary twenty members, the number essential 
for transacting business, but the first anniversary, in 1854, was an 
important event. A large business meeting in Old South Chapel, 
attended by members from all parts of the United States, was 
followed in the afternoon by a public meeting in Tremont Temple, 
when all the seats were filled and most of the standing room was 
crowded with a congregation that listened attentively for more 
than two hours to the anniversary sermon. The number of people 
who would stand up two hours today to listen to a sermon is 
perhaps negligible. 

But the first anniversary was not yet over. The next day the 
Association gave a festival banquet in Faneuil Hall. Five hun- 
dred guests had been expected by the most sanguine prophets; 
but nearly eight hundred sat down at the tables, where toasts and 
responses formed the chief literary feature. The annual report 
of that year, when it touches on this festival, drops a remark in 
all seriousness, which will prove as amusing to us here as to our 
friends across the street: "Much doubt had been entertained as 
to the success of the measure. It being altogether an untried ex- 
periment with the Evangelical Congregationalists, the Committee 
of Arrangements were not a little perplexed in determining on what 
scale to provide entertainment." 

Ten years ago, at our semi-centennial, allusion was made to 
the six faithful Presidents who had stood at the helm during the 



fifty years. It happens that we have had the same number of 
faithful Treasurers, whose names may well be recalled. The first 
was Alpheus Hardy, a whole-souled business philanthropist, who 
served us from 1853 ^^ i^57- ^^ ^^ commemorated in the library 
by a marble bust, executed by an Italian artist when Mr. Hardy 
was in Rome. His successors are James P. Melledge, 1857-72; 
Samuel T. Snow, 1872-86; Charles C. Burr, 1886-92; Samuel 
B. Capen, 1892-93; and Augustus S. Lovett, who completes today 
twenty years of continuous service, a term far exceeding that of 
any other Treasurer. 

If the larger share of the enthusiasm for our enterprise at the 
outset belonged to clergymen, the balance was soon restored; and 
the prosperity of the Association in these latter years is mainly 
due to the hearty interest of large-souled laymen. Of the six 
Directors chosen at the first annual meeting, all were clergymen, 
with one notable exception, Julius A. Palmer. A little later we 
find the six evenly divided, Charles Stoddard and Gardner G. 
Hubbard being the added la)rmen. In 1865 there were ten Di- 
rectors, among them Edward S. Tobey, Abner Kingman, and John 
Field. Ten years later, we have fourteen Directors, four ministers 
and ten laymen, including James White, S. D. Warren, and R. H. 
Stearns. Coming down another decade, Rufus S. Frost, Edward 

A. Studley, and S. Brainard Pratt are among the new Directors. 
In 1895, William H. Hodgkins, William O. Blaney, and Mortimer 

B. Mason are on the list. We have mentioned only a few of the 
Directors that have passed away. It is such men as these who 
have glided our ship through many a storm and steered it clear 
of many a rock. We who survive in the direction of the Asso- 
ciation count it an honor to be niunbered in the muster roll among 
so worthy names. 

As already intimated, the contrast between the old and the 
new redounds to our advantage in the matter of stability. After the 
initial meeting in 1853, the Association was lodged in a single 
hired room in Tremont Temple. In 1857 it moved south to 
23 Chauncy Street. In 1867 it returned north to 40 Winter Street. 
In 1873 another move in the same direction brought it to i Somerset 
Street. 

In the early part of this wandering period the life of the Asso- 
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elation centered in the activities of its Corresponding Secretary, 
Dr. Joseph S. Clark, who had left the service of the Home Mis- 
sionary Society to devote his energies to this new undertaking. "It 
is not too much to say," says Professor Park, "that he broke down 
his strong frame in attempting, amid the pecuniary embarrass- 
ments of the country, to raise funds for the Library Association. . . . 
If any one man formed its bone and sinew, that man was Dr. 
Clark." 

His death occurred in August, 1861, but the Association had 
not long to wait for a worthy successor. Dr. Isaac P. Lang^orthy, 
then Corresponding Secretary of the American Congregational 
Union, had a desk in the Congregational Library, and was per- 
suaded to combine both secretaryships in his own person. The 
next step seemed a logical and easy one, to unite the two weak 
societies into one strong one. Committees on both sides advised 
the merger, and for two years it seemed on the point of accom- 
plishment. But the great National Council which met in Boston in 
1865 wisely deemed it important that the two bodies should spe- 
cialize in different directions. Both were to be building societies ; 
the Congregational Union, centering in New York, was to em- 
phasize the building of pilgrim and puritan churches; the Con- 
gregational Association, centering in Boston, was to secure a house 
for preserving the pilgrim and puritan literature, and for the 
headquarters of the national missionary societies or their New 
England branches. Dr. Langworthy withdrew from the Congre- 
gational Union and gave himself to our Association. It was a 
heavy burden that was laid on his shoulders. As Dr. Qark had 
suffered from the panic of 1857, which diverted the gifts he 
counted on. Dr. Langworthy found in the Civil War, in the great 
Boston fire, and in the long financial depression, obstacles that 
would have chilled a less indomitable spirit. It was largely due to 
his journeys and pleadings that the Association was able to end 
its wandering period and, cast anchor in 1873 at the corner of 
Beacon and Somerset Streets. 

But then came the struggle for existence, whose story requires 
no great detail, because it was a continual succession of hope de- 
ferred, peril imminent, and confidence revived. 1873 was another 
panic year. The Association had a House, to be sure, but it was 
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saddled with a debt of $200,000. For nearly two years thereafter 
the rear of the House was only an oval brick shell, waiting for 
funds to fit it up for the Library. In spite of all efforts, it was 
impossible to pay interest and running expenses, and another 
$50,000 was borrowed. In 1879 a determined canvass, under the 
lead of S. D. Warren and R. S. Frost, cleared off $30,000 of the 
debt, and thus the first corner was turned. But in the midst of 
these struggles to hold fast what we had, there was widespread 
dissatisfaction with the House itself. The joining together of two 
old buildings was not the equivalent of the erection of a suitable 
house, as called for in the charter. Extensive repairs were neces- 
sary from time to time, and a new Congregational House was 
insistently demanded. 

Most of us remember the long and vain search for an adequate 
site; the difference of opinion that developed, some wishing to 
remove to the Back Bay, others claiming that our constituents 
would not follow us there. In 1890 it was practically decided to 
remain at the old corner, tear down the old House, and rebuild it 
on a much larger scale. The aid of the Boston Congregational 
Club was enlisted; debenture bonds were issued and subscribed 
to the amount of about $200,000 ; and then the interest flagged and 
soon subsided. 

Early in 1897 a watchful Director, Mr. Samuel B. Capen, ob- 
tained the refusal of the estate at Nos. 12 and 14 Beacon Street, 
summoned the Directors at once — as it turned out, another day 
would have been too late — and began the series of negotiations 
which issued in the sale of the old property and the erection of a 
genuine Congregational House, which was occupied in August, 
1898. The third period can be passed over still more briefly, 
since it was summarized in the last annual report. The House 
was dedicated on Forefathers' Day, 1898. The debt at that time 
was $212,000, but after the building filled up with tenants the mort- 
gage was gradually reduced; at present it is $103,000, while the 
assessed valuation of the property is exactly six times that sum, 
$618,000. Our one crying need at present is more room for the ever 
growing wants of the missionary societies. Some present incon- 
venience will be caused to a few by the coming reconstruction of 
the Athenaeum Building ; but patient waiters are no losers, and the 
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expansion desired by the societies is probable through an enlarge- 
ment of our own House in the near future. 

The past year has been a prosperous one, reducing the mortgage 
by $12,000. In the previous year, which cut off $13,000, we had 
the help of a two thousand dollar legacy, but this year the reduc- 
tion was effected by careful economy in all departments of ex- 
penditure, including the Library. 

We miss from our counsels one faithful Director who has been 
called to a better world, John E. Bradley, LL.D. iThe minute of 
the Directors expressing sorrow at his loss is made a part of this 
report. 



REPORT OF THE CONGREGATIONAL 

LIBRARY 

The Library now contains 6i,i8o books, 57,616 pamphlets, and 
^,yyo unbound numbers of periodicals. This is exclusive of sev- 
eral thousand duplicates, also of an uncounted number of manu- 
scripts (mostly sermons) and of leaflets, broadsides, relics, and 
other objects of interest; so that if each individual thing had a 
serial number the total would approximate 200,000. In the ten 
years since the semi-centennial, 10,000 books have been added to 
the regular series. The additions last year were 1,044 books, 1,348 
pamphlets, 3,588 unbound numbers of periodicals, and 44 manu- 
scripts. The care of this whole mass of material, including espe- 
cially the initiation of its new members, guards the library force 
from the mischief that lies in wait for idle hands. 

The Librarian has always been fortunate in his three fellow 
workers. Division of labor among the four prevents overlapping, 
and the teamwork is not like the coordination of different ma- 
chines; it is rather the cooperation of personal friends. The 
withdrawal of Miss Cobb, after nine years of excellent service, 
was a serious loss, but during the last weeks of that service she 
inducted into the various duties of her own position her successor, 
Miss Florence K. Babcock. Miss Babcock is a recent graduate 
of Simmons College, having taken the full four years' library 
course, which is even more practical than theoretical. She is 
proving thoroughly satisfactory to us. 

During the year, besides the teamwork alluded to, each of the 
assistants has accomplished something worthy of special mention. 
Miss White, who prepared some time ago the catalogue of the 
Pratt collection, has now performed a similar service for the Bibles 
and parts of Bibles in the main Library, thus bringing that por- 
tion of the catalogue out of chaos into order. Mr. Jackson has 
rescued from the dust of decades, and arranged neatly in dustless 
pamphlet cases, a multitude of what are called occasional sermons ; 
that is to say, sermons at such occasions as funerals, ordinations 
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etc. Miss Babcock, by bringing her special training to bear, solved 
with readiness the long-standing puzzle of the Library's government 
documents, and gathered those refractory elements into a harmo- 
nious system. The time is still distant — but yet it is approaching — 
when all the miscellaneous contents of the Library will be easily 
accessible, not only to librarians, but to such readers as have suffi- 
cient intelligence to work with the Library's tools. 

It is a matter of some interest to observe not only a gradual 
increase in the number of those who use the privileges of the 
Library, but a gradual change in their characteristic traits. Within 
the memory of all of us, the readers consisted almost entirely of 
native Americans, but now men of other races, such as Armenians, 
Greeks, Swedes, Japanese, are frequently seen in the reading- 
room, or even serving on committees of various organizations. 
We should lose no opportunity to dispel the popular misimpression 
that Congregationalism confines itself to what Dr. Holmes wittily 
called the Brahmin caste of New England. 

The common maxim, "The greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber," is hardly applicable to such a library as our own, however 
necessary it may be in the library field as a whole. A large share 
of each year's financial appropriation is properly expended, it is 
true, upon the new books and current magazines which the great 
majority of our visitors enjoy. And yet the greatest good of the 
Library is unquestionably conferred upon the very few : upon the 
single historical investigator, who pores for days over the half- 
forgotten monuments of the past; or upon the distant corre- 
spondent, who obtains here the missing clue that enables him to 
fill a gap in the story of some humble church. 

Each anniversary finds the Library a little stronger in the orig- 
inal sources which lie at the foundation of our pilgrim and puritan 
history. All who have delved into those obscure origins will be 
familiar with the names of Henry Barrowe and John Greenwood, 
two of the early martyrs of Congregationalism in the days of 
Queen Elizabeth. They were joint authors of a quaint old book, 
dated 1590, which was added to our Library this year. When Dr. 
Dexter published his great bibliography of Congregationalism (in 
1880) only three copies were known to exist; one was in his own 
library, one in the Lambeth library at London, and one in the 
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Bodleian at Oxford. This small quarto of seventy-five* pages is 
entitled, "A Collection of Certain [xtc] Letters and Conferences 
lately passed Betwixt Certaine Isic"] Preachers & Two Prisoners 
in the Fleet." As it was dangerous to print any such matter in 
England in those intolerant days, the sheets of manuscript were 
smuggled out of the prison, one at a time, and sent over sea to 
Dort, in Holland, where the famous Synod met a few years later. 
Greenwood had been arrested in October, 1586, for holding reli- 
gious meetings in a private house. His friend Barrowe, visiting 
him in the prison a month afterwards, was himself arrested there 
and confined without warrant of law or other pretext, except the 
ipse dixit of the Archbishop of Canterbury. These innocent men, 
who sought to reform the Church of England from its palpable 
abuses, were kept for three and a half years in those gloomy and 
filthy dungeons which John Howard held up to the execration of 
the world; and in April, 1593, they were hanged at Tyburn, for 
no worse crime than the denial that Queen Elizabeth, whom they 
(twned as their sovereign lord in things temporal, was also the 
head of the Church of Christ throughout her kingdom, and was 
authorized to make laws binding on the consciences of her sub- 
jects. It was a stern age, with heated controversies on both sides, 
carried on in a spirit which we would gladly forget in these liberal 
times. But what we must never forget is that our own liberties 
have sprung from the patient sufferings and the bold steadfastness 
of such brave men. Some had to die that we might attain inde- 
pendence. With a great sum obtained they their freedom; but 
we were f reeborn. 

And, furthermore, we do well to ask ourselves whether the 
treasure which they won for us can be lost again ; we do well to 
guard against the tendency of the pendulum to a backward swing. 
Liberty that is gained leads to tolerance, which is good, and then 
to unity of spirit, which is better ; but it is only a degenerate unity 
that would issue in the unanimity and uniformity against which 
our fathers protested. History must not repeat itself without con- 
serving all the precious fruits of that historic seed of the church — 
the blood of the martyrs.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
Ih tJke Year One Thousand Eighi Hundred and Fifty-four 

An Act to incorporate the Congregational Library Association, at Boston 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of ReipresentatitfeSj in General Court assembled^ and by 

the authority of the samSf as follows : 

Section 1. Rufus Anderson, Joseph S. Clark, Julias A. Palmer^ their associates and suc- 
cessors, are hereby made a corporation oy the name of the Congregational Library Association, 
at Boston, for the purpose of establishing and perpetuating a library of the religious history and 
literature of New England, and for the erection of a suitable building for the accommodation of 
the same, and for the use of charitable societies, with all the powers and privileges, and subject 
to all the duties, restrictions, and liabilities set forth in the forty-fourth chapter of the Revised 
Statutes. 

Sbc. 2. Said corporation may hold real or personal estate, necessary and convenient for the 
poiposes aforesaid, to an amount not exceeding, in the whole, one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, the income whereof shall be devoted to the aforesaid purposes. [Approved by the Gov- 
ernor, April 12, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., eu follows I 

Section 1. The Congregational Library Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addition 
to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold ; provided that no part of 
said amount shall be invested in real estate, except in the purchase of a suitable site, and the 
erection or preparation of a suitable building, to be used for the purposes of said corporation, 
as set forth in Uie Act of Incorporation passed April twelfth, in tne year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. [Approved by the Governor, 
April 24, 1866.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The Congregational Library Association is hereby authorized to change its 
nsune, and to take the name of the American Congregational Association. 

Sec. 2. In addition to the powers heretofore granted said corporation, it is hereby author- 
ized to do such acts as majr promote the interest of Congregational churches — by publishing 
works ; by furnishing libraries and pecuniary aid to parishes, churches, and Sabhatn-schools ; 
promoting friendly intercourse and cooperation amon^ Conjgregational ministers and churches, 
and with other denominations ; and by collecting and disbursmg funds for the above object. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect on its passage. [Approv^ by the Governor, May 10, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The American Congregational Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of four hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addi- 
tion to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved by the Governor, Febru- 
ary 24, 1871.] 



Be it enacted, etc., €u follows : 

Section 1. The American Congregational Association is hereby authorized to increase its 
capita stock by adding thereto a sum not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, and to invest 
such portion thereof in real and personal estate as may be necessary and convenient for the puT' 
poses for whidi it was incorporated. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved, February 21, 1883.] 
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CONSTITUTION 

Articx^ I . The name of this body shall be the American Congrbgational Assocx atioit. 

Art. II. The object of this Association shall b; to secure the maintenance, in the dtj 
of Boston, of a Congrbgational Housb, for the meetings of the body, the accommoda- 
tion of its library, and for the furtherance of its general purposes : to found and perpetuate 
a library of books, pamphlets, and manuscripts, and a collection of portraits and relics of the 
past; and to do whatever else — within the limits of its charter — shall serve to illustrate Con- 
gregaticmal history and promote the general interests of the Congregational churches. 

Art. III. This Association shall be composed of Orthodox Coogregationalists, who. hav- 
ing been nominated by the Board of Directors, shall have been admitted to memoership by 
baulot at any annual meeting, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present and voting, on 
signing the Constitution or otherwise accepting membership in writing. There shall be two 
classes of membership, Life and Annual. Annual members shall pay an annual assessment of 
one dollar each, payable on the first day of May ; and any one nei^ecting to pay the annual 
assessment for a period of three months shall cease to be a member. 

The payment of ten dollars at any one time by any member shall constitute him a Life 
member, and he shall thereafter be exempt from the annual assessment. All moneys received 
mnder the provisions of this article sliall be applied exclusively to the increase of the Library. 

Art. IV. The officers of this Association — who shall be chosen by ballot from its mem- 
bers at the annual meetine, and who shall serve for the year, and until their successors be 
chosen — shall be a President; two Vice-Presidents; a Corresponding and Repording Secre- 
tary — who shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties, and also act as Secretary 
of the Board of Directors ; a Librarian ; a Treasurer ^ an Assistant Treasurer ; and an Auditor 
— all of whom shall perform the duties usual to their offices — and a Board of Directors con- 
sisting of thirty members, of which the Secretary and Treasurer shall be members ex officio. 
Ten members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should 
any vacancy occur in the list of officers and Directors at any time during the year, either by 
fiulure to elect or by reason of resignation or otherwise, the Board of Directors may fill the 
vacancy by ballot at any meeting called for the purpose. 

Art. V. The annual meeting for the choice of officers, and for other business appropriate 
to such meetings, shall be held in Boston on the fourth Monday, or on such other day in May 
as the Directors may determine. The Secretary shall call special meetings whenever ordered by 
the President, either orally or in writing, so to do, or at the written request of ten members 
of the Association, or whenever directed by vote of the Board of Directors. The annual and 
all special meetings shall be called by published notice in the Orthodox Congregational weekly 
newspapers of Boston , at least one week before the meetine, or by such other method as the 
Board of Directors may deem proper. All calls for special meetings of the Association shall 
state the specific object of such meetings, and no other business than that for which a special 
meeting was called shall be considered or transacted at any such meeting. In the absence or 
inability of the Secretary to act, notices under this article may be issued by the President. 
Twenty members shall be necessary to a quorum at any meeting. 

Art. VI. This Constitution may be altered at any annual meeting by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present, public notice having been given of the nature dL the proposed alteration 
hi the call for the meeting. 



BY-LAVS 



I. Annual Mbbting. The exercises shall be : (1) Prayer. ^) Reports of Directors and 
other officers, and action thereon. (3) Election of officers. (4) Ana such other business as may 
legally come before the meeting. 

II. Dirbctors. Tlie first meeting of the Directors shall be held in the Congregational 
House within fourteen days from the annual meeting on the call of the Secretary. 

At this meeting they shall choose by ballot a Chairman and a Finance Committee and a 
Library Committee, each of three members, and a House Committee of five members, to serve 
for the year and until their successors shall be elected. The Directors shall hold regular quarterly 
meetings. Special meetings shall be called by the Secretary, upon the written or ond orcter of the 
Chairman, or upon the written re<)uest of three members of the Board. In the absence or in- 
ability of the Secretary to act, notices under this By-Law may be issued by the President. The 
Finance Committee, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors, shall have the control and 
disposal of all moneys belonging to the Association. The Library Committee, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, shall appoint the Librarian's assistants, fix the salaries of 
tne Librarian and assistants, and make such rules and regulations with reference to the use and 
care of the Library as they may deem proper, and shall nave general charge and supervision of 
the Library. The House Committee snail have general charge and supervision of the Congre- 

fational House, including the letting and leasing thereof, and shall appoint a Custodian or 
anitor, and such other employees as they shall deem necessary, and, subject to the approval 
of the Finance Committee, shall fix the amount of their compensation and of the rentals to be 
diarged to the tenants. These committees shall report to the Association at the annual meeting. 

III . Thb Librarian. Hie Librarian, under the direction of the Librarr Committee, shall 
have charge of the Library, and shall be responsible for its care, condition, ana order. 

IV. Ambndmbnts to By-Laws. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual meetini; 
of the Association by a vote of two>thirds of tlie members present and voting.

SIXTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF 

THE DIRECTORS 

Soon after the last anniversary, the Association sustained the 
loss of a faithful Director, Rev. Dr. Rice. The past year is the 
only one since his election to the Board in 1890 when he has failed 
to be present at its quarterly meetings. Although very busy in the 
service of the denomination throughout the Commonwealth, he 
was always ready to give time and intelligent judgment to the 
affairs of the Congregational House; and though he voted much 
oftener than he spoke, whenever he did speak his words carried 
weight. His membership in the Association goes back twenty years 
further, to the great movement in connection with the 2S0th anni- 
versary of the Landing of the Pilgrims ; and thus it antedates the 
membership of any living Director. For several years he had been 
a valued member of the Library Conunittee, and the larger part of 
the Library expenditures had passed under his direct scrutiny. 

In January last we were startled by the news from across the 
Pacific that our beloved Vice-President, Dr. Capen, had succumbed 
to disease in a foreign land. In the natural course of events, he 
would have presided at the meeting today, as it was his constant 
habit to grace these anniversaries with his presence; but we look 
for him in vain in his accustomed place. No one had a heartier 
love for this Association or served it more efficiently in the trying 
period when we changed from the old location to the new. One 
item worthy of remembrance is that when negotiations with the 
Boston Athenaeum had come to an impasse, it was he who found a 
wise and courteous way out. Three years later, in 1900, having 
accepted the presidency of the American Board, he persuaded our 
Association to release him from the directorate, but many of us 
will remember how warmly he promised to come to our assistance 
again if his services should be needed in any new emergency. 

Allusion has just been made to an agreement of this Associa- 
tion with the Boston Athenaeum. That agreement gave the latter 
party the right to carry up its building to the height of the Con- 
gregational House, a right that has been held in abeyance for 
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sixteen years, during which time the tenants of our upper stories 
have enjoyed unobstructed access to light and air. For some 
months past the contemplated extension has been in progress, and 
our attachment to these neighbors has been cemented by a party 
wall. In the words of the United States Constitution, they have 
formed a more perfect union with us, but we cannot add that they 
have insured our domestic tranquillity. The building operations 
have not been precisely like those of Solomon's temple — without 
sound of hammer or ax or any tool of iron. The quiet environment 
on which we have been wont to plume ourselves has been rudely 
invaded; the daily routine of the missionary societies has be- 
come the pursuit of knowledge under difficulties. Inasmuch as it 
is human nature to regard a long-continued privilege as a vested 
right, it is not strange that some of our tenants have complained 
sadly at the loss of the aforesaid light and air, or that the situa- 
tion has called into full exercise the well-known tact and skill of 
the House Committee and of the Superintendent. The readjust- 
ments thus far made have occasioned no material loss of rentals, 
but the expenses for construction and repairs will make a con- 
siderable showing in next year's bills. Meanwhile, some depart- 
ments are becoming uncomfortably crowded, and the need of 
enlarging the Congregational House g^ows more imperative each 
year. 

The debt on the House has been reduced during the year by 
$11,000, bringing it down from $103,000 to $92,000. For the first 
time since 1871, when our first debt was contracted, it falls 
below $100,000. In the autumn the mortgage was renewed for 
three years, the interest charge rising slightly from four and one- 
half to four and three-quarters per cent. The Treasurer's balance 
is smaller than common on account of an unusual expenditure of 
$2,280 for insurance on the building, which comes only once in 
five years. The increase of nearly $700 in the coal bill is due not 
only to the severe winter, but to the fact that we have supplied 
(for a fair consideration) the temporary needs of the Athenaeum 
by connecting our heating plant with that building, an arrangement 
which gives one more point of contact and has proved of mutual 
advantage. 

The Congregational House welcomes to its fellowship the new 
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Secretaries of the National Council, Messrs. Herring, Merrill, and 
Atkinson. This building thus becomes more fully than ever before 
the headquarters of American Congregationalism. A superficial 
observer looks upon our House as a local habitation, a Boston 
notion; in reality its interests are country-wide and world-wide. 
If each of us who knows this simple fact will remove the bushel 
from his light, we may hope in time to dispel the dense popular 
ignorance as to what this Association is and what it is for. It 
has never exercised, nor even claimed, the slightest measure of 
authority over the churches. Its influence is as impalpable as 
gravitation, which it resembles also in one other particular; for 
without it the centripetal tendency would drive our independent 
little planets still further apart, while with it each is strengthened 
to live for all and all for each. 

But aside from any physical analogy, the true criterion of the 
value of anything whatever is its measure of service in promoting 
the Kingdom of Grod. The Congregational House is no mere ag- 
gregation of bricks and stones, if what we believe of it is true: 
that by increasing the efl&ciency of one great division in the army 
of the Lord it is helping, day by day and year by year, to bring 
in the triumph of the King of Kings. 

MINUTE ON DR. RICE 

In the recent death of Rev. Charles B. Rice, D.D., one of the 
oldest and most valued members of the Association, the Congre- 
gational churches of the country, particularly of Massachusetts 
and New England, have lost an intelligent, wise, and influential 
leader, whose place will not be easily filled. 

Loyal to the ideals and familiar with the history and policy of 
our denomination, with abounding sympathy for those churches 
whose position in our changing population is maintained with diffi- 
culty, a friend of his bi-ethren in the ministry, with whom his 
office as Secretary of the Board of Pastoral Supply afforded him 
a wide acquaintance, discreet and fearless in his judgment of men 
and situations, a devoted servant of the Christ, he has left us a 
worthy example of the "man of God, furnished completely unto 
every good work." To his family, the Directors of the American 



Congregational Association extend their sincere sympathy in this 
bereavement, and express their congrattilations that to them is given 
a memory so precious of a husband and father who filled out to 
the full, the measure of a human life. 

MINUTE ON DR. CAPEN 

Samuel Billings Capen, LL.D., died in Shanghai, China, 
January 29, 1914. He became a member of the Board of Directors 
of this Association in 1890. He has been a Vice-President since 
1903. The Association is largely indebted to him for the measure 
of prosperity it has enjoyed during the last twenty-five years. He 
gave generously of his time and business sagacity in service 
toward securing the site and planning the erection of its present 
headquarters. He has been for many years an active officer con- 
nected with most of the societies of our denomination whose offices 
are in this building. Probably no other Congregational layman of 
this century has been so wfdely engaged in promoting the public 
welfare and in the advancement of the Kingdom of God through- 
out the world, and certainly none has served with greater fidelity. 

As Directors of one of the many benevolent enterprises to 
which he was devoted, we mourn the loss of his presence and coun- 
sel. We gratefully place on our records our profound apprecia- 
tion of his always prompt, hopeful, and wise cooperation in the 
administration of its affairs. We tender to Mr. Capen's family our 
congratulations for the career of distinguished service which 
he has completed, and our sympathy with them in their great 
bereavement. 



REPORT OF THE CONGREGATIONAL 

UBRARY 

Just seventy years ago, in the anniversary week of 1844, Pro- 
fessor Park preached before the Pastoral Union of Massachusetts 
his "Discourse on the Duties of the New England Clergy," in 
which occurred the sentence beginning: — 

"Let us establish in this city of the Pilgrims a Pilgrim Hall, 
that shall contain the writings of our fathers and of our brethren 
and of our successors." 

This was the historic germ of the Congregational House. The 
evolution of that germ has caused us to differentiate between the 
Hall and the Library ; it was the latter which was the main thing 
in the professor's mind and which was founded a few years later 
at a little gathering in his own study on Andover Hill. Its growth, 
if not like that of the mustard seed, has yet been steady and grati- 
fying. There were added to the Library last year 1,024 books, 
769 pamphlets, 3,038 unbound numbers of periodicals. The total 
number at present is 62,204 books, 58,385 pamphlets, and 69,808 
periodicals. 

As the former Librarian, Dr. Langworthy, used to say, "this 
increase did not simply happen"; it represents a variety of activi- 
ties. To the average man in the street, it might seem as easy a 
matter to transfer 1,000 volmnes from the shelves of bookstores 
to those of a library as to put 1,000 bricks into the walls of a 
house. But while there is a certain sameness about bricks, books 
have to be carefully selected, and that is only the first of a series 
of transactions that call out the abilities of each member of the 
library staff before a given book is ready for its readers. The 
selection of 1,000 books is a purely mental process, involving the 
rejection of many other thousands which may be equally attractive 
and indeed equally good, but yet not so well adapted to the par- 
ticular library in question. When the books have been chosen in 
the mind, they must be solicited or purchased, an alternative which 
occasions two forms of library accounting. If purchased, they 
must not be so costly, on the average, that the total expenditure 
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would exceed the annual appropriation. The course of the pur- 
chasing agent is always a diagonal between composite forces im- 
pelling him various ways. Books, when physically present for 
addition to the Library, must be collated; that is, they must run 
the gauntlet of a pair of eyes experienced in the detection of 
various deficiencies, because of which many a book is rejected or 
exchanged. A book being accepted is embossed, and labeled, and 
classified, and catalogued, and shelf-listed, and accessioned (this 
last word is in the recent dictionaries). The omission of any one 
of these processes would be likely to breed trouble in the future. 
Cataloguing, for example, though a deep and dark mystery to the 
uninitiated, is the foundation of a library's well-being. Qassify- 
ing is so complex a matter that many libraries are giving it up 
altogether, depending on the standards used in the Library of 
Congress. But a moment's reflection shows that this would be a 
serious mistake in a special library like our own. For instance, 
the topic Congregationalism is, and of right ought to be in this 
Library, a main class with many divisions; whereas in the ordi- 
nary classification it rightly forms a decimal fraction of a sub- 
class. On the other hand, medicine, the chief subject of a medical 
library, is given here a tenth part of one of the thirty main 
divisions. These few statements may serve to suggest some of 
the various problems which enter into the science that goes by the 
name of library economy. 

Your Librarian makes grateful mention of the continual pa- 
tience, fidelity, and cooperation of his three assistants, both in 
the duties just indicated and in all other departments of the regu- 
lar work. Much of this work may seem monotonous and even tedi- 
ous, but it inherits the blessing pronounced by George Herbert 
upon the devoted sweeper, who makes the action fine as truly as 
the room. 

To turn from processes to results, it is a matter for just grati- 
fication that our books are not only stored, but used. To be sure, 
the Library is classed as one for reference rather than circulation, 
but the lending feature is steadily growing in favor. And although 
almost all lending libraries complain more or less of the loss of 
books, we take pleasure in reporting that during the past year, as 
a result of special efforts, not only practically all books borrowed 
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from the Library have been returned, but also the Library has 
suffered nothing from the petty thievery of which it once had an 
epidemic. 

Even the rarest books, that are kept under lock and key and 
never examined except in the presence of an attendant, are not 
useless there ; suffice it to point to the great pleasure which their 
inspection afforded to our brother, Rev. Silvester Home, just be- 
fore he was so suddenly called away. It may be mentioned in 
this connection that another English Congregational minister, the 
Rev. George Lyon Turner, has just published, in three large vol- 
umes, transcripts of the Original Records of Non-Conformity, 
which go back to the seventeenth century. The Congregational 
Library was one of the earliest subscribers for these books, which 
furnish a large accumulation of names and facts that will increase 
in value as time goes on. 

The same is true of that vast mine of research in which Pro- 
fessor Hartranft of Hartford Seminary is working — the letters 
and treatises of the Schwenckfelders. These early German immi- 
grants to Pennsylvania, followers of Caspar Schwenckfeld, a 
reformer contemporary with Luther, present many points of re- 
semblance to our Pilgrim and Puritan fathers. The fourth stately 
volume of Professor Hartranft's researches has just been put 
upon our shelves. 

Of other accessions, I note among those of permanent value 
two which give results of recent explorations in the lands of the 
Bible. Both these are by Grerman scholars and are finely illus- 
trated: Sellin's "Jericho" and Koldewey's "Babylon." They are 
like windows opening upon a long-vanished civilization. 

Returning from these distant times to the twentieth century, 
we find that Congregationalists are still writing new books as 
well as editing old ones ; it is easy to name half a dozen fruits of 
last year's harvest without going far in the alphabetical list of 
authors. The first book belongs peculiarly to the Congregational 
House, being Secretary Barton's "Educational Missions"; the 
second, by the son of a former Secretary, is Percy H. Boynton's 
"London in Literature"; next comes Charles R. Brown's "Quest 
of Life," then O. S. Davis's "Pilgrim Faith," then Charlotte 
DeForest's life of her father, which she calls "The Evolution of

a Missionary," and finally George A. Gordon's "Revelation and 
the Ideal." 

By far the largest and costliest, as well as one of the most 
interesting, of the single volumes added is a book by E. A. Jones, 
called "The Old Silver of American Churches." It was privately 
printed last year for the National Society of Colonial Dames of 
America. The photographic reproductions of these tankards and 
beakers and other accessories of the communion service are ex- 
ceedingly vivid and attractive. A very large part of the material 
belongs to the old Congregational churches of New England. Their 
pulpits, their pews, their meeting houses, have vanished for the 
most part ; but it is a welcome discovery to see how many of these 
ancient relics have been preserved to our own day. It requires 
only a little imagination, with the aid of this book, to look in upon 
our fathers while they celebrate the most sacred rite of their 
worship. It may be a well-to-do congregation, like that of the Old 
South Church in this city, or a poor country congregation, like 
that in West Barnstable, whose persecuted members, driven out 
with their pastor from London soon after the Landing of the Pil- 
grims, found their way across the Atlantic to Plymouth, then to 
Scituate, then to Cape Cod. In either case, these precious vessels 
reflect a silver ray down the centuries, and preach the perennial 
lesson of the brotherhood of all believers in Christ. 

Alchemy sought in vain to change the baser metals into the 
nobler; but it is the mission of all good books to transmute and 
elevate material into spiritual values. Long may our Library fulfill 
this lofty mission !

An Act to incorporate the Congregatioaal Library Association, at Boston 

Be U enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives t in General Court assentbled^ and by 

the authority ^ the same, as follows : 

Section 1. Rofus Anderson, Joseph S. Clark, Julius A. Palmer j their associates and suc- 
cessors, are hereby made a corporation by the name of the Congregational Library Association, 
at Boston, for the purpose of establishing and peipetuatinff a library of the religious histoiv and 
literature of New England, and for the erection of a suitable building for the accommodation of 
the same, and for the use of charitable societies, with all the powers and privileges, and subject 
to all the duties, restrictions, and liabilities set forth in the forty-fourth chapter of the Revised 
Statutes. 

Sbc. 2. Said COTporation may hold real or personal estate, necessary and convenient for the 
puiposes aforesaid, to an amount not exceeding, in the whole, one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, the income whereof shall be devoted to the aforesaid purposes. [Approved by the Gov- 
ernor, April 12, 1864.] 



Be it enactedf etc.y eis follows : 

Sbction 1. The Congregational Librarv Association, at Boston, is herebv authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addition 
to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold ; provided that no part of 
said amount shall be invested in real estate, except in the purchase of a suitable site, and the 
erection or preparation of a suitable building, to be used for the purposes of said corporation, 
as set forth m the Act of Incorporation passed April twelfth, in the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. [Approved by the Governor, 
April 24, 1866.] 



Be it enactedf etc., as follows : 

Ssction 1. The Congregational Library Association is hereby authorized to change its 
name, and to take the name of the American Congregational Assocution. 

Sbc. 2. In addition to the powers heretofore granted said corporation, it is hereby author- 
ized to do such acts as ma^ promote the interest of Congregational churches — by publi^ing 
works ; by furnishing libraries and pecuniary aid to parishes, churches, and Sabroitn-schools ; 
promoting friendly intercourse and codperation amon^ Conjg;regational ministers and c^iurches, 
and with other denominations ; and by collecting and disbarsmg funds for the above object. 

Sbc. 3. This act shall take effect on its passage. [Approved by the Governor, May 10, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Sbction 1. The American Congregational Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of four hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addi- 
tion to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved by the Governor, Febru- 
ary 24, 1871.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Sbction 1. The American Congregational Association is hereby authorized to increase its 
capital stock by adding thereto a sum not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, and to invest 
such portion thereof in real and personal estate as may be necessary and convenient for the pur- 
poses for wUdi it was incorporated. 

Sbc. 2. Thii act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved, Febmaiy 21, 18B3.]

Tbcare shall be two 
classes of membership, Life and Annual. Annual members shall pay an annual iiibim ssmiiiil irf 
one dollar each, pa^ble on the first day of May ; and any one neipecting to pay tlie anBOkl 
assessment for a period of three months shall cease to be a member. 

The payment of ten dollars at any one time by any member shall constitute him r Lite 
member, and he shall thereafter be exempt from the annual assessment. All moneys received 
under the provisions of this article shall be applied exclusively to the increase of ue Libnuy. 

Art. IV. Hie officers of this Association-^ who shall be diosen by ballot from its mem- 
bers at the annual meeting, and who shall serve for the year, and until tfieb' snr ffrs sftn be 
chosen — shall be a Presioent; two Vice-Presidents; a Corresponding and Recording TSecr^ 
tary — who shall be sworn to the &ithful performance of his duties, and also act as Sc u e Uu y 
of the Board of Directors; a Librarian; a Treasurer: an Assistant Treasorer; and an Auditor 
—all of whom shall perform the duties usual to their offices — and a Bcwrd of Directote oaa* 
sbting of thirty members, of which the Secretary and Treasurer shall be members *Jt ^Meim. 
Ten members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of bosiBess. Sboidd 
anv vacancv occur in the list of officers and Directors at any time during the year, eidier \gf 
fiulure to elect or by reason of resignation or otherwise, the Board of Directon laay fill tfaie 
vacancy by ballot at any meeting called for the purpose. 

Art. V. The annual meeting for the choice of officers, and for other business appropriat* 
to such meetings, shall be held in Boston on the fourth Mondsty, or on such odier day in M^ 
as the Directors may determine. The Secretary shall call spedaT meetings whenever ordered \if 
the President, either orally or in writing, so to do, or at the written request of ten membets 
of the As80ciaty>n, or whenever directed by vote of the Board of Directors. The annual and 
all special meetmgs shall be called by published notice in the Orthodox Consr^iational weekly 
newspapers of Boston, at least one week before the meeting, or by sudi other method as die 
Board of Directors nuy deem proper. All calls for spedaT meetings of the Aseociatioo shall 
state the ^>edfic object of such meetinss, and no other business thui that for v^idi a special 
meeting was called shall be considereo or transacted at any such meeting. In the absence or 
inability of the Secretary to act, notices under this article may be issued by the Proidiat. 
Twenty members shall be necessary to a quorum at any meeting. 

Art. VI. This Constitution may be altered at any annnal meeting by a vote of two-diirds 
of the members present, public notice liaving been given of the nature <» the proposed adteratioB 
in the caU for the meeting. 



BY-LAVS 



I. Annual Mbbting. The exercises shall be ; (1) Praver. (2) Reports of Directors and 
other officers, and acti<xi thereon. (3) Election of officers. (4) And such other business as may 
legally come before the meeting. 

II. DiRBCTORS. The first meeting of the Directors shall be held in the Congregatioiial 
House within fourteen days from the annual meeting on the call of the Secretary. 

At this meeting they shall choose by ballot a Chairman and a Finance Ccmunittee and a 
Library Committee, each of three members, and a House Committee of five members, to serve 
for the year and until their successors shall be elected. The Directors shall hold regular quarterly 
meetings. Special meetings shall be called by the Secretary, upon the written or oral order of the 
Chairman, or upon the written recjuest of three members of ue Board. In the absence or in- 
ability of the Secretary to act, notices under this Bv-Law mav be issued by the President. The 
Finance Committee, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors, shall have the control and 
disposal of all moneys belonging to the Association. The Library Committee, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, shall appoint the Librarian's assistants, fix the salaries of 
the Librarian and assistants, and make such rules and regulations with reference to the use and 
care of the Library as they may deem proper, and shall nave general charge and supervisian ol 
the Library. The House Committee snail have general charge and supervision of the Coogre- 

fational House, including the letting and leasine thereof, and shall appoint a Custodian or 
anitor, and such other employees as they shall deem necessary, and, subject to the approval 
of the Finance Committee. shsUl fix the amount of their compensation and of the rentals to be 
charged to the tenants. These committees shall report to the Association at the annual meeting. 

III. Thb Librarian. Tlie Librarian, under the direction of the Library Committee^ shall 
have charge of the Library, and shall be responsible for its care, condition, and order. 

IV. Ambndmbnts TO Bt-Laws. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual meefiny 
of the Association by a vote of two-thirds of the membera present and voting.

SIXTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF 

THE DIRECTORS 

The year had almost ended without a break in the ranks of 
our officers; but at the eleventh hour Mr. Jacob P. Bates, for 
some years a member of the Finance Committee, has passed away. 
The tribute to his memory adopted by the Directors is printed with 
this report. 

Not far removed in time was the death of Rev. Dr. Arthur 
Little, who, though not a member of this Association, was con- 
nected officially and faithfully with some of the societies that 
center here and was in heartiest sympathy with the objects for 
which we stand. 

Earlier in the year we were called to part with one of our 
oldest and most eminent members, Rev. Dr. Alexander McKenzie, 
whose beacon light shone so brightly in this vicinity and far away 
through a ministry of more than forty years in Cambridge. The 
two departments of the Congregational House in which he showed 
the keenest interest were the Boston Seaman's Friend Society and 
the Congregational Library. It is fitting that his life work should 
find further mention in the report of the Library, presented 
herewith. 

A year ago the Congregational House was in the midst of 
the upheavals and readjustments occasioned by the enlargement 
of the adjacent building, which is occupied by the Boston Athe- 
naeum. We congratulate our neighbors on the fine results they 
have secured, and especially on the fact that it was found possible 
to retain the historic front of their house, although so many of 
the old Boston landmarks are disappearing. Each anniversary 
brings us a year nearer the time for our own long-delayed expan- 
sion; but, to adopt a phrase of the period, we still lack "prepared- 
ness." We are carrying a deck load of debt, amounting to $85,000, 
which ought to be cleared off before we engage the enemy of a 
new debt. Last year we were able to pay only $7,000 on the mort- 
gage, reducing it from $92,000 to $85,000; at that rate it will be 
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twelve years more before we are free, and that is altogether too 
long. The missionary societies, like the children in the so-called 
Deutero-Isaiah, are saying in our ears: "The place is too strait 
for us; give place for us that we may dwell." The Association 
exists not for itself, but for the benefit of these societies and of 
the Library; this is its twofold function. Congregationalists who 
have the means to help should see to it that we are no longer 
hampered in the discharge of this important duty. A fresh attempt 
to reach them has been made through the booklet sent out by the 
Committee on New Members; we are permitted to cherish the 
hope that those who sow beside all waters shall not sow in vain. 
Meanwhile, we have expended this year a sum amounting to $4,500 
in the attempt to accommodate the building as it is to the better 
use of the tenants. The results are as satisfactory as could be 
expected from temporary makeshifts. 

It is pleasant to add that in spite of these unusual outlays, the 
close of the year finds the Association with a balance in bank of 
$5,500, as compared with $4,800 a year ago. The rooms are all 
occupied, and a few of the tenants outside the missionary societies 
pay somewhat higher rentals than before. A minor source of 
revenue, and a gratifying one, is the increased use of Pilgrim 
Hall, the rent of which amounted to $240 last year and just half 
that sum the previous year. 

In accordance with the theory of the new Congregationalism, 
which magnifies the work of the National Council, the quarters 
occupied by the Council in the Congregational House have grown 
from one room to three. If we desire to carry out the same logic, 
it might be well, without waiting for a larger building, to dis- 
possess some secular tenants and to rent their rooms to our own 
societies. In apostolic times it was considered good form to pro- 
vide for one's own, and especially for those of his own house. 

A meed of praise belongs to the members of the House Com- 
mittee, who give a large amount of uncompensated time and un- 
failing patience to the examination and solution of the various 
questions that arise in connection with the management of denom- 
inational headquarters. There seems to be no disposition, on either 
side of such questions, to dwell within the minimum of legal obli- 
gation, but rather to illustrate the spirit of generous courtesy. 
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which is naturally, though not invariably, characteristic of an 
organization of Qiristians. Something more than courtesy, even 
a hearty fellowship, pervades the little world within our walls, 
and becomes increasingly manifest as the years roll on. Those were 
farsighted men who laid the broad foundations on which we stand 
and build. They did not believe that Congregationalism is a rope 
of sand, a collection of unrelated units. They were smitten with 
the vision of an organism wherein, according to Kant's definition, 
every part is at the same time the means and the end of every 
other. Thus the Library helps both the home work and the foreign 
work, and each of that pair helps both the other pairs; and so, 
even in its present imperfect development, the Congregational 
House is both an emblem and an example of Christian unity. 



REPORT OF THE CONGREGATIONAL 

LIBRARY 

It takes but a sentence or two to present our few statistics. 
The Library contains 63,078 books and 59,052 pamphlets, besides 
72,906 unbound numbers of periodicals. There were added last 
year 874 books, (i/^'j pamphlets, 3,098 numbers of periodicals. In 
some years 1,000 or more books have been added, but we are not 
ambitious to excel in that particular; quality rather than quantity 
is the standard. We do not attempt, for instance, to compete with 
those libraries that are eager to secure everything relating to the 
great war. A few of the most important books on that theme may 
well suffice until the history of the whole sad business can be 
written impartially and accurately. 

In the early years of the Library there were no funds to buy 
books ; whatever any one contributed was gratefully received. The 
result was a close approximation to something of everything. 
When the Association became able to appropriate a fixed annual 
sum for additions to the Library, the attempt was made to confine 
those expenditures within definite lines. But we are not wont to 
look a gift-horse in the mouth: donations of books, pamphlets, 
and periodicals are as miscellaneous as ever. So there are still 
thirty main classes of books with hundreds of subdivisions; but 
the aim constantly before us is to keep up the departments that 
stand closest to the Library's general purpose and to keep down 
extraneous and irrelevant material. In this and in other respects 
the Librarian is grateful to the members of the Library Committee, 
who are taking a more active part in studying the problems of the 
situation than had been customary hitherto. Meetings are now 
held at frequent intervals; proposed accessions are examined and 
book lists are scanned; the principles which should control the 
enlargement of the various departments are discussed and formu- 
lated; in short, a welcome supervision is exercised which cannot 
fail to point the way to further improvement. 

The argument for specializing the collection more closely is 
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reenforced by the rapid filling up of the shelf space. When the 
Library was moved from the old Congregational House it was 
thought that provision had been made for twenty-five years of 
normal growth. That was seventeen years ago, though we still 
sometimes speak from force of habit of the new Congregational 
House. Moreover, we acquired three or four years later the great 
Stubbs library of 6,350 volumes, equivalent in size to the total 
accessions of at least six ordinary years. It is not strange, there- 
fore, that the variable is rapidly approaching its limit. Two meth- 
ods of relief suggest themselves, both of which are likely to be 
put in operation before many years. In the first place, we can 
dispose of most of the duplicates and also of many books belonging 
to relatively unimportant classes, like Science, Travel, Miscella- 
neous Literature. In the second place, we have a written agree- 
ment with the American Board whereby the space occupied by 
their library is to be taken over by ours when it is needed; an 
arrangement which we hope to defer until the day of an enlarged 
Congregational House shall dawn. 

In 1880 Dr. Dexter published his epoch-making bibliography of 
Congregationalism. It contained 7,250 titles, bearing dates that 
range from 1546 to 1879, and it indicates the distribution of these 
books among the prominent libraries of England and America. Of 
the books listed he had procured for his own collection all the 
specially valuable volumes that were procurable, and it was long 
expected that his library would be incorporated with our own. But 
he never felt satisfied that the old Congregational House was 
secure from fire ; and when he passed away (many years before 
this building was obtained) it was found that his collection had 
been bequeathed to Yale University. When the bibliography was 
issued, out of its first 2,000 titles, dated 1546-1660, the Congrega- 
tional Library had only ninety, or four and one-half per cent; 
the Dexter Library had 760, or thirty-eight per cent. A good part 
of these, it is true, were not original editions, but later reprints of 
the same material; for many of the rarest books are never found 
in the market, and are accessible only in the British Museum or 
the Oxford Bodleian. It is interesting to observe how the tortoise 
has overtaken the hare in the thirty-five years since 1880. The 
Congregational Library now registers 844 of these 2,000 books, or 
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forty-two per cent. The growth is slow but fairly steady; this 
last year has added ten of these books, dated 1577-1654, besides 
seventeen not in Dexter's list, dated 1641-1661. The unique value 
of the Congregational Library is clearly seen in these controversial 
books, which look so strange to us today. But it is seen with equal 
clearness in that part of our collection which relates to New Eng- 
land rather than old England. Mr. Charles Evans, a native of 
Boston and formerly an assistant librarian in the Boston Athe- 
naeum, but now of Chicago, has been engaged for many years 
upon a truly colossal bibliography of American literature from 
1639 to 1820. The eighth of these great quarto volumes, received 
this month, is entirely devoted to the product of three years, 1790, 
1 79 1, and 1792. If the author lives to complete his monumental 
enterprise, it will be an invaluable companion to all who are tracing 
the sources of early New England history. 

Among other accessions that help to carry out the main objects 
of the Library, I mention only three : Franklin Dexter's Historical 
Catalogue of the First Church in New Haven, 1639-1914, the 
Diary of William Bentley, pastor of the East Church, Salem 
(four volumes, 1905-1914), and the Bible of 1677, which was used 
for nearly two centuries in the Scotch Brigade Church of Rotter- 
dam and was presented to us by our friend. Dr. Griffis, a frequent 
benefactor of the Congregational Library. 

From books we pass to periodicals, whose usefulness is becom- 
ing so widely recognized that an immense list of them, comprising 
only the current periodicals taken in the libraries of Boston and 
vicinity, is being compiled, under the auspices of the Boston Public 
Library, by Mr. Thomas J. Homer, assisted by many librarians 
hereabouts. The Congregational Library has borne its share in 
this work, and its own list is published in condensed form as a part 
of this report. 

Attention was called a year ago to the first suggestion of a 
Congregational Library, made by Professor Park in a public 
address delivered in Boston in 1844, and a clause from his appeal 
was quoted. There is special reason just now for finishing the 
quotation: "Let its walls preserve the portraits of our Cottons 
and our Mathers and our Hookers and our Emmonses and our 
Paysons and our Hallocks and our Beechers." 
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The Beechex whom Professor Park had in mind was Lyman, 
father of the more famous son who had not risen above the west- 
em horizon in 1844. As one enters the reading room of the Con- 
gregational Library he sees over the mantel a large oil painting 
of Lyman Beecher, which recalls to memory the stories that tradi- 
tion has preserved of the good fight the old hero fought through 
to victory in the region round about Boston during the first third 
of the nineteenth century, when Congregationalism stood in sore 
need of so brave a champion. Facing this picture, at the other 
end of the room, is an oil painting of Edward N. Kirk, the man 
who took up the banner when Beecher removed from Boston to 
Cincinnati, and bore it with conspicuous faithfulness through the 
second third of the century. Failing health compelled him to give 
up his pastorate soon after the Civil War; but in 1867 the provi- 
dence of God sent Alexander McKenzie to Cambridge, and the 
spirit of Elijah and Elisha rested upon him. A true representa- 
tive of our faith and polity, he illustrated all that is best in Con- 
gregationalism and held the standard as high for our own genera- 
tion as Beecher and Kirk for theirs. Just at the close of the 
nineteenth century, when Dr. McKenzie was in the fullness of his 
powers, his portrait was painted in oil by a Boston artist, 
Mr. Charles Akerman Jackson. This admirable likeness has now 
been secured for the Congregational Library through the gifts of 
many friends. It hangs on the northwest wall of the reading room, 
a fit companion for Mr. Jackson's smaller portraits of Dr. Quint 
and Dr. Dexter. If we stand by the southeast wall when the morn- 
ing sun is lighting up every detail of this latest addition to our 
gallery of worthies, and look into the face of this friend, it is 
easy to reassure our faith that He who has never left Himself 
without witness will provide for the future as for the past, will 
raise up unto His glory throughout the twentieth century a Moses 
or a Joshua for every time of need.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
In tkt Year Ofu Thousand Eight Hundred at$d Fifty-four 

An Act to incorporate the Congregational Library Association, at Boston 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives ^ in General Cow^ assemiUdf and by 

the authority of the same, as follows : 

Sbction 1. Kufus Anderson, Joseph S. Clark, Julius A. Palmer ^ their associates and suc- 
cessors, are hereby made a corporation by the name of the Congregational Library Association, 
at Boston, for the purpose of establishing and perpetuating a library of the religious history and 
literature of New England, and for the erection oi a suitaUe building for the accommodation of 
the same, and for the use of charitable societies, with all the powers and privileges, and subject 
to all the duties, restrictions, and liabilities set forth in the forty-fourth chapter of the Revised 
Statutes. 

Sec. 2. Said corporation may hold real or personal estate, necessary and convenient for the 
purposes aforesaid, to an amount not exceeding, in the whole, one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, the income whereof shall be devoted to the aforesaid purposes. [Approved by the Gov- 
ernor, April 12, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The Congregational Libranr Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addition 
to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold ; provided that no part of 
said amount shall be invested in real estate, except in the purchase of a suitable site, and the 
erection or preparation of a suitable building, to be used for the purposes of said corporation, 
as set forth m the Act of Incorporation passed April twelfth, in the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. [Approved by the Governor, 
April 24, 1856.] 



Be it enacted, etc., €u follows : 

Section 1. The Congregational Library Association is hereby authorized to change its 
name, and to take the name of the American Congregational Association. 

Sec. 2. In addition to the powers heretofore granted said corporation, it is hereby author- 
ized to do such acts as may promote the interest of Congregational churches — by publishing 
works ; by furnishing libraries and pecuniary aid to parisnes, churches, and Sabrottn-schools ; 
promoting friendly intercourse and co5peration amon^ Con|;regational ministers and churches, 
and with other denominations ; and by collecting and disbursmg funds for the above object. 

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect on its passage. [Approved by the Governor, May 10, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows I 

Section 1. The American Congr^;ational Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of four hundred and fifty mousand dcdlars in addi- 
tion to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved by the Governor, Febru- 
ary 24, 1871.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The American Congregational Association is hereby authorized to increase its 
capital stock by adding thereto a sum not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, and to invest 
such portion thereof in real and personal estate as may be necessary and convenient for the pur- 
poses for which it was incorporated. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved, February 21, 1803.]

CONSTITUTION 

Articlb I . The name of this body shall be the American CoNGitBGATiON al Assocx ation . 

Art. II. The object of this Association shall bs to secure the maintenance, in the city 
of Boston, of a Congrbgational Housb, for the meetings of the body, the accommoda- 
tion of its library, and for the furtherance of its general purposes : to found and perpetuate 
a library of books, pamphlets, and manuscripts, and a collection of portraits and relics of the 
past; and to do whatever else — within the limits of its charter — shall serve to illustrate Con- 
gregational history and promote the general interests of the Congregational churches. 

Art. III. This Association shall be composed of Orthodox Congregationalists, who, hav- 
ing been nominated by the Board of Directors, shall have been admitted to membership by 
traJlot at anv annual meetine, or at any regular meeting of the Directors, by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present and voting, on signing the Constitution or otherwise accepting member- 
ship in writing. There shall be two classes oi membership. Life and Annual. Annual members 
shall pay an annual assessment of one dollar each, pa3rable on the first dav of May ; and any one 
neglecting to pay the annual assessment for a period of three months shall cease to be a member. 

The payment of ten dollars at any one time by any member shall constitute him a Life 
member, and he shall thereafter be exempt from the annual assessment. All moneys received 
under the provisions of this article shall oe applied exclusively to the increase of the Library. 

Art. IV. The officers of this Association — who shall be chosen by ballot from its mem- 
bers at the annual meeting;, and who shall serve for the year, and untO their successors be 
chosen — shall be a President; two Vice-Presidents; a Corresponding and Recordinj; Secre- 
tary — who shall be sworn to the foithful performance of his duties, and also act as Secretary 
of the Board of Directors ; a Librarian ; a Treasurer ; an Assistant Treasurer ; and an Auditor 
— all of whom shall perform the duties usual to their offices — and a Board of Directors con- 
sisting of thirty members, of which the Secretary and Treasurer shall be members ex officio. 
Ten members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should 
any vacancy occur in the list of officers and Directors at any time during the year, either by 
foilure to elect or by reason of resignation or otherwise, the Board of Directors may fill the 
vacancy by ballot at any meeting called for the purpose. 

Art. V. The annual meeting for the choice of officers, and for other business appropriate 
to such meetings, shall be held in Boston on the fourth Monday, or on such other day in May 
as the Directors may determine. The Secretary shall call special meetings whenever ordered by 
the President, either orally or in writing, so to do, or at the written request of ten members 
of the Association, or whenever directed by vote of the Board of Directors. The annual and 
all special meetings shall be called by published notice in the Orthodox Congregational weekly 
newspapers of Boston, at least one week before the meeting, or by such other method as the 
Board of Directors may deem proper. All calls for special meetings of the Association shall 
state the specific object of such meetings, and no other business than that for which a special 
meeting was called shall be considered or transacted at any such meeting. In the absence or 
inability of the Secretary to act, notices under this article may be issued by the President. 
Twenty members shall be necessary to a quorum at any meeting. 

Art. VI. This Constitution may be altered at any annual meeting by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present, public notice naving been given of the nature ct the proposed alteration 
in the call for the meeting. 



BY-LAWS 



I. Annual Mehting. The exercises shall be : (I) Praver. (2) Reports of Directors and 
other officers, and action thereon. (3) Election of officers. (4) And such other business as may 
legally come before the meeting. 

II. Directors. The first meeting of the Directors shall be held in the Congregational 
House within fourteen days from the annual meeting on the call of the Secretary. 

At this meeting they shall choose by ballot a Chairman and a Finance Committee and a 
Library Committee, each of three members, and a House Committee of five members, to serve 
for the year and until their successors shall be elected. The Directors shall hold regular quarterly 
meetings. Special meetings shall be called by the Secretary, upon the written or oral order of the 
Chairman, or upon the written request of three members of the Board. In the absence or in- 
ability of the Secretary to act, notices under this By-Law may be issued by the President. The 
Finance Committee, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors, shall have the control and 
disposal of all moneys belonging to the Association. The Library Committee, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, shall appoint the Librarian's assistants, fix the salaries of 
the Librarian and assistants, and make such rules and regulations with reference to the use and 
care of the Library as they may deem proper, and shall have general charge and supervision of 
the Library. The House Committee shall have general charge and supervision of the Congre- 

fational House, including the letting and leasine; thereof, and shall appoint a Custodian or 
anitor, and such other employees as they shall deem necessary, and, subject to the approval 
of the Finance Committee, shall fix the amount of their compensation and of the rentals to be 
charged to the tenants. These committees shall report to the Association at the annual meeting. 

III. The Librarian. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Committee, shall 
have charge of the Library, and shall be responsible for its care, condition, and order. 

IV. Amendments to By-Laws. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual meeting 
of the Asiociatioa by a vote of two-thirds of the members present and voting.

SIXTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE DIRECTORS 

We have lost by death, following several years of failing 
health, our oldest Director in point of service, Marquis F. Dick- 
inson, who had continued in office since 1879, and had often volun- 
teered to act as Corporation Counsel, giving the Association legal 
advice without charge. One such instance deserves special men- 
tion. By the will of Dr. Langworthy, the sum of $10,000 was 
bequeathed to the Association, the income, however, not being 
available during Mrs. Langworthy's life. Soon after she passed 
away, a persistent attempt was made to break the will in the inter- 
est of certain relatives. The matter was carried to the United 
States Circuit Court. Mr. Dickinson and his partner, Mr. Farr, 
maintained the claim of the Association, and the case was decided 
in our favor. 

In a financial aspect, the year has been a prosperous one. Sub- 
traction spells addition in this case, for the debt is reduced by 
$10,000, bringing it down to $75,000. Last year the reduction was 
only $7,000. On the other side of the ledger, the rentals of the 
House amounted to $58,000; last year, to $56,000. A gratifying 
increase in the income of Pilgrim Hall, from $340 last year* to 
$1,200 this year, is due to the regular use of the Hall on Saturday 
morning, for several months past, by the Women's City Club. The 
balance in the treasury ($7,500, in round numbers) is in advance 
of last year's by $2,000. 

The three years' term of the mortgage expires this summer, 
and unless some princely donor appears above the horizon, the 
mortgage must be renewed for a further term; but when this 
cruel war is over, and financial affairs become normal, let us hope 
that all good Congregationalists will lift together and clear off 
the debt once for all. We take just pride in possessing a large and 
well-equipped denominational home; but ability only measures 
obligation; the bond is on us to make this Congregational House

Still more serviceable. It is almost eighteen years since it was 
first occupied, and the normal growth of its various departments 
has begun to crowd some of them uncomfortably. Enlargement of 
the building is a project for the future. It is still an unknown 
future, however, and a provisional readjustment can be secured at 
once. For we are soon to part with our friends of the Metropol- 
itan Park Commission, who have been regular tenants of the 
entire fifth floor ever since the House was opened in 1898. Our 
best wishes attend them to their quarters in a new wing of the 
State House. 

Nature abhors a vacuum, and so does the nature of the Con- 
gregational House. Accordingly, it is probable that the said fifth 
floor will be fully occupied soon, and among its blessings will be 
counted an adequate Committee Room. Our own missionary Soci- 
eties are likely to be the chief tenants of the new space. To 
diminish friction and to increase fraternity, in the various con- 
stituent elements of the Congregational body, are among the im- 
portant objects for which this building stands. At the same time, 
all parties do well to remember that it would be no advantage but 
rather a detriment to the Association to shift its tenants to more 
desirable rooms, provided the consequence were that the less 
desirable ones must stand vacant for any length of time. If, on 
the contrary, any good paying tenant, with mistaken modesty and 
undue economy, should seek out the lowest room, he is likely to 
hear the voice of the efficient superintendent, Mr. Linscott, saying, 
"Friend, go up higher." To be serious, we are all in the same 
boat; what prospers or hinders the Association has a like effect 
on the Societies, as in the Roman fable of Agrippa. 

This truth has a direct bearing on a burning question of pres- 
ent-day Congregational polity, which concerns the effort to com- 
bine and coordinate different branches of the common work. It 
was rumored a few years ago, at the beginning of general dis- 
cussion on that subject, that the American Congregational Asso- 
ciation was to go into the general hopper for the purpose of 
reconstruction. The rumor proved false, and with good reason; 
for if the Societies are to be coordinated, the Association is one of 
the coordinating factors, an efficient means to the end in view; 
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they are like the staves of the barrel, while this building is like 
one of the hoops ; it is the tie that binds. Our polity with its two 
centers, independence and fellowship, presents a constant tempta- 
tion to swing like a pendulum to one or the other extreme. The 
greater danger at present seems to be that the earnest efforts 
toward centralization, put forth in the name of the National 
Council, should be met by the bulk of our people with an indiffer- 
ence that is worse than open opposition. But such efforts are 
reenforced by the very existence of this central home, which sup- 
plies a solid argument in brick and mortar, and illustrates in its 
multiform ministries that article of the Apostles' Creed, "I believe 
in the communion of saints." 
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Two Ways to Help 



At the recent annual meeting, a legacy of $10,000 was an- 
nounced. It would take only a few such gifts to wipe out entirely 
the mortgage of $75,000; but smaller as well as larger sums are 
gratefully received. 

Some may prefer to make what is known as a conditional or 
annuity gift, whereby a secure rate of interest is assured to them 
during their lifetime. In either case, it should be borne in mind 
that since the missionary Societies are tenants of the Association, 
which makes an annual rebate of a certain percentage of their 
rentals, a gift to the Association is a gift to all these Societies.

REPORT OF THE 
CONGREGATIONAL LIBRARY 

The additions for the year are 769 books, 467 pamphlets, 2,554 
unbound ntunbers of periodicals, and 83 manuscripts. Total in the 
Library, 63,847 books, 59,519 pamphlets, 75,460 periodicals; the 
manuscripts have not been counted. 

The remark is often quoted that a library is divisible into two 
parts : books out of which other books are made, and books which 
are made out of other books. It is more consonant with the chief 
aim of the Congregational Library to secure the former class of 
books than the latter. This is not to say that we discard the latter 
class, but that we seek to discriminate and to put the emphasis 
on the former. To illustrate from the department of biography: 
the many recent books about Lincoln are mostly made out of other 
books and are little needed here; while such recent works as 
Bishop Brent's life of Satterlee, and Adams's autobiography, belong 
to the first class, as they supply fresh material for students of 
American life. The greater part of modem fiction is clearly of 
the second class, and so the enormous production in that field lies 
almost wholly outside our scope. On the other hand, as we ap- 
proach the tercentenary of the Pilgrim Fathers, literary atten- 
tion is sure to fasten upon their lives and their times. Collections 
of sources by Arber and Young and Dexter, monographs by 
Burrage and Powicke and Burgess, proceedings of historical and 
of genealogical societies in Boston, Pljrmouth, New York; such 
are some of the books out of which other books will be made, and 
every library that contains them, as does this, will be a grateful 
shrine for many students. 

We have been fortunate in securing, through the kind oflSces 
of Rev. Albert Donnell, of Woburn, the gift, from a member of 
his church, of one of the rarest of Cotton Mather's treatises. Other 
pastors are urgently requested to induce their parishioners to 
rummage among the old garrets and see what can be brought to 
light out of a vanished past. The book referred to has an inter- 
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esting history. The title is "A Short Life, Yet Not a Vain One," 
and the contents consist of a sermon preached in Mather's own 
church August 29, 1714. Hitherto the book has been known to 
bibliographers only by being mentioned in Samuel Mather's list of 
his father's (Cotton's) productions. In 1733 this copy came into 
the possession of a boy twelve years old, named Thomas Jones. 
He grew up to graduate at Harvard in 1741 and to become pastor 
of the church of Burlington, Mass., in 1751. There in Burlington 
the book remained until last autumn, handed down in the same 
family from generation to generation. It now bears the following 
inscription: "Presented to the Cong. Library by Nellie L. Sewall 
Bennett, great, great, great grand-daughter of Rev. Thomas Jones. 
Burlington, Mass., Sept. 20, 1915." 

It is hard to prove a universal negative, but after some corres- 
pondence with those who should know, we are persuaded that no 
other copy of this little book is known to exist. 

The same is true of a still smaller book which the Library 
has owned for many years ; that book out of which so many other 
books have been made. The New England Primer. The first edi- 
tion of this classic was published about 1690. Our copy, though 
bearing no date, is shown by internal evidence to have been issued 
some seventy years later, say in 1760, "by T. and J. Fleet at the 
Bible & Heart in Boston." It was presented to the Library (we 
do not know just when) by Rev. William Withington Thayer, a 
Congregational minister who spent the last thirty years of his life 
at St. Johnsbury, where he died in 1881. In his letter of presenta- 
tion Mr. Thayer says, "My father had it from his grandmother 
Withington"; and as the donor was born in 1809, ^^ ^^ evident 
that this book, like the other, had remained in one family from its 
early days until it found lodgment here. Its extreme rarity was 
discovered only a few months ago by means of a bibliography of 
the New England Primer which is now being compiled. It is 
practically certain that no other copy of this edition is known to 
exist. We have had both books substantially and beautifully bound. 

Our latest book-rarity takes us across the sea, and antedates 
the landing of the Pilgrims, though not their lives. The date is 
1603, and while the book is anonymous, the author is known to 
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have been the famous Jesuit emissary, Robert Parsons (or Persons, 
as the name is variously spelled). His antagonism to England's 
Protestant faith developed into bitter political hostility. He fled 
to the Continent, and became an active agent at the Spanish court, 
urging upon Philip II the dispatch of the ill-fated Armada. As 
facile with his pen as with his intrigues, he published many con- 
troversial books and pamphlets, whose style has been commended 
even by his opponents. Dr. Dexter's bibliography gives the curi- 
ous titles of one of these controversial series, which began on 
the Protestant side with Sir Francis Hastings's "Watchword to 
all religious and true-hearted Englishmen" (1598), answered 
the next year by Parsons, anon3rmously, in "A Temperate 
Ward-word to the turbulent and seditious Watch-word of Sir 
Fran. Hastings." (The full title is much longer.) Hastings 
rejoined in 1600 by "An Apologie or Defence of the Watch- word, 
againft the virulent and feditious Ward-word, publifhed by an 
Englifh-Spaniard, lurking vnder the title of N. D." In 1602 
Parsons came back at him with a stinging parody, "The Wam- 
word to Sir. Fr. Hastinges Wast-word." Then the Dean of Exeter, 
Matthew Sutcliffe, took up the cudgels and issued a book to which 
the one before us is an answer, "A Challenge concerning the Rom- 
ish Church, her Doctrines & Practices" (1602). That treatise is 
so rare that Dr. Dexter did not know of it when he published his 
bibliography, but he later cut the title from a book-seller's cata- 
logue and pasted it, with many others, into his personal copy of the 
bibliography, which has come down to us. Even that copy is 
totally ignorant of Parsons's reply. The Dictionary of National 
Biography gives fifteen columns to the life of Parsons, and enu- 
merates thirty-two of his productions, but this latest member of 
the Watchword series is not there, nor have we been able to trace 
it anywhere.* The title reads (in part), "A brief, and cleere Con- 
futation, of a new, vaine, and vaunting Chalenge, made by O. E. 
Minister, unto N. D. author of the Ward-word." 

Perhaps this is the most valuable addition of the year, but the 
oldest in date is a small quarto whose Latin title may be trans- 
lated thus, "On the different ranks of ministers of the Gospel." 

^ Since this report was read, it has been ascertained that there is a copy in the British 
Museum, and anotner in the Bodleian library of Oxford. 
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The author, Hadrian Saravia, lived in Antwerp, and was one of 
the Protestant pastors who drew up the Walloon Confession of 
Faith. This book was published in 1590, and was received so 
favorably in England that its author was immediately called to 
Oxford, advanced in subsequent years to various posts of honor 
in the English Church, and made one of the translators of King 
James's Bible. Dr. Dexter lists five copies of the book in differ- 
ent English libraries, but his own collection, now at Yale, con- 
tained the only copy in America, so far as we know, until this one 
was secured. 

It goes without saying that these rarest books are never 
loaned; the risk of transportation is too great; but the Library 
pursues an enlightened policy in making most of its treasures 
accessible to students, far and near. In this matter, the newer 
theory of library administration is better than the older. Accord- 
ing to the latter, the chief object of libraries is to preserve 
knowledge; according to the former, to diffuse it. When the 
present Librarian entered on his duties in 1887, the following by- 
law was in existence: "No book, pamphlet, manuscript, or other 
article shall be loaned or removed from the Library — except for 
binding or repair — without the written permission of the Library 
Committee." But the next sentence, perhaps a fruit of experience, 
read thus: "On his own personal responsibility, however, the 
Librarian may allow such books and pamphlets as he knows can be 
easily duplicated, to be so loaned for a period not to exceed ten 
days." That sentence was so liberally interpreted that the previous 
sentence became unconstitutional (in the English sense) and was 
canceled when the by-laws were revised in 1899. ^^ extreme 
instance of the old method is seen in an anecdote which used to 
be current respecting a former head of the Astor Library. A spe- 
cialist came to his office to see if the library contained a certain 
rare book on a subject he was investigating. The librarian un- 
locked a drawer, held up the book so that the visitor could see the 
title, then deliberately replaced it and locked the drawer. Such an 
occurrence would be improbable anywhere in Christendom today. 

A few examples may be given of the way in which the Con- 
gregational Library has been making itself useful in the last few 
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weeks. A worker in the University of Southern California, being 
unable to find on the Pacific Coast a needed bibliography, sent to 
us for it across the continent, and while it was on its way to him, 
the same book was requested from us by the Grand Rapids Public 
Library. A few days later we lent a dozen books and pamphlets 
to the State University of Iowa. Correspondence with a layman 
in Jersey City has confirmed his recently discovered evidence of 
a Congregational church in that city during the years 1841-47, 
and has given him further clues. Items pertaining to the Congre- 
gationalism of the last century in Maine have been brought to 
light, for the benefit of the coming centennial anniversary of 
Bangor Seminary, by means of our file of the Christian Mirror, 
which has been diligently turned over by representatives of that 
institution. A constant investigator in our neighbor library of 
the Athenaeum cleared up an obscure point in the early history of 
Episcopacy in Boston, through a rare report of the Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel, which report happened to be 
absent from the Athenaeum's set and present in ours. 

Students who make researches in the Congregational Library 
have always been accorded access to the fine collections of the 
American Board, whose library occupies a part of our stack. 
Heretofore this privilege has been of much less than its proper 
value, because no practical catalogue was available. That defect 
has been remedied this year, in a thorough and admirable fashion, 
by the new catalogue prepared by Mrs. Walter G. Ball, whose 
work has been of value also to our own Library. 

Congregationalism has no central authority, but if it had, it 
would speak with no uncertain sound to those humble ministers, 
the clerks of our churches, and inspire them to send hither the 
records which embody the passing life of those churches in all its 
phases and departments; records so easy to procure now, so 
difficult hereafter. Though these are apparently negligible in 
comparison with the treasures that have been described in this 
report, still the one thing we can count on is that posterity's 
standard of values will differ from our own ; what we are inclined 
to throw away they will be seeking earnestly. We give hearty 
thanks for the good examples of all those servants who are fol- 
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lowing this course with joy; and we do not hesitate to name as 
such an example Mr. Winfred B. Bancroft, for many years the 
faithful clerk of Phillips Church, South Boston. May others of 
his guild go and do likewise.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
In tkt Year On* Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifty-fimr 

An Act to incorporate the Congregational Library Assodation, at Bostcm 

B* U enacUd b^ ih* Senate and House of Representatives ^ in General Court assembled f and by 

the authority of the same, asfoUcws : 

Section 1. Kofus Anderson, Joseph S. Clark, Julius A. Palmer^ their associates and suc- 
cessors, are hereby made a corporation by the name of the Congregational Library Association, 
at Boston, for the purpose of establishing and perpetuatine a library of the religious history and 
literature of New England, and for the erection oi a suitable building for the accommodation of 
the same, and for the use of charitable societies, with all the powers and privileges, and subject 
to all the duties, restrictions, and liabilities set forth in the forty-fourth chapter of the Revised 
Statutes. 

Sbc. 2. Said corporation may hold real or personal estate, necessary and convenient for the 

Suiposes aforesaid, to an amount not exceeding, in the whole, one hundred and fifty thousand 
ollars, the income whereof shall be devoted to the aforesaid purposes. [Approved by the Gov- 
ernor, April 12, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The Congregational Library Association, at Boston, is herebv authorized to 
hold real and personal estate to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addition 
to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold ; provided that no part of 
said amount shall be invested in real estate, except in the purchase of a suitable site, and the 
erection or preparation of a suitable building, to be used for the purposes of said corporation, 
as set forth m the Act of Incorporation passed April twelfth, in the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. [Approved by the Governor, 
April 24, 1866.] 



Be it enacted, etc., asfoUcws : 

Section 1. The Congregational Library Association is hereby authorized to change its 
name, and to take the name of the American Congregational Association. 

Sec. 2. In addition to the powers heretofore granted said corporation, it is hereby author- 
ized to do such acts as ma^ promote the interest of Congregational churches — by publishing 
works ; by furnishing libraries and pecuniary aid to parishes, churches, and Sablx&tn-schools ; 
promoting friendly intercourse and co5peration amon^ Conjgregational ministers and churches, 
and with other denominations ; and by collecting and disbursmg lunds for the above object. 

Sbc. 3. This act shall take effect on its passage. [Approv^ by the Governor, May 10, 1864.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The American Congregational Association, at Boston, is hereby authorized to 
hold real and personsd estate to the amount of four hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addi- 
tion to the amount that said corporation is now authorized by law to hold. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved by the Governor, Febm- 
ary24. 1871.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The American Congregational Association is hereby authorized to increase its 
capital stock by adding thereto a sum not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, and to invest 
such portion thereof in real and personal estate as may be necessary and convenient for the pur- 
poses for which it was incorporated. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved, February 21, 1803.] 
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CONSTITUTION 

Articx^ I . The name of this body shall be the Ambrican Congrbgational Assoa ation. 

Art. II. The object of this Association shall b? to secure the maintenance, in the dty 
of Boston, of a Congregational House, for the meetings of the body, the accommoda- 
tion of its library, and for the furtherance of its general purposes : to found and perpetuate 
a library of books, pamphlets, and manuscripts, and a collection of portraits and relics of the 
past; and to do whatever else — within the limits of its charter — shall serve to illustrate Con- 
gregational history and promote the general interests of the Congregational churches. 

Art. III. This Association shall be composed of Orthodox Congregationalists, who, hav- 
ine been nominated by the Board of Directors, shall have been admitted to membership by 
ballot at anv annual meetine, or at any regular meeting of the Directors, by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present and voting, on signing the Constitution or otherwise accepting member- 
ship in writing. There shall be two classes of membership, Life and Annual. Annual members 
shall pay an annual assessment of one dollar each, payable on the first dav of May ; and any one 
neglecting to pay the annual assessment for a period of three months shall cease to be a member. 

The payment of ten dollars at any one time by any member shall constitute him a Life 
member, and he shall thereafter be exempt from the annual assessment. All moneys received 
under the provisions of this article shall oe applied exclusively to the increase of the Library. 

Art. IV. The officers of this Association — who shall be chosen by ballot from its mem- 
bers at the annual meetine, and who shall serve for the year, and until their successors be 
chosen — shall be a President; two Vice-Presidents; a Corresponding and Recording Secre- 
tary — who shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties, and also act as Secretary 
of the Board of Directors; a Librarian; a Treasurer^ an Assistant Treasurer; and an Auditor 
— all of whom shall perform the duties usual to theu* offices — and a Board of Directors con- 
sisting of thirty members, of which the Secretary and Treasurer shall be members ex officio. 
Ten members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should 
anv vacancy occur in the list of officers and Directors at any time during the year, either by 
£ailure to elect or by reason of resignation or otherwise, the Qoard of Directors may fill the 
vacancy by ballot at any meeting called for the purpose. 

Art. V. The annual meeting for the choice of officers, and for other business appropriate 
to such meetings, shall be held in Boston on the fourth Monday, or on such other day in May 
as the Directors may determine. The Secretary shall call special meetings whenever ordered by 
the President, either orally or in writing, so to do, or at the written request of ten members 
of the Association, or whenever directed by vote of the Board of Directors. The annual and 
all special meetings shall be called by published notice in the Orthodox Congregational weekly 
newspapers of Boston, at least one week before the meetine, or by such other method as the 
Board of Directors may deem proper. All calls foe special meetings of the Association shall 
state the specific object of such meetings, and no other business tham that for which a special 
meeting was called shall be considerea or transacted at any such meeting. In the absence or 
inability of the Secretary to act, notices under this article may be issued by the Pirsident. 
Twenty members shall be necessary to a quorum at any meeting. 

Art. VI. This Constitution may be altered at any annual meeting by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present, public notice naving been given of the nature of the proposed alteratioa 
hi the call for the meeting. 



BY-LAWS 



I. Annual Mbbting. The exercises shall be : (1) Praver. (2) Reports of Directors and 
other officers, and action thereon. (3) Election of officers. (4) And such other business as may 
legally come before the meeting. 

II. Directors. The first meeting of the Directors shall be held in the Congregational 
House within fourteen days from the annual meeting on the call of the Secretary. 

At this meeting they shall choose by ballot a Chairman and a Finance Committee and a 
Library Committee, each of three members, and a House Committee of five members, to serve 
for the year and until their successors shall be elected. The Directors shall hold regular quarterly 
meetings. Special meeting shall be called by the Secretary, upon the written or oral order of the 
Chairman, or upon the wntten request of three members of the Board. In the absence or in- 
ability of the Secretary to act, notices under this By-Law may be issued by the President. The 
Finance Committee, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors, shall have the control and 
disposal of all moneys belonging to the Association. The Library Committee, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, shall appoint the Librarian's assistants, fix the salaries of 
the Librarian and assistants, and make such niles and regulations with reference to the use and 
care of the Library as they may deem proper, and shall nave general charge and supervision of 
the Library. The House Committee shall have general charge and supervision of the Congre- 

fational House, including the letting and leasine thereof, and shall appoint a Custodian or 
anitor, and sudi other employees as they shall deem necessary, and, subject to the approval 
of the Finance Committee, shall fix the amount of their compensation and of the rentals to be 
charged to the tenants. These committees shall report to Uie Association at the annual meeting. 

III. The Librarian. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Committee, shall 
have charge of the Library, and shall be responsible for its care, condition, and order. 

IV. Amendments to By-Laws. These By-Laws may be amended at any annual meeting 
of the Association by a vote of two-thirds of the members present and voting.

BUSINESS MEETING 

The sixty-fourth meeting of the American Congregational 
Association was held in Room 500, Congregational House, 
Boston, on Monday, May 28, 1917, at twelve o'clock noon. 
The meeting was called to order by the President, Mr. 
Arthur S. Johnson. 

Rev. Edward M. Noyes offered prayer. The records of 
the last annual meeting were read and approved. 

The report of the Joint Finance and House Committee 
was presented by Mr. W. F. Whittemore. It was voted to 
accept and print the report, which follows : 



REPORT OF 
JOINT FINANCE AND HOUSE COMMITTEE 

During the last year, important changes have been effected 
in the administration of the Congregational Building. These 
changes have been brought about by the Finance and House 
Committees, acting as a Joint Committee under the instruc- 
tions of the Directors. Some of our benevolent societies who 
occupy space in the building have for several years had 
insufficient accommodations. The need of more suitable 
Committee Rooms for general use has been increasingly felt. 

The Metropolitan Park Commission has occupied the 
whole of the fifth floor since the building was completed. Its 
lease having expired May 1, 1916, the Commission was in- 
duced to vacate the premises the last of December. The 
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ofBcers of all the societies located In the building had some 
time previously been Invited to present to the Directors any 
requests they might wish to make for changes In location or 
additional space. The principal readjustments have been 
made by the Foreign Missionary Boards. The Woman's 
Board has removed from the seventh to the fifth floor, while 
the space thus vacated has been taken by the American Board. 

A demand for more space and better ventilated Committee 
Rooms has for several years been urged on the Directors, 
but no satisfactory space was available until the fifth floor 
was vacated. Three rooms have here been provided, the 
larger, called the Assembly Room, overlooking the Granary , 
Burying Ground, with ample light and air. In addition to 
these rooms, a smaller one has been assigned as the office of the 
Association and of the Superintendent. 

The former Committee Room on the third floor has been 
divided into two, the smaller one to be used as an Emergency 
Room for cases of sickness or accident, and the larger one as 
a Rest Room for women employed in the building. These 
rooms have been suitably furnished, and are an Important 
provision for the safety, health, and comfort of the occupants. 

A detailed examination by a special committee was made 
of the leases and rentals, and the Increased cost of adminis- 
tration as compared with former years; and a comparison 
was made between the rates charged In this building and in 
other buildings in the vicinity used for similar purposes. A 
new schedule of rates was adopted, which while less than 
the market rates charged in neighboring buildings, places the 
Association on a business basis, and provides that the Socie- 
ties having rooms in the Congregational House will In the long 
run, through rebates, profit by the change. The new rates 
were put in force April 1. New regulations have been adopted 
providing more careful supervision of the Issue of leases. 
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especially with respect to the period they are to run and the 
right of renewal. 

These readjustments, which have required considerable 
labor of the Committees extending through the greater part 
of the last year, are apparently satisfactory to the tenants, 
giving them much increased accommodation in Conmiittee and 
Rest Rooms, providing for the increased cost of administra- 
tion and for extensive repairs which are Ibecoming necessary, 
and for increased rebates to the charitable societies in reduc- 
tion of their rent at the end of the year. 

The Finance and House Conmiittees, acting jointly, have 
worked out these somewhat complicated problems with entire 
harmony and economy of effort. In place of a report from 
each Committee, as called for by the By-Laws, this report is 
offered, including the work of both Committees. The result 
was unanimously approved by the Directors at their regular 
meeting, March 19. The Association will be asked to adopt 
certain amendments to the By-Laws providing for future 
joint meetings of both Committees. 

It was voted to amend the By-Laws as follows : 
1. Amendment to Article II of the By-Laws. (To be 
inserted before the final sentence: ^^ These conmiittees shall 
report to the Association at the annual meeting.") 

"Within fourteen (14) days after the appointment of the 
Finance Committee and the House Committee, there shall be 
a meeting of the Joint Finance and House Committee, to be 
called by the chairman of the Finance Committee. The 
chairman of the Finance Committee shall act as the chairman 
of the Joint Committee. At this meeting the Superintendent 
of the building shall present a report in detail of the rentals, 
leases, and any other matter which may properly be considered 
by this Joint Committee." 
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2. Amendment to Article II of the By-Laws. That thie 
words "in writing'* be inserted in the final sentence of Arti- 
cle II9 so that it shall read : 

"These Committees shall report in writing to the Asso- 
ciation at the annual meeting." 

It was voted that the Joint Finance and House Committee 
have charge of the decoration of the unrented rooms of the 
building and the pictures to be placed in them. 

The report of the Library Committee was read by Rev. 
E. M. Noyes, Secretary. It was voted to accept and print 
the report. 

The report of the Directors on the work of the Asso- 
ciation and the condition of the Library was presented by 
Dr. William H. Cobb. It was voted to accept and print the 
report. 

The report of the Treasurer was presented by Mr. A. S. 
Lovett, and that of the Auditor by Mr. H. N. Ackerman. 
Both were accepted and ordered to be printed. 

Rev. E. M. Noyes presented the report of the Nominating 
Committee. The report was accepted and the following 
elected by ballot :

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SIXTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE DIRECTORS 

1 WO of our valued Directors have passed away during the 
year, a clergyman and a layman: Dr. DeWitt S. Clark in 
July, Mr. Sylvester B. Carter in February. Both were loyal 
to the Association through many years of faithful service, 
which was continued, in each case, as long as health permitted. 
The year has seen great changes in the structure and 
equipment of the rooms in the Congregational House; the 
details are given in the joint report which has been presented 
by the Finance and House Committees. Large expenditures 
have been required, indicated only in part by the Treasurer's 
report; for some of the largest items belong to the year just 
beginning. But the beneficial result of these improvements 
is already apparent, and will be increasingly so in the years 
to come. Pilgrim Hall was always inconveniently large for 
the meetings of committees, in fact for many other social re- 
quirements of our denomination ; and the rooms on the third 
floor, now bespoken for other purposes, were inconveniently 
small. The Assembly Room, in which we are met, fills the 
long-felt want of a happy medium. It has already become a 
center of usefulness ; for instance, during the last fortnight, 
as the headquarters of a Conference with the young mission- 
aries whom the American Board is sending out to various 
parts of the world. In these days, when the demand for effi- 
ciency is so persistent and so reasonable, it is a satisfaction 
to be able to offer, on the fifth and the seventh floors, more 
adequate accommodations for the great work of the American 
Board and the Woman's Board, as well as to furnish, for all 
the benevolent societies, the three conveniwit Committee 
Rooms. 
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In the matter of finances, we find ourselves just at present 
between hay and grass. On the debit side, one must add to the 
outlay for construction, repairs, and furnishings the loss of 
the entire fifth floor rentals during the period of readjust- 
ment, and the great increase in the cost of coal and other 
necessities ; so that the balance in the treasury is $3,000 less 
than a year ago. But the season of grass is only a little way 
ahead, when the new schedules for rent promise to turn the 
loss into gain. We note with pleasure a saving effected by 
certain economies ; for example, the Library department has 
drawn only three-fourths of the regular appropriation. This 
is partly due, to be sure, to the difficulty of procuring books 
from abroad at present. 

After long delays and extensive correspondence, we have 
finally succeeded in disposing of the small property in Denver 
which formed the last installment of Dr. Langworthy's be- 
quest. It is some compensation for the inevitable shrinkage 
in values to have the whole investment readily accessible. 

The statistics of membership in the Association present 
an interesting though somewhat perplexing problem. The 
number of life members remains almost stationary ; the losses 
by death are replaced by fresh accessions. Five years ago 
there were 131 life members; two years ago, 139; and now, 
135. On the other hand, although the fee for life member- 
ship is ten dollars and for annual membership only one dollar, 
the number of annual members is steadily diminishing, 
through the automatic action of the third article in the 
Constitution, which cuts off from membership those who 
neglect to pay the annual assessment. Two years ago we had 
131 annual members; now there are only 97. It should be 
added that this does not represent a total loss, for during the 
year a few annual members, by the payment of ten dollars 
each, have become life members. As a general fact, with many 
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commendable exceptions, it is the annual rather than the life 
members who are the more closely connected with the work 
of the Association, who attend its meetings and interest them- 
selves in its work. No doubt the article of the Constitution 
referred to is a wise one, for merely nominal membership is of 
little worth; but it behooves us all to enlist our friends in 
maintaining actively an enterprise so vital to all our denomi- 
national efforts. 

By looking back a series of years, we have cause to thank 
God and take courage, in view of what has already been accom- 
plished. Ten years ago the debt on the building amounted 
to $154,000 ; today it is $65,000, $10,000 having been paid 
this last year. Thirty years back, we were crowded in inade- 
quate quarters on the corner of Beacon and Somerset Streets 
and burdened with a debt of $188,500, almost three times the 
present mortgage. Some of us can go still further back and 
recall the first Congregational House, the Judge Jackson 
home on Chauncy Street, which the Association sold just fifty 
years ago. That building has come into recent prominence 
through the semi-centennial celebration of the founding of 
the Young Women's Christian Association, a society which 
rented rooms of us there. A view of that house makes vivid 
the astonishing differences between old and new Boston. 

But to return from this antiquarian digression to the 
living present. The Congregational House itself is a stand- 
ing parable which he who runs may read. It represents in 
material symbol our spiritual faith and polity. Congrega- 
tionalism has always meant democracy. That mighty power, 
which now as never before is turning and overturning and 
shaking all nations, which is threatening tyranny and oppres- 
sion as the giant Enceladus threatened Mt. Etna, expressed 
itself in the Church at an earlier time and to a fuller degree 
than in the State. Our forefathers in the Independent 
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churches of England, the Baptist and Congregational rebels 
against ecclesiastical tyranny in the reign of Elizabeth, pre- 
pared the way for the American rebels against the political 
tyranny of George III. It was a logical succession: "A 
Church without a Bishop and a State without a King." 
Thomas Jefferson, though far from sharing our religious 
convictions, yet some years before the Revolution, after wit- 
nessing for several months the working of equal rights in a 
little Baptist church in Virginia, where all were members one 
of another, remarked to their pastor that he considered this 
the only form of pure democracy in the world, and had con- 
cluded that it would be the best plan of government for the 
American colonies. Now Jefferson's plan of government 
would have been scouted as chimerical, had it not been already 
demonstrated for a hundred and fifty years in the growth 
and health of scores of little democracies, planted along the 
shores of New England by the earliest settlers. The town 
meeting sprang directly from the free church; and both are 
still bringing forth fruit in our own day. 
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REPORT cf the LIBRARY COMMITTEE 

1 HE Committee was organized with Rev. A. E. Dunning, 
D.D., as Chairman, and Rev. Edward M. Noyes as Secretary. 
Meetings have been held fortnightly, and besides considering 
and recommending books to be added to the Library, the 
Committee has carefully studied how the work of the Library 
may be enlarged and improved. 

Attention is called to some minor changes. Arrangements 
have been made for the exhibition of new books, at each end 
of the table in the Reading Room. A bulletin board, with 
list of new books and similar information, has been installed 
in the Reading Room. Two shelves in the Reading Room have 
been devoted to books on American Ideals. It is planned to 
have similar exhibits from time to time on timely topics, e. g.j 
Books for the Lenten Season, with suggestive programs; 
Material for the Pilgrim Centenary ; The War and Its Issues ; 
Church Architecture, etc. 

The Committee has gone over the list of periodicals on 
file, together with the Librarian, and has recommended the 
discontinuance of certain files in order to secure needed space. 

The attention of the Association is called to the fact that 
the administrative force of the Library devote a portion of 
their time to the general work of the Association. Dr. Cobb 
is Assistant Treasurer, and this takes approximately one- 
third of his time. Miss White makes out all rental bills, etc. 
All the force answer telephone calls and are available for 
general service. 

Your Committee will welcome suggestions regarding the 
increased use and larger influence of our Library by our 
ministers and churches.

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REPORT OF THE 
CONGREGATIONAL LIBRARY 

This is the sixty-fourth report of the Library and the 
thirtieth presented by the present Librarian, who takes this 
occasion to express renewed appreciation of the fidelity and 
efficiency of his three assistants. 

The relation between the Library and the House as a whole 
is not always distinctly understood ; it is a matter of historical 
evolution. Although it is true, as implied in the other part 
of this report, that it was the American Congregational 
Association which sold the Judge Jackson house in 1867, it 
was the Congregational Library Association that had bought 
the property ten years before. The Library's original rela- 
tion to the House was thus parental rather than filial. But 
the change of name, in 1864, brought with it a new emphasis 
on that clause of the charter which coordinates with the 
Library the other Congregational activities ; and ever since, 
the concerns of the Congregational House and of the Asso- 
ciation as a whole have occupied a large share of the time and 
devotion of the Librarian and his assistants. It is proper 
to bear in mind this fact when one would make comparisons 
between this and other libraries. 

Coming to the special work of the year, a high measure 
of praise is due to the Library Committee for giving so freely 
of their time and thought to the problems of this department. 
Their thorough insight into the needs of the Library, their 
careful oversight of its policies, and their expert judgment 
of the literature that should go in or stay out, have been most 
welcome. We have now 64,561 books, of which 714 were 
added last year ; and 60,409 pamphlets, 890 added last year. 
The bound periodicals are included with the books ; it is cus- 
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ternary to report also the number of unbound periodicals, 
but since it has been decided to discontinue many of them, 
such a statement might be misleading. Besides the books, 
pamphlets, and periodicals, there is a multitude of manu- 
scripts, leaflets, broadsides, clippings, pictures, relics, etc. 

As it is many years since these reports have attempted 
to aid in a visual impression of the Congregational Library, 
a brief statement of that nature may not be amiss. On enter- 
ing the Reading Room, one sees upon the delivery desk and 
the long table the more important periodicals of our day, 
to the number of nearly 150. Some twenty-five readers a day 
make use of the books and magazines. Besides the standard 
literary monthlies {Atlantic, Century, Harper^s, and Scrib- 
ner^s) 9 the favorites of our visitors seem to be, among weeklies, 
the Congregationalist, the Churchma/n, the British Weekly, 
the Literary Digest, the Nation, the New Republic, the Out- 
look; and among those less frequently issued, the Hibbert 
Journal, the National Geographic Magazine, the Missionary 
Review of the World, the Review of Reviews, the World^s 
Work. Adjoining the Reading Room at one end is the Bible 
Room, occupied by Mr. S. Brainard Pratt's collection, which 
is notable for a great folio Chained Bible in four volumes, 
published in or near 1480, and containing the Vulgate Text 
and the commentary of Walafrid Strabo, with many beauti- 
fully executed initials. The other end of the Reading Room 
gives entrance to the stack ; and we notice first that the books 
which give our Library its most distinctive value are inclosed 
within two locked ranges, in what is called the cage. Most 
of these books have a direct bearing on the development of 
Congregationalism. Many of them go back to the contro- 
versies in the days of the Tudors and Stuarts, while others 
are the product of early New England authors, especially the 
Boston ministers. Among those added last year is one pub- 
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lished at Oxford in 1600 and called "The Triall of Truth," 
a vehement anti-Catholic document. Another, by Henry Spel- 
man, is "A tract of the rights and respect due unto churches " 
(1613). Another is John Geree's "Character of an old Eng- 
lish Puritane" ( 1646) . A fourth is by Benjamin Wadsworth, 
pastor of the old First Church of Boston, and afterwards 
President of Harvard College. The date is 1710, the occa- 
sion was the funeral of Wadsworth's senior colleague in the 
First Church, Rev. James Allen, and the title reads: "Death 
is certain, the time when uncertain.'* Mr. Allen is spoken of 
on page 20 as a painful pastor, meaning one who takes great 
pains with his work. The Preface, by Increase Mather, gives 
some biographical data about Mr. Allen, whose home, by the 
way, was at the site of the old Congregational House, at 
Beacon and Somerset Streets ; so there was a Congregational 
House there at that remote period. 

This book has special interest for us on several other 
grounds. It belonged to Rev. Dr. A. C. Thompson, of the 
Eliot Church, Roxbury ; it is a gift to our Library, presented 
by Miss Mary Thompson; and it is excessively rare. There 
was no copy in the Brinley Collection nor in the Prince 
Library, where one would most naturally expect it. Charles 
Evans, the eminent bibliographer, had merely heard of its 
existence; he conjectures that the printer was Bartholomew 
Green, but guesses wrong ; it was John Allen. There is a copy 
in the Massachusetts Historical Society, but I should not 
know where to look for another. 

On either side of the cage are books on theology and 
religion, among which our own Dr. Grordon's "Aspects of the 
Infinite Mystery'' deserves an honorable mention. Our 
Library is broad enough to include other religions besides 
Christianity ; thus Buddhism was treated last year by a native 
of Ceylon, Ananda Coomaraswamy. 
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Next to Religion comes American History; first local, 
then sectional, then national. We all benefit by the thought- 
ful wisdom of my predecessor, Dr. Langworthy, who was 
deeply interested in local history, especially that of New Eng- 
land towns, and who not only chose for the Library a fine 
collection of such books, but left a part of his bequest to keep 
it up. A good specimen, added this year, is the history of 
Windham, Maine. Sectional history is represented, in the 
year's accessions, by Louise Kellogg's "Early History of the 
Northwest,'* and national by Edward Channing's "History 
of the United States," now advanced to its fourth volume. 

Beyond the Historical is the Biblical department. The 
collection of old Bibles has just been enriched by the gift of 
a Dutch quarto of 1636. It has not been a specially good 
year for Biblical Criticism and Introduction, but we may 
note Thorburn's "Mythical Interpretation of the Gospels," 
Torrey's "Composition and date of the book of Acts," and 
Fowler's "Origin and growth of the Hebrew Religion." 

On the second fioor of the stack are placed the books on 
Practical Religion, and on special religious topics like Chris- 
tology. Missions, Evangelism. Among new accessions here, 
Plummer's "Devotions from ancient and modem sources" is 
worth mentioning, and Hall's "Jesus the Christ in the light 
of Psychology," and Greene's "Leavening the Levant." On 
the same fioor are Genealogy, Education, and Biography. 
More than a hundred educational and statistical pamphlets 
are the gift this year of our constant friend. Rev. C. C. Car- 
penter. Bangor Seminary's Centennial has occasioned two 
excellent volumes: a Historical Catalogue of the students 
and Professor Clark's history of the institution. In Biog- 
raphy we have a few good accessions, such as Lord Cham- 
wood's Lincoln, which has permanent value. Buckle's Disraeli, 
and the new series of American Statesmen (six volumes). 
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The chief attraction on the third floor of the stack is 
General History, though we might mention, by way of pre- 
termission, Philosophy, Ethics, Sociology, Poetry and other 
literature of the finer type. The historical department in- 
cludes the unrivaled library of Bishop Stubbs, rich especially 
in original sources of early English History. 

The focal point of interest this year in every library is 
the great war, but we make no attempt to gather the books 
on this subject which have only passing merit. For a library 
so limited both in scope and space, it would be a decided mis- 
take to try to rival the huge war collections of some of our 
neighbors; and much of this literature is clearly ephemeral. 
We have confined ourselves chiefly to such comprehensive 
studies as have some bearing on the great struggle, for in- 
stance, Elihu Root's "Military and Colonial Policy '*; Sir 
Edwin Pears's "Forty Years in Cons-tantinople'*; James 
Bryce's "Report on the treatment of Armenians"; and 
Baron Von Hiigel's "The Soul of Germany*'; with a few 
descriptive books like "Friends of France'* and Wells's 
"Italy, France, and Britain at War." Some recent sermons 
on the war may be found on the Reading Room table. 

A word now as to the use of the books. Although the 
Library is classed with reference rather than circulating 
libraries, it loans books to a limited extent, and we have 
frequent evidence that this privilege is prized, especially by 
ministers and Sunday school teachers. On an average, about 
one hundred and thirty books each month are borrowed for 
home use. But the circulation is by no means confined to 
visitors. Librarians at a distance often send here and obtain 
books as well as information for their readers, though, of 
course, the rarest books are not loaned. A valued corre- 
spondent, a Congregational minister in Philadelphia, has just 
secured here important data relating to Congregational 
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affairs in Wisconsin fifty years ago. Thus in many ways the 
light from our candlestick is diffused abroad. 

A few weeks ago, after the Declaration of War, the ques- 
tion was taken home by all conscientious people in the land, 
"How can we help?'' A committee of the American Library 
Association sent out from Topeka, Kansas, an appeal to all 
libraries to mobilize their resources for the diffusion of patri- 
otism. But before this circular was issued, one of our own 
Library Committee, Dr. Dunning, had anticipated it by a 
fruitful suggestion along the same line. Carrying this into 
effect, we have placed upon two shelves in the Reading Room 
a selection of books illustrating American Ideals. There are 
lives of patriots in the Revolution and the Civil War, to show 
us how to make our lives sublime. There are volumes explain- 
ing the American Constitution and the various branches of 
our government; other volumes that show the effect of our 
institutions on people from foreign lands, and others still 
containing prose and poetry of an inspirational character. 
No true American can absorb such literature without being 
kindled into a fresh ardor of loyalty to his country and to the 
principles of civil and religious liberty, bought for us at so 
great a price and inherited by us so freely.

COMMONWEALTH OP MASSACHUSETTS 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifty-four 

An Act to incorporate the Congregational Library Association^ at Boston 

Be it miacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 
Sectiox 1. Rufus Anderson, Joseph S. Clark, Julius A. Palmer, their 
associates and successors, are hereby made a corporation by the name of 
the Congregational Library Association, at Boston, for the purpose of 
establisMng and perpetuating a library of the religious liistory and liter- 
ature of New England, and for the erection of a suitable building for the 
accommodation of the same, and for the use of charitable societies, with 
all the powers and privileges, and subject to all the duties, restrictions, 
and liabilities set forth in the forty-fourth chapter of the Revised Statutes. 
Sect. 2. Said corporation may hold reed or personed estate, necessary 
and convenient for the purposes aforesaid, to an amount not exceeding, 
in the whole, one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, the income whereof 
shall be devoted to the aforesaid purposes. [Approved by the Grovernor, 
April 12, 1864.] 

Be it enacted, etc., a^ follows: 

Section 1. The Congregational Library Association, at Boston, is 
hereby authorized to hold real and personed estate to the amount of 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in euldition to the amount that 
scud corporation is now authorized by law to hold; provided that no part 
of said amount shall be invested in real estate, except in the purcheise of 
a suitable site, and the erection or preparation of a suitable building, 
to be used for the purposes of sedd corporation, as set forth in the Act 
of Incorporation passed April twelfth, in the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take eflFect from and after its passage. [Ap- 
proved by the Governor, April 24, 1856.] 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The Congregational Library Association is hereby author- 
ized to change its name, emd to take the name of the American Congre- 
gational Association. 
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Sect. 2. In addition to the powers heretofore granted said corpora- 
tion, it is hereby authorized to do such acts as may promote the interest 
of Congregational churches — by publishing works; by furnishing libraries 
and pecuniary aid to parishes, churches, and Sabbath-schools; promoting 
friendly intercourse and codperation among Congregationed ministers and 
churches, and with other denominations; and by collecting and disbursing 
funds for the above object. 

Sect. 8. This act shall take effect on its passage. [Approved by the 
Governor, May 10, 1864.] 

Be it enacted, etc, a» foUowe: 

SmcnoM 1. The American Congregational Association, at Boston, is 
hereby authorized to hold real and personed estate to the amount of 
four hundred and fifty thousand dollars in addition to the amount that 
said corporation is now authorized by law to hold. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved by 
the Governor, February 24, 1871.] . 



Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Sectiok 1. The American Congregationed Association is hereby 
authorized to increase its capital stock by adding thereto a sum not 
exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, and to invest such portion 
thereof in reed and personal estate as may be necessary and convenient 
for the purposes for which it was incorporated. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved, 
February 21, 1898.] 



CONSTITUTION 



Article I. The name of this body shall be the Americak Conorb- 
GATiOKAL Association. 

Art. II. The object of this Association shall be to secure the main- 
tenance, in the city of Boston, of a Congreoatioxal House, for the meet- 
ings of the body, the accommodation of its library, and for the furtherance 
of its genered purposes: to found and perpetuate a library of books, 
pamphlets, and memuscripts, and a collection of portredts and relics of 
the past; and to do whatever else — ^within the limits of its charter — shedl 
serve to illustrate Congregational history emd promote the general inter- 
ests of the Congregationed churches. 

Art. III. This Association shall be composed of Orthodox Congrega- 
tionalists, who, having been nominated by the Board of Directors, shall 
have been admitted to membership by ballot at any annual meeting, or 
at any regular meeting of the Directors, by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present emd voting, on signing the Constitution or otherwise 
accepting membership in writing. 
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There shall be two classes of membership, Life and Amiual. Annual 
members shall pay an annual assessment of one dollar each, payable on 
the first day of May; and any one neglecting to pay the annual assessment 
for a period of three months shall cease to be a member. 

The payment of ten dollars at any one time by any member shall 
constitute him a Life member, and he shall thereafter be exempt from the 
annual assessment. All moneys received under the provisions of this 
article shall be applied exclusively to the increase of the Library. 

Aet. IV. The officers of this Association — ^who shall be chosen by 
ballot from its members at the annual meeting, and who shall serve for 
the year, and until their successors be chosen — shall be a President; two 
Vice-Presidents; a Corresponding and Recording Secretary — ^who shall 
be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties, and also act as 
Secretary of the Board of Directors; a Librarian; a Treasurer; an Assist- 
ant Trefisurer; and an Auditor — all of whom shall perform the duties 
usual to their offices — ^and a Board of Directors consisting of thirty mem- 
bers, of which the Secretary and Treasurer shall be members ex officiis. 

Ten members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business. Should any vacancy occur in the list of officers and 
Directors at any time during the year, either by failure to elect or by 
reason of resignation or otherwise, the Board of Directors may fill the 
vacancy by ballot at any meeting called for the purpose. 

Aet. V. The annual meeting for the choice of officers, and for other 
business appropriate to such meetings, shall be held in Boston on the 
fourth Monday, or on such other day in May bs the Directors may deter- 
mine. The Secretary shall call specied meetings whenever ordered by the 
President, either orally or in writing, so to do, or at the written request 
of ten members of the Association, or whenever directed by vote of the 
Board of Directors. 

The annued and all special meetings shall be called by published notice 
in the Orthodox Congregational weekly newspapers of Boston, at least 
one week before the meeting, or by such other method as the Board of 
Directors may deem proper. All calls for special meetings of the Asso- 
ciation shall state the specific object of such meetings, and no other 
business than that for which a special meeting was called shall be con- 
sidered or transacted at any such meeting. 

In the absence or inability of the Secretary to act, notices under this 
article may be issued by the President. Twenty members shall be neces- 
sary to a quorum at any meeting. 

Art. VI. This Constitution may be altered at any annual meeting 
by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, public notice having been 
given of the nature of the proposed alteration in the call for the meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 

I. AwxuAL Mbbtixo. The exercises shall be: (1) Prayer. (2) Re- 
ports of Directors and other officers, and action thereon. (8) Election 
of officers. (4) And such other business as may legally come before the 
meeting. 

II. DnuECTORS. The first meeting of the Directors shall be held in the 
Congregational House within fourteen days from the annual meeting on 
the call of the Secretary. 

At this meeting they shall choose by bedlot a Chairman and a Finance 
Committee and a Library Committee, each of three members, and a 
House Committee of five members, to serve for the year and until their 
successors shall be elected. 

The Directors shall hold regular quarterly meetings. Specied meet- 
ings shall be called by the Secretary, upon the written or oral order of the 
Chairman, or upon the written request of three members of the Board. 
In the absence or inability of the Secretary to act, notices under this 
By-Law may be issued by the President. 

The Finance Committee, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Directors, shall have the control and disposal of all moneys belonging 
to the Association. 

The Library Committee, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Directors, shall appoint the Librarian's assistants, fix the salaries of the 
Librarian and assistants, and make such rules and regulations with 
reference to the use and care of the Library as they may deem proper, 
and shall have general charge and supervision of the Library. 

The House Committee shall have general charge and supervision of 
the Congregational House, including the letting and leasing thereof, and 
shall appoint a Custodian or Janitor, and such other employees as they 
shall deem necessary, and, subject to the approval of the Finance Com- 
mittee, shall fix the amount of their compensation and of the rentals to 
be charged to the tenants. 

Within fourteen (14) days after the appointment of the Finance 
Committee and the House Committee, there shall be a meeting of the 
Joint Finance and House Committee, to be called by the chairman of 
the Finance Committee. The chairman of the Finance Committee shall 
act as chairman of the Joint Committee. At this meeting the Superin- 
tendent of the building shall present a report in detail of the rentals, 
leases, and any other matter which may properly be considered by this 
Joint Committee. 

These committees shall report in writing to the Association at the 
annual meeting. 

III. The Librabiax. The Librarian, under the direction of the 
Library Committee, shall have charge of the Library, and shall be respon- 
sible for its care, condition, and order. 

IV. Amendments to By-Laws. These By-Laws may be amended 
at any annual meeting of the Association by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present and voting. 
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
